It may be the end of a decade for college 
football, and a significant decade at that. But 
the 1989 season feels more like a sunrise than 
asunset. At the least, it’s a transition year for a 
game which has undergone a lot of changes in 
the last nine years. 

Bear Bryant died. Vince Dooley has just 
retired, John Robinson and now Jimmy John- 
son have gone to the pros. Earle Bruce, Dick 
Crum and Fred Akers were forced out by anx- 
ious alumni. Jackie Sherrill and Bill Yeoman 
were nailed to the NCAA cross. 

Notre Dame went through a total meta- 
morphosis, from prince to frog and back. They 
opened the 1981 season as No. | but ended the 
season with their first losing campaign since 
1963, The Gerry Faust regime lasted five years 
and averaged six wins. But it took Lou Holtz 
just three years to give the Irish their first 
national championship since 1977 and restore 
some faith among their faithful. 

The game's parity became more obvious 
as teams like Clemson (1981) and BYU 
(1984), from conferences with relatively 
modest profiles, won titles. Miami, which 
was considering dropping football at the 
start of the decade, won two titles, in 
1983 and 1987. Programs at Colo- 
rado, Syracuse, West Virginia and 
lowa revived themselves after dor- 
mant periods. 

On the flip side, once-proud 
programs at Ohio State, Ala- 
bama, Texas and Miami- 

Ohio slipped badly and are 


in transition states of their y 
own, seeking a return to 4 
glory. 


Columbia won a game. Two, in fact. 

Off the field, the NCAA’s ever-expansive 
dark cloud of probation grew larger. South- 
ern Methodist was handed the first-ever Death 
Sentence, making the Mustangs a gridiron 
Ted Bundy. The worst, one hopes, is over. 

Okay, let’s start at the beginning. Who’s 
No. 1? To start at the beginning, you have to 
go back to the end — of 1988. Notre Dame 
won the '88 title with a perfect season that fea- 
tured wins over Miami, USC and West Vir- 
ginia, teams that were a combined 32-1 in 
their other 33 games. Some Irish fans who 
clutch their rosary beads too tight may say it 
was a miracle, but it wasn’t. Holtz just added 
the three things to Notre Dame football Faust 
didn’t — discipline, speed and organization.

Sixteen of 22 starters on 
last year’s team were underclassmen and are 
back for 1989. They include the quarterback, 
Tony Rice, four offensive linemen and defen- 
sive stars Chris Zorich and Michael Stone- 
breaker. So that’s why Holtz is smiling. 

The disclaimer to any overzealousness is 
the Irish schedule, which sees the team playing 
seven of 12 games away from home and forced 
to face the likes of Michigan, USC, Penn 
State and Miami — all but the Trojans on the 
road. 

There are plenty of others seeking the top 
spot but content now to let the Irish fall. Even 
with two key personnel losses (Jimmy John- 
son and quarterback Steve Walsh), Miami 
will be tough, thanks to an easy schedule. 
State rival Florida State will also be strong. 
And Michigan, USC and Nebraska are heavy 
favorites to win their conferences. 

Last year, the season began with Super 
September. Is there a super month ahead this 
season? No, not as in 88. But without the con- 
centration of games in one period, the big 
games come almost on a weekly basis. The 
season begins with three unique contests — 
the Kickoff Classic on Aug. 31, a first-time 
match between Notre Dame and Virginia; the 
Glasnost Bowl in Moscow between USC and 
Illinois on Sept. 2; and a little game in Hous- 
ton with Rice that is SMU’s return to football 
after a two-year hiatus, courtesy of the NCAA. 

Sept. 9 features Clemson at Florida State, 
Sept. 16 Notre Dame at Michigan, and Sept. 
23 a unique L.A. doubleheader, with USC 
playing host to Ohio State at the L.A. Coli- 
seum and UCLA rolling the red carpet out to 
Michigan at the Rose Bowl. The month closes 
with intersectionals like Miami-Michigan State 
and Penn State-Texas on the 30th. 
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October, with matches like Penn State- 
Syracuse (14th), USC-Notre Dame (21st), 
Auburn-Florida State (21st) and Miami- 
Florida State (28th), will set the platter 
fora November which could decide con- 
ference races in the Big Eight (Nebre 
ka-Colorado, Nov. 4), Big Ten (Ohio 
State-Michigan, Noy. 25), Pac-10 
(UCLA-USC, 18th) and Southeast 
(Auburn-Georgia, 18th). And the 
month concludes with the game al- 
ready proclaimed as the Game of 


the Year — Notre Dame at Miami 
(25th).

could have easily made a case for Heisman 89 
to be a race between Oklahoma State’s defend- 
ing champ, Barry Sanders, Miami’s Walsh, 
Washington State quarterback Timm Rosen- 
bach, Florida State tailback Sammie Smith 
and Georgia tailback Tim Worley. But they 
all high-tailed their way into the NFL a year 
early. All but Sanders were fourth-year jun- 
iors who were eligible for the draft. Sanders 
invoked the Oklahoma State-NCAA proba- 
tion escape clause. 

Those growing misty for familiar faces 
should be reminded that Penn State’s Blair 
Thomas is back after missing 88 with an injury. 
Thanks to the exits of the others, he becomes 
an instant Heisman candidate. If you can’t be 
confident of a winner ina year featuring Troy 
Aikman, Rodney Peete and Sammie Smith, 
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how can you pick a winner in ‘89? It may be a 

year in which the winner emerges from no- 

where, a la Sanders. 

On the surface, the leading candidates are 

all middle-of-the-pack shots, West Vir- 

ginia’s Major Harris enters the season the 
nation’s top quarterback by yards, and 

Thomas is quite capable of passing In- 

diana’s Anthony Thompson and Flor- 

ida’s Emmitt Smith. Or maybe a young 

star like Colorado’s Erie Bieniemy 

will pop from the pack. If Deion 

Sanders were around, you could make 

a case for a defensive player winning. 

But there are no Deion-like defensive 

players around in °89. The best defensive 

player, Notre Dame’s Michael Stonebreaker, 

may be hampered by offseason injuries 
suffered in a car accident. 

What about the other awards? Stonebreaker 
seems a likely favorite for the Lombardi 
Trophy, which goes to the outstanding line~ 
man of the year and has featured winning 
linebackers two of the last three years, That 
would also make him a cinch for the Butkus 
Award, which goes to the nation’s top line- 
backer. His closest competition for the But- 
kus would likely come from Michigan State 
middle backer Percy Snow. 

The Lombardi field is the largest and in- 
cludes the likes of Nebraska center Jake Young 
and four excellent defensive tackles — USC's 
Tim Ryan, Washington’s Dennis Brown, Okla- 
homa’s Scott Evans and Michigan State’s 
Travis Davis. Those five are also the top 
threats for the Outland Trophy, which goes 
to the top interior lineman (no linebackers 
here), 

Harris would seem a heavy favorite for the 
Davey O'Brien Trophy, which goes to the top 
quarterback, and USC’s Mark Carrier an 
equally solid choice for the Thorpe Award, 
which goes to the top defensive back.

Named to replace these men when the mov- 
ing vans pulled up were David Lee at UTEP, 
Fred Goldsmith at Rice and Mike Price at 
Washington State, Other new coaches are Bill 
Snyder at Kansas State (Stan Parrish, re- 
signed), R.C, Slocum at Texas A&M (Jackie 
Sherrill, resigned under fire), Al Luginbill at

What's the most depressing thing about the 
°89 season? The fact that five teams, an all- 
time high, will be on probation, Houston and 
Texas A&M are still under wraps in the South- 
west, though the Aggies are eligible for the 
Cotton Bowl. The Big Eight was devastated 
by probation slammed on Oklahoma and Okla- 
homa State — the state has defected from the 
union — which reduces the race to Nebraska 
ys. Colorado. Cincinnati is the fifth team on 
probation, and Memphis State may make it 
six before long. 

Two new rule changes are notable. One, the 
kicking tee used for placements has been jetti- 
soned. This will make the game more stand- 
ardized vis-a-vis the pros, and probably stop 
the proliferation of monster field goals. Two, 
the one-year experiment of allowing teams to 
score points off a missed conversion has been 
dumped. There were no scores in this fashion 
on the I-A level last year, 

The catch-phrase for 89? Prop, 42. That’s 
the controversial amendment to Prop. 48 voted 
in at the January NCAA convention, which 
will deny scholarship aid to freshmen failing 
to post a minimum score on the SAT (700) or 
ACT (15) test. It caused a brouhaha last win- 
ter during the basketball season and will do so 
again during football as a reconsideration of 
the proposal nears. Look for proponents to 
condemn the proliferation of Prop. 48 candi- 
dates among the prep signings of 89. Look for 
‘opponents to speak highly of the success rate 
of past Prop. 48 casualties.

Their craft may have 
changed, but the 
nation’s top coaches 
haven't. An exclusive 
look at the best — and 
worst — of America’s 
Division | coaches. 


The interviewer who dares to ask a college 
football coach what determines success in his 
chosen field will hear “good players” before 
pen hits parchment. It is a little more compli- 
cated than that, of course. Even the finest silk 
may be poorly sewn. 

Another popular reply is “hard work,” also 


known as “want-to.” The late Bear Bryant, 
during his reign over Alabama football, once 
called his rival at Auburn, Shug Jordan, at his 
office at 7 a.m. When the secretary said no- 


sin, Bryant hooted, “What's the mat- 
, don't you people take football 


But coaches, like Supreme Court justices 
and carnival magicians, don't believe it proper 
to bare their souls in public. A secret spoken is 
a secret lost. Even worse, an inanity spoken 
reveals the speaker has no secrets. Coaches 
venture beyond the safe comment. They 
speak ill of their own — there but for the 
grace of the striped shirt go I — and they don't 
dissect their profession. 

According to Bum Phillips, who worked 
for Bryant at Texas A&M, the longtime Flor- 
ida A&M Coach Jake Gaither once described 
Bryant as a man who could take his’n and 
beat your’n, or take your’n and beat his'n, 
That will do as a description of what a good 
coach does, but not of how he does it. 

Bereft of the coaches’ help, Don Heinrich's 
College Football has polled a national board 
of writers, asking them to rate the head coaches 
in five categories: game preparation, game 
strategy, adaptability, staff and recruiting. 
The answers are likely to surprise you as much 
as they did us, and perhaps shine a light hid- 
den under a bushel upon which the networks 
haven't bothered to focus. 

The poll produced an overall tie — like col- 
lege football itself, we have no sudden death 
— between two men — Michigan’s Bo Schem- 
bechler and Notre Dame’s Lou Holtz — who 
have proven themselves for many years, albeit 
in different ways. Schembechler, who leads all 
active coaches in victories with 224, coached 
for six years at Miami (Ohio) before settling in 
at Michigan, where he will begin his 2Ist sea~ 
son in September. Holtz just finished his third 
season at Notre Dame, his fifth stop in a 19- 
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year career. If Schembechler is the bedrock of 
the Big Ten Conference, Holtz didn’t stick 
around long enough to keep his bed warm. 

Holtz has won 141 games. Most important, 
Holtz won the last 12 in succession, which 
gave him the one item missing on Schem- 
bechler’s resume: a national championship. 
The first victory in Holtz’s dozen came over 
Schembechler, 19-17 at Notre Dame Stadium 
last September. In their three meetings since 
Holtz arrived in South Bend, two have been 
decided in the final minute. In 1986, also 
at Notre Dame, the favored Wolverines held 
off an upset bid, 24-23, in Holtz’s first game 
with the Irish. In 1987, Notre Dame walloped 
Michigan 26-7. Last year, Notre Dame 5-5 
sophomore Reggie Ho kicked a field goal to 
win the game in the final seconds. 

“It’s like watching somebody roll the dice,” 
Holtz said of his success at Notre Dame. “He's 
onalucky roll and everybody thinks he does it 
all the time.” 

Finishing tied for third behind Holtz and 

Schembechler were Bobby Bowden of Flor- 
ida State and Terry Donahue of UCLA, two 
men who have combined the ability to win 
with the knack for coming up just short of a 
national championship. In the last two years, 
cach has had an excellent chance at being No. 
1, only to be blindsided. 

Bowden, 59, third among active coaches 
in victories with 185, has had his greatest suc- 
cess and biggest heartbreak in the last two sea- 
sons, finishing 22-2 with both losses to down- 
state rival Miami. Donahue, 45, took his alma 
mater to No. | for two weeks in 1988 before 
finishing 10-2. The Bruins ended the season 
with the most dominant defensive performance 
in Cotton Bowl history, limiting 
Arkansas to only 42 yards of total 
offense in a 17-3 victo! 

Fifth in the poll was Nebraska’s Tom Os- 
borne, who has the second-highest winning 
percentage among active coaches (157-36-2, 
.810). As would befit the taciturn Osborne, he 
is alone in fifth. Tied for sixth are the man 
ahead of Osborne in winning percentage, Barry 
Switzer of Qklahoma (157-29-4, .837), and 
BYU's LaVell Edwards, who owns the West- 
ern Athletic Conference. 

The well-known Larry Smith of Southern 
California and lesser-known Dick Sheridan 
of North Carolina State ranked eighth and 
ninth, and four coaches tied for 10th: two 
young ones, Pat Dye of Auburn and Pat Jones 
of Oklahoma State, and two old ones, Joe 
Paterno of Penn State and Paul Roach of 
Wyoming. 

The most interesting aspect of the poll is 
that Holtz didn’t rank first in any of the five 
categories rated by our panelists, and Bo tied 
for the one category he was atop. However, 
each man finished second in three of the five,

an indication that a healthy dose of each of 
these qualities are shared by the best. 

GAME STRATEGY: Coaches were assessed 
on how well they prepared their game plan 
and how they responded during the course of 
the game. The results: 1. Bowden; 2. (tie) Holtz 
and Sheridan. 

Memorial Stadium in Clemson, S.C. isn’t 
called Death Valley because it resembles the 
desert. Nearly 80,000 fans pack Frank How- 
ard Field, and anyone not wearing orange is 
viewed with suspicion. Last September, with 
1:39 to play, Florida State and Clemson were 
tied at 21. The Seminoles had the ball at their 
own 21-yard-line, fourth-and-4. The punting 
unit came onto the field. Bowden has earned 
the reputation of a trickster through his years 
at Florida State. He showed against Clemson 
he knows how to play off of that reputation. 


Michigan's Bo Schembechler topped the field in preparation and tied for the top overall. 


The Seminoles had used a fake punt the 
previous week against Southern Mississippi 
which rolled to the right. Against Clemson, 
everybody took off to the right except for 
blocking back LeRoy Butler. Deep back Dayne 
Williams took the snap and handed the ball 
upward to Butler, who waited for the pursuit 
to follow his teammates to the right. Butler 
then sped down the left sideline for 78 yards 
before All-American Donnell Woolford chased 
him down at the Tiger I-yard-line. Florida 
State kicked a field goal and won the game. 

The execution of the play was flawless. But 
having the guts and the confidence to run 
it from 79 yards away in the final two min- 
utes — failure meant a gift field goal to Clem- 
son and a loss — was the mark of strategic 
brilliance. 

The element of surprise has worked equally 
well for Holtz. On his first offensive play in 
the November one-versus-two showdown at 
USC, from his own 2-yard-line, Holtz called a 
flag pattern. The question before the game 
had been whether Notre Dame would be able 
to run against the Trojan defensive front. The 
55-yard completion from quarterback Tony 
Rice to split end Rocket Ismail let the Trojans 
know they could be had. 

“(Mark) Carrier, the (USC) safety, closed 
so rapidly, you just feel you want to go deep to 
send him a message,” Holtz said. “We didn't 
want to play an I1-man defensive line, We 
don’t want people to cheat on us. If they play 
fair, the safety plays safety. You don’t want 
the safety to play linebacker. Even if it hadn't 


been complete, we would have sent a mes- 
sage.” The Irish went on to win 27-10. 
ADAPTABILITY: Coaches were judged on 
how well they respond to changes — in a 
game, in their program, and in college foot- 
ball in general. Results: 1. Jones: 2. (tie) Holtz, 
Dennis Erickson (Miami), Dick Crum (Kent 
State) and Jim Young (Army). 

With his gold-rimmed glasses and balding 
pate, Jones could don asuit, rent an office and 
do a mean CPA. Jones doesn't look like a 
football coach, and seems to have escaped the 
spotlight which enveloped his close friend 
Jimmy Johnson. But Jones, in the five sea- 
sons since he replaced Johnson as coach of the 
Cowboys, has gone 44-15 (,746) and produced 
a Heisman Trophy winner in tailback Barry 
Sanders. 

More impressive is how he has done it, 
When Jones took over for Johnson, the Cow- 
boys used defensive players such as Dexter 
Manley and Leslie O'Neal to climb into the 
Top 20. Last year, they were the most prolific 
offensive-team in the country, scoring 47.5 
points per game. It indicates that Jones can 
mold what he has into whatever he needs. 

“We've done a good job of playing to our 
strengths,” Jones said. “You'd like to be good 
in all phases, but it doesn’t always work out 
that way. I'd like to think we've done a good 
job with our personnel.” 

Holtz’s adaptability has been proven in his 
prowess as a quick-fix artist. He is a master at 
finding the right spot for the right athlete. All- 
America tackle Andy Heck moved from tight 


end. Frank Stams was a fullback when he first 
came to Notre Dame and an All-America de-» 
fensive end last year. Nose guard Chris Zorich 
made All-America as asophomore after com- 
ing to Notre Dame as a linebacker. 

“The most underestimated thing,” Holtz 
said, “is putting people in the right role and 
getting them to be content with it. The most 
important thing is for them to understand the 
overall team good and subjugate their own 
welfare for the overall welfare of the team.” 

Jones’s truest test of adaptability will come 
over the next three seasons of NCAA proba- 
tion. If he can win under those conditions, he 
can win anywhere at anytime. Erickson’s abil- 
ity to adapt — based on the diversity of his 
offenses — likewise will be tested this fall, 
when he takes over a Hurricane team that has 
lost two games in three seasons. If it sounds 
easy, consider Johnson lost five games at Mi- 
ami in 1984 with a team that had won the 
national title the year before. 

Itis also interesting to see Young get recog- 
nition. A coach with a limited recruiting pool 
took one look at the atmosphere at West 
Point and went out and learned the wishbone. 
Army went 9-3 last season, including victories 
over Rutgers and four other Division I-A 
teams, before a 29-28 John Hancock Sun Bowl 
loss to Alabama. His experience as a coach 
prior to that was in larger programs (as an 
aide to Bo, at Arizona and Purdue) which 
were more pass- and finesse-oriented. 
STAFF: Coaches were appraised on the qual- 
ity of the men they hire, how well they keep a 
staff together, for the sake of continuity, and 
whether they are used to their advantage. Re- 
sults: 1. Osborne; 2. (tie) Donahue, Schem- 
bechler, Smith and Switzer. 

Six members of the Cornhusker coaching 
staff have been working for Osborne for at 
least 10 years. Two worked for Osborne in 
1973, his first season in Lincoln; one of those, 
linebackers coach John Melton, came to Ne- 
braska from Wyoming with Bob Devaney in 
1962. Osborne’s staff is the closest thing to 
achieving tenure among assistants today. 

Two interesting notes on the four coaches 
who tied for second. Donahue and Switzer 
have lost important members of their staffs in 
the last nine months. UCLA lost offensive 
coordinator Steve Axman and defensive co- 
coordinator Tom Hayes. Switzer lost recruit- 
ing coordinator Scott Hill, fired at the behest 
of university interim president David Swank 
in the spring after the Sooners were placed on 
NCAA probation last December. 

As for the other two, Smith’s strong staff 
started out as a seedling from Schembechler. 
Smith began his collegiate coaching career as 
an assistant to Schembechler at Miami and 
went with him to Michigan. Schembechler 
must have impressive standards — nine of his

Awell-known college coach laughed when he 
was told he had been selected one of the top 
coaches in the nation. "I didn't know that many 
sportswriters could spell myname,” he said with a 
sharp elbow, 

Besides being a good zinger on the nation's 
sporting press, it brought up an interesting point: 


There are going to be some people — coaches, 
fans and even some other sportswriters and sports- 
casters —who will consider the source of the poll 
and either yawn or yell. it doesn't matter how many 
writers participated, or that they were unbiased, or 
that there was a great amount of unanimity to their 
voting. They're sportswriters, and that's enough of 
a disclaimer for some. 

Forthat reason, Don Heinrich's College Football 
asked 10 Division I-A coaches, among the best- 
known in the nation and scattered from coast to 
coast, to name the five coaches they consider the 
nation’s best, Like the writers, the coaches were 
granted anonymity, allowing them to speak freely 
about their selections. 

For the most part, the results of the “peer poll" 
matched those of the writers’ poll. The top three 
coaches as selected by their brethren were Flor- 
ida State's Bobby Bowden, Michigan's Bo Schem- 
bechler and Nebraska's Tom Osborne, who were 
ranked, respectively, third, first and fifth by the writ- 
ers, The other two coaches tabbed in the writers’ 
balloting, Notre Dame's Lou Holtz (tied for first) 
and UCLA's Terry Donahue (tied for third), did not 
make the coach's top seven, but did receive votes. 
Only one coach made a notable showing among 
his peers but failed to make the writers’ Top 15, 
Washington's Don James. 

Bowden received 7’ votes from the 10 coaches, 
‘edging Schembechler and Osborne, who each 
earned Si. Penn State's Joe Paterno followed 
with 472, Aubum’s Pat Dye, James and Oklahoma's 
Barry Switzer each received 3% votes. Eleven 
other coaches received at least one vote. 

there's a contrasting trend among the two poll 
results, it's age. The writers rewarded a handful of 
young, relatively new coaches in their Top 20, i 
cluding North Carolina State's Dick Sheridan, 
Wyoming's Paul Roach (okay, he’s 60, but he's in 
just his third year as a head coach), Oklahoma 
State's Pat Jones, Miami's Dennis Erickson and 
LSU's Mike Archer. 

Of that quintet, only Erickson received a vote 
among the coaches. They instead nominated 
veterans like James, Paterno, Virginia's George 
Welsh, Boston College's Jack Bicknell and lowa’s 
Hayden Fry. 

“The coaches | named might be in the older 
group of coaches,” said one coach from the 
South, “but what that says is they've been 
around and are proven. Their style is lasting.” 

“What | look for ina coach,” said one coach, 

“ig someone who can handle himself as a 
coach, who treats his kids very well and with 
respect, and has a good graduation rate.” In 
the eyes of this coach, Paterno, James, 
Osborne, Bowden and Brigham Young's 
LaVell Edwards meet those requirements. 

“A good coach is not necessarily a 
coach who wins a lot,” said a coach from 
the Midwest. “I have a lot of respect for a 
coach who can build a program from the

ground up, who isn't afraid of a challenge.” 

“Ive always said that today's good coach is 
doing what all other coaches will be doing next 
year, said a coach from the West. They're a 
page ahead of the opposition.” 

In virtually every case, the coaches contacted 
said it was difficult to limit their list to five (one 
coach refused and named 10). Some sample opin- 
ions on the top seven coaches: 

Bowden; The Florida State coach was hailed 


for three reasons, One, he took a floundering pro- 
gram and built a national power. Two, he's kept it 
at the top amid the changing nature of the game. 
Three, he's done this all with great personal integ- 
tity. "He didn't have a whole [ot to start with when 
he first came to Florida State, not like his main 
competition, Florida,” said a coach from the West. 
“That's responding to the challenge of the job. 

Schembechler: "He's a consistent man anda 
man of great discipline aid one coach. “His 
players are molded in his image, and because of 
that he can motivate his players to play high-in- 
tensity football for long periods of time,” 

Osborne: His integrity is respected as much 
as his on-field coaching ability. For pure coaching 
ability, he was close to the perfect persona of a 
major college star. “His teams are always pre- 
pared,” said one colleague. "He is versed on both 
offense and defense. And he gets kids from all 
across the country, and coaches with good teach- 
ing skills, to come and stay ina city no one would 
call urban." 

Paterno: Consistency, consistency, consis- 
tency, He received 4% votes and his consistency 
was hailed each time. One supporter said, "Joe 
has been at the top of his profession so long that 
we sort of forget what a good job he does. He's 
put together the classic model for a college pro- 
gram, from his coaching to the fan suppor in his 
community.” 

Dye, James and Switzer tied for fifth. Dye was 
recognized for his tremendous recruiting skills, 
James for his organizational ability and Switzer for 
his leadership skills and ability to relate to his 
players, 

The two coaches who impressed the writers 
more than their colleagues were Holtz and Dona- 
hue. Each is respected, but each has a liability in 
the eyes of some, 

“Lou has done as fine a job of coaching as any- 
body,” said a coach from the West. “But the only 
question is, what can he do year after year in the 
same program? He always moves around and 
he's never been any place long enough to show 
he can sustain his success.” Holtz worked at Wil- 
liam & Mary, North Carolina State, Arkansas and 
Minnesota before landing at Notre Dame, not in- 
cluding a brief stint with the NFL's New York Jets. 

Donahue? “He's put together a great program 
at UCLA," said a Midwest coach, “but he’s never 
played a physical brand of football and | thir 
that separates him from a lot of other coache: 
What separates this poll from the other? Not

Trophy winner, and a cadre of wide receivers 
that included Michael Irvin. Rather than at- 
tempt to rush Testaverde, Paterno decided to 
depend upon his cornerbacks to play a stiff 
bump-and-run defense. He and defensive co- 
ordinator Jerry Sandusky concocted an ar 
of zone defenses which took away Miami's 
deep routes. Testaverde never solved them. 
He threw five interceptions that night, includ- 
ing one right to linebacker Pete Giftopoulos 
in the Penn State end zone with nine seconds 
to play in the game. 

“We wanted to keep the pressure on him 
without blitzing him,” Paterno said after the 


game. Added his cornerback, Duffy Cobbs, 
“Once we started knocking off his receivers, 
Vinny got out of whack.” 

Holtz said this about Schembechler: “Bo 
does a great job in getting players on the same 
page. Coaching is nothing more than teach- 
ing.” Last February at the NCAA College 
Football Preview, Schembechler was asked 
what made Holtz a good coach. “He gets 
good players,” Schembechler said.

Lou Holtz of Notre Dame is the best college 
football coach in America; Mike Knoll ofNew Mex- 
ico State is the worst — at least according to 
a comprehensive poll of grid writers across 
the nation, conducted by Don Heinrich’s College 
Football. 

The intent of the poll was to be as complete and 
as far-reaching as possible, to take into account 
every possible aspect of a coach's performance. 
Problemis, where does coaching begin, and where 
does it end? if a coach bends a rule along the 
merry (and lucrative) path to a 9-2 record, does it 
mean he's a bad coach? Does it mean he has no 
integrity? And ifa coach trashes the NCAA quide- 
book, does that reflect poorly on his sideline 
abilities? 

Cn the flip-side, if a coach is pleasant and ac- 
commodates the alums of his school, does that 
make him a good coach, or just a nice guy? Sup- 
pose he stifs the media. What does that say about 
the man as a football coach? 

The five categories included in the accompany- 
ing poll results — game preparation, game strat- 
egy, adaptability, staff and recruiting — were pure 
football categories that applied to most everyone 
evenly. Two other categories — press/public rela- 
tions and integrity — were included in the question- 
naire sent to the sportswriters, but the results 
weren't so clear-cut, The first asked writers to 
judge the coach's effectiveness in dealing with his 

constituents at his school, 
and the media. The second 
judged NCAA standards.

State Fullerton’s Gene Murphy (all at 9.0). Six oth- 
ers were at 85 — Baylor's Grant Teaff, North 
Carolina's Mack Brown, Syracuse's Dick MacPher- 
son, New Mexico's Mike Sheppard, BYU's LaVell 
Edwards and Oklahoma State's Pat Jones. 

Bowden, one of the top five coaches in America, 
according to the poll, is known for his harmonious 
treatment of everyone he meets, be it some rookie 
beat writer, a 75-year-old Seminole alum or a 12- 
year-old fan with a dirty t-shirt. Bowden once got 
on the sideline phone and dished up quotes to 
deadline-strapped reporters in the press box — 
during a game. 

Walden is a rarity, too. A straight shooter who 
has time for everyone, he's regarded as a totally 
honest and direct individual, and he occasionally 
angers alums for that reason. if they aren't show- 
ing support, he says so. lf their expectations are 
too high (or low), he says so. Walden never shadow 
dances, and he's highly respected (by the media) 
for it. 

Faust is a classic example of the good-guy 
coach. He’sa tireless hand-shaker and greeter of 
alums and friends, and wears a smile through 
‘g00d times and bad. The media has always found 
himavailable and accommodating. But this genial 
quality hasn't helped him much on the field; he's 
46-17 in three years with the Zips. 

‘Atthe bottom end of this category were Wash- 
ington’s Don James and Virginia's George Welsh 
(both 4.0), just below Penn State's Joe Paterno, 
lowa's Hayden Fry and Louisville's Howard Schnel- 
lenberger (all 45). Patemo and Welsh are both 
considered a bit stand-offish in their dealings with 
the people surrounding the program. The low totals 
for the respected James and Fry stem from inci- 
dents last season. 

The James saga involved a late-season hand 
injury to quarterback Cary Conklin. The writers in 
attendance at practice that day saw ithappen. But 
James has a standing policy — no one is techni- 
cally injured until the team doctor has made an 
examination. 

James, who feels injury reports are only worth- 
while to gamblers, made it clear tothe writers that 
he did not want to see the Conklin situation in the 
newspaper the next day, and said right then that 
anyone writing it would be banned from practice 
for the rest of the season. Two of the three writers 
on hand wrote the story and were banned. 

Fry had a similar problem. Never one pleased 
about providing injury reports in the first place — 


citing gambling concerns as well as information 
for opponents — he suffered through an injury- 
plagued '88 campaign and one week refused to 
provide any report at all. He said ifa player showed 
up fora game, he'd play, otherwise, he was injured, 
studying or “gone fishin.” 

The integrity category asked writers to deter- 
mine whether they thought a coach stuck to the 
NCAA rule book or ran creative crossing-patterns 
tobeatitlt'sno secret some coaches cheat. Some 
ask boosters to provide benefits, a few cajole 
academicians to admit inferior students, others 
close their eyes to steroid use and many are lax 
disciplinarians. 

The voting in this category ran the gamut. Atthe 
top end, coaches like Michigan's Bo Schembech- 
ler, Air Force's Fisher DeBerry and Arkansas’ Ken 
Hatfield were saluted with 9.5 ratings, followed at 
9.0 by Vanderbilt's Watson Brown, Temple'sJerry 
Berndt and Faust, and at 8.5 by 11 others, includ- 
ing Paterno, Boston College's Jack Bicknell, In- 
diana’s Bill Mallory, North Carolina State's Dick 
Sheridan, UCLA's Terry Donahue and Northwest- 
em’'s Francis Peay. 

‘Schembechler has become the moral voice of 
college football and provides one of the best ex- 
amples of a coach who wins within the rules. Hat- 
field is a spiritual leader who was not afraid to 
suspend two of his best players days before his 
team’s first Cotton Bowl appearance in more than 
a decade. DeBerry, a Hatfield disciple, has been 
mentioned as a candidate for a half-dozen jobs 
the last two years, in part because of his integrity. 

At the bottom of the integrity well was Barry 
Switzer 2.5). His Oklahoma Sooners were hit with 
NCAA probation late last season, and that was fol- 
lowed up by a host of off-the-field problems, most 
notably quarterback Charles Thompson's arrest 
for allegedly selling cocaine. Discipline has never 
been considered a Switzer strength; his own mor- 
als and reputed lack of discipline were put on trial 
a few years ago, when he was investigated for 
a suspicious oil deal and publicly indicted for 
womanizing. 

Pat Jones of Oklahoma State — a school long 
considered a haven for NCAA rule-breaking — 
scored 3.0, The four-year penalty handed the Cow- 
boys early this year was the largest ever that didn't 
feature the Death Penalty. Some of the indiscre- 
tions were traced back as far as the early '70s. 
Jones has been head coach for five years and 
was an assistant before that. He says he runs a 
clean program, and this low vote total likely re- 
flected guilt by association more than any serious 
rule-breaking by Jones. 

Danny Ford of Clemson rated a 3.5. His pro- 
gram stands out as a football factory in a confer- 
ence filled with sterling academic institutions. His 
isone of the few ACC programs that has accepted 
Prop. 48 students, suspended players for drug 
abuse, and sagged in graduation rates of football 
players. 

‘Auburn's Pat Dye was a little better at 4.0. He's 
the poster boy for Prop. 48 students. His wide- 
spread recruitment ofthem directly led tothe entire 
Prop. 42 controversy, and his opponents say his 
support for the litle guy shields a very basic desire 
to win at all costs. He claims he's sincere. 
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Now and then, a fine spirit can evoke the very essence of [ 
the land that produced it.

Holtz’ travels have taken him across the 
country.

A lot of writers have torn pages out of their 
metaphor guide looking for the proper way to 
describe Lou Holtz. They've seen him smile 
beneficently and compared him to actor Barry 
Fitzgerald of Going My Way fame. They've 
heard about the way he’s tortured his quar- 
terbacks and drop-kicked chairs across locker- 
rooms, and they've called him a Marquis de 
Sade disguised as the Scarecrow in The Wiz- 
ard of Oz. More times than not, they've looked 
at his scrawny 5-10, 150-pound body, straw 
hair and thin face and said he’s more akin toa 
college professor than a college football coach. 

Holtz gladly will accept the latter com- 
parison. 

“Coaching is nothing more than teaching 
— game plan, lesson plan— and being able to 
motivate,” said Holtz. “The biggest mistake I 
could make is to think that coaching is any 
different than teaching. If there is a difference, 
it’s that acoach probably has to be more of an 
administrator than a teacher. But you can’t be 
a good coach unless you can teach.” 

Inthe wake of the Gerry Faust years, Holtz 
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had to rebuild the country’s most visible pro- 
gram. It took him less than three years. After 
a5-6 record in 86, his team went 8-4 in 87 and 
attended the Mobil Cotton Bowl. Last year, 
the Irish swept to a 12-0 record and the national 
title. He’s done all this with equal parts candor 
and comedy. After a loss, he once opened his 
Arkansas coach’s show with, “Welcome to 
The Lou Holtz Show. Unfortunately, I'm Lou 
Holtz.” 

“I don't ever,” said Holtz, “take myself real 
serious.”

Bo Schembechler was born on April I, but 
he’s no fool, April or otherwise. 


Ask his players. From the moment they 
first meet him, they realize he’s a man who 
prides himself on his consistency and disci- 
pline. The man who walks into their homes 


and talks about the Michigan way, the team 
concept and the commitment to discipline is 
not selling anything but the truth. 

Ask the parents of his players. They're 
often won over before the kid, by the image 
of the consummate “father” — stern, well- 
defined, courteous, respectful, disciplined, lov- 
ing, family-oriented, very much his own man. 

Ask his assistant coaches. Bo has spawned 
more head coaches than anyone else in the 
game and breeds loyalty. Army's Jim Young, 
Navy’s Elliott Uzelac, USC's Larry Smith, 
Ball State’s Paul Schudel, West Virginia's Don 
Nehlen and Colorado’s Bill McCartney are all 
Bo disciples. Gary Moeller (Illinois) and Tom 
Reed (North Carolina State) are former head 
coaches who returned home. Current aides 
Tirrel Burton (since 70) and Jerry Hanlon 
(since °69) have been with him for years. 

Ask his colleagues. Even when aggravated 
by the intensity which drives him to win, they 
have come to respect the man for the purity 
of his coaching effort. Meeting Michigan 


means meeting a team that’s been prepared 
fastidiously. 

If there has been a change in Schembechler, 
it’s that he’s mellowed considerably from his 
days of hat-tossing and earphone-smashing 
on the sidelines and angry exchanges with the 
press. “I’m the same guy now,” Bo said. “I'm 
just in better control now. I handle things bet- 
ter. [don’t worry as much as I used to and the 
teams can often handle themselves. People 
are surprised to find I'm a nice guy, but I've 
been like this all the time. I like sportswrite1 
really I do. I like ‘em as much as I like referees 

Schembechler may be proudest of an off- 
the-field achievement — breaking the Big Ten’s 
old rule that allowed just one conference team 
a postseason bowl bid. His 1973 squad went 
10-0-1, but sat home when Ohio State (the tie) 
got the Rose Bowl bid. Bo was so incensed 
that he railed endlessly from one end of the 
conference to the other. (One can understand 
why he's had two heart bypass operations.)

‘And if you ask Donahue today, he'll admit 
he was not prepared for the job way back 
then: “When I first became head coach, I 
thought I'd win every game. From the out- 
side, it appeared easier to me than it was. But 
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there’s no manual. You go from assistant coach 
to head coach and they say, ‘Here, solve these 
problems.” 

Donahue solved the problems, and in a big 
way. In Los Angeles, the °80s have essentially 
belonged to UCLA. He matured as a coach 
and as a person. He became more deci 


head coach, taking total control while 
ing superb organizational skills. He switched 
his offense from the wishbone to a balanced 
passing attack that won games and appealed 
to cynical L.A, fans. He began recruiting na- 
tionally, going head-to-head with giants like 


and he won a significant share of the battles. 
More importantly, to those fans of a decade 
ago, he won. His won-loss record this decade 
5, a percentage of .71. He has five 
USC, or as many as UCLA had 
decades combined.

Four coaches speak out on 
steroids, the bowl system,

QUESTION Is Proposition 48 a viable way 
toenact academic responsibility for student- 
athletes? 


TOM OSBORNE—Nebraska 

“think i's served a useful purpose in that it has 
caused the high school athlete to be better pre- 
pared for college. Im certainly in total agreement 
with the core-course requirement, and the 2.0 in 
the 11 core classes, because if a player has done 
this, he has a reasonable academic background 
to go to college. | still have reservations, though, 
about the ACT and SAT tests because they corre- 
late with college grades much more poorly than 
do high school grades, and there are definitely 
some cultural biases in the tests, And there are 
some students who simply do not take these tests 
very well, To decide their whole athletic future on 
the basis of an ACT or SAT score, without any 
other recourse, seems to me a little inflexible.” 


PAT DYE—Auburn 

“The rule itself has a tremendous amount of 
merit. | don't believe there's anybody out there 
who has a better understanding of the academic 
problems we face than those of us who recruit in 
the Southeast. 'm sure there are academic prob- 
lems everywhere, but not to the degree we have 
here. Prop. 48 identifies there is a problem aca- 
demically. Taking the athlete out of football for a 
year isa sign to him that academics are important 
and that there is something out there besides 
athletics. | think this is a valuable lesson that | 
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haven't heard anybody talk about much as far as 
the athlete is concerned. itcan help a player make 
tremendous progress. Here (at Auburn) we haven't 
lost a Prop. 48 kid who has come in and the major- 
ity of them certainly have a legitimate chance to 
graduate. Ifthere is one negative thing, i's that los- 
inga year definitely sets them back. 'd like to give 
them five years to graduate. The rule was written 
this way to discourage people from signing these 
kids.” 


JIM WALDEN—lowa State 

“No, There's a better way. USA Today killed us 
(coaches) last year when we tried to get a combi- 
nation of Prop, 48 and 42 passed (a retum toa slid- 
ing scale, i.e., a 2.4 GPA needs a 600 on the SAT), 
but twas presented poorly, and it seemed like the 
coaches were trying to pass a fast one. What we 
don't have here is room for the overachiever. For 
example, we signed a kid from Ames, from one of 
the top high schools in the country, who had a 3.4 
GPA —but just a 15 on the ACT. He's just not a 
good test taker. We need something for that kind 
of kid,” 


TERRY DONAHUE—UCLA 

“think it's a viable way to enact solid academic 
standards. It gives you a floor that athletes have to 
meet in order to compete. A minimum GPA in core 
courses along with a minimum test score on a 
standardized test is a great indicator of the stu- 
dent-athlete's academic level, and | firmly believe 
if an athlete is not at the required level, then he 
shouldn't go to college. I'd like to become a pilot, 


but if!'m not qualified, then | shouldn't be allowed 
to fly. Ifthe SAT and ACT are discriminatory, then 
we need to come up with a standardized writing, 
reading and vocabulary test that would give us an 
indication if he's at a 12th grade level, ifhe’s taken 
college prep classes and has the knowledge tobe 
successful.” 


QUESTION How big of a problem is ster- 
oid use, and are colleges doing enough to 
stop it? 


OSBORNE 

“imagine there is still some abuse. Ithink teams 
that go to bow! games regularly are probably less 
aptto be offenders in steroid use because they get 
tested a couple of times at bowl-game time, And | 
think all teams, in order to avoid embarrassment 
atthe bow game, do a lot of random testing before 
that time, and also after. Therefore, | would as- 
sume the abuse of steroids is much less now than 
it was six to 10 years ago. | personally believe, at 
least here at Nebraska, that is at a very low level, 
probably lower than at many high schools. | would 
like to see all universities involved in a fairly ex- 
tensive random drug-testing program, including 
steroids, even though it’s fairly expensive.” 


DYE 

“We've had three kids who | know have used 
steroids since we've been at Auburn. Two of them 
we detected and one, the kid just told me. It was 
before we started testing and before we knew 
much about it.|don'tthink i's a problem at Auburn, 
and how big a problem it is across the country, | 
really don't know. And I'm not really knowledge- 
able enough about steroids to really be an author- 
ity on it. But we are constantly aware of steroids 
and the problems they can cause if you do take 
them.” 


WALDEN 

“They'e a big problem, and the problem lies 
with coaches telling kids they aren't big enough. 
As soon as we stop stereotyping young people 
that they have to weigh 292 to play, then the prob- 
lemwill diminish, The kid will believe he can make 


gregarious sort who thinks it’s rude to ignore a 
stranger walking down thestreet. He’s a bit of 
a kid at heart and can be found sitting in his 
office with his bare puppies hanging out from 
underneath his desk. 

“You're not going to find anyone (who dis- 
likes him),” said assistant Jim Gladden. “He 
just disarms with kindness everyone he meets.” 

Bowden disarms opponents with his rive 
boat gambler style of coaching. He hates tie 
games and has had just three in his entire 
career. His decision to go for two against 
Miami in 1987 was depicted as a failed gamble 
that possibly cost the Seminoles a national 
title, But to those who know him, it was just 
Bobby being Bobby.

As subtext to the polls conducted by 
Don Heinrich’s College Football, writers and 
coaches were asked which one program they 
would use as the model for starting a college 
football team from scratch. Most of the votes 
were for the program installed by Tom Os- 
borne — not Nebraska's program, mind you, 
but Tom Osborne's. In the relatively unattrac~ 
tive environment of Lincoln, Neb., Osborne 
has molded a powerhouse. 

Facilities? Nebraska’s are second to none in 
depth and quality. Recruiting? Osborne can 
go into any major city — like Los Angeles, 
Miami and Dallas — and bring back skill 
players. Walk-ons? No one has used this often 
neglected resource like Osborne. Support? You 
have a better chance of finding face-value 
front row seats to Phantom of the Opera than 
a decent ticket to a Nebraska home game. 
Success? As long as you don't ask about na- 
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tional championships, Nebraska has the most 
successful program in the country. 

“We haven't won a national title, but in 
terms of consistency and victories, we're as 
good as anybody. We haven't been a yo-yo 
team, going 6-5 one year and 10-1 the next,” 
said Osborne. 

Part of that consistency can be traced to a 
veteran staff. John Melton is in his 28th year 
at Nebraska, George Darlington in his 17th, 
Charlie McBride and Milt Tenopir in their 
13th, Frank Solich in his 11th. It isn’t just 
blind allegiance; Osborne has made the assis- 
tants feel as comfortable as any in the nation. 

When Osborne received a $115,000 bonus 
from alums in 1981, he split it equally among, 
his assistants and took the same share as every- 
one else. When he signs his shoe contract, a 
portion of it goes to his aides. When they 
work with him at his camp, they get an opera- 
tional cut. 

“Icompare him to Tom Landry,”said former 
center Dave Rimington of Osborne. “He's 
very smart and intelligent. He’s calm, collected 
and he knows what he’s doing. He knows the 
game inside and out. A lot of coaches are like 
kings; you put them up there, but they really 
don't do much.” 


itwithout steroids when coaches accept them (at) 
245, Every panel | hear about or serve on wants to 
solve the problem with money. When you talk drug 
testing, you're not just talking football. We're talk- 
ing 500 students, not 100. The best way to solve it 
is to stop promoting it. Stop telling kids how big 
and strong they've got to be.” 


DONAHUE 

“I think i's prevalent and one of the biggest 
problems in college football. 's one of the biggest 
forms, ifnot the biggest, of cheating in today’s col- 
lege world. | don't think enough is being done to 
rectify the situation. Many college coaches tum 
their backs on the situation. They don't neces- 
sarily recommend or dispense steroids, but they 
see kids make unusual gains in weight and strength 
and take a non-active role. There's no question to 
me that more teams in the last ten years have 
gained a competitive advantage by using steroids 
than by illegal recruiting. In our conference, the top 
lineman the last few years has come out and said 
he's used steroids, or been detected. The evi- 
dence is there. With the proper testing and screen- 
ing, it could be cleaned up, but testing at the 
conclusion of the season is not the best, or only, 
time to test.” 


QUESTION Does college football need a 
Postseason playoff, or is the bowl system 
adequate? 


OSBORNE 

“Ideally, you'd like to have a playoff, but the 
seasons already too long, and | don't see any way 
that you could have an adequate system without 
eliminating the bowl games, or at least drastically 
altering the bowl system. At the present time, the 
bowls are such an integral part of college football 
that | don't think we could do away with them.” 


DYE 

“Yd like to see a four-team playoff after the bowl 
games are played. Pick the top four in the nation 
and play three games, We may not pick the right 
four teams, but we certainly could come up with 
the best team in the nation after the bow! games. 


The New Year's Day bowl games would take on 
tremendously more importance. tt might take a lit- 
tle ofthe fun out of t for the coaches and playersto 
go from a bow! to a playoff, but it would certainly 
Create a lot more interest in the bowl games around 
the country. It would be a tremendous source of 
revenue for the NCAA, college athletics, for non- 
revenue sports and assistant coaches.” 


WALDEN 

“| don't think we need to do anything but play 
football in the spirit of honest play. it's not neces- 
‘sary for someone to decide who's number one. 
Basketball does it because it has nothing else to 
do. They already play every Thursday and Satur- 
day, and when the season's over, the kids go 
home to the gyms and play rat ball. Three days 
after the NCAA final game, no one will care or dis- 
cuss the national championship except the team 
that wins it. We don't need to know who's number 
‘one. Need means it's something you can't dowith- 
Out. Football coaches don't need it; it's just another 
pressure to get me fired. And in basketball, they 
even fire uys who make it (to the tournament.” 


DONAHUE 

"I don't think college football needs a playoft 
system. It might be good in terms of stimulating 
revenue and interest, and the NCAA Tournament 
has done that for basketball. But | don't think foot- 
ball needs to play for the national championship. 
The bowi system allows 36 teams to participate 
and 18 of them go home feeling successful. it 
allows them to end the season on an upbeat, posi- 
tive note. In a playoff system, only one team is 
happy. We see the loser of the Super Bowl every 
year perceived as having failed. They got there 
but didn't win. And if we had every team shooting 
for number one, we'd see an increased emphasis, 
if possible, on winning. And there will be certain 
teams, because of heir academic standards, that 
would be at a tremendous disadvantage. if we 
truly want a national champ, then let's hire the 
same admissions director for every college.” 


QUESTION Do you agree with NCAA en- 
forcement procedures which use student- 


athletes against schools involved in their 
recruitment (a la Hart Lee Dykes)? 


OSBORNE 

"1 believe that the only way the NCAA can get 
enough results in its enforcement procedures is 
certainly to use the testimony of students who 
have been recruited. Otherwise, it would be almost 
impossible to come up with enough evidence to 
determine violations. t's unfortunate when a player 
has taken some kind of payoff and then is granted 
immunity to testify against other schools. However, 
this seems to be a necessary cost of doing busi- 
ness, whether it be inthe NCAA or the civil courts.” 


DYE 

“| don't know about giving immunity...that may 
be the best way to stop colleges from cheating, but 
the NCAA would know more about that. | don't 
know the problems they have in assembling infor- 
mation as far as cheating is concemed.” 


WALDEN 

“You can'tlet players copa plea. You can'tsay, 
‘We know you cheated,’ and then let the kid play. 
means the kid isn't accountable for his actions. | 
don't like taking statements of an 18-year-old kid 
as gospel anyway. They don't know what goes on 
inthe real worid.'d hate to know the rest of my pro- 
fessional life depended on the testimony of an 18- 
year-old. Ive been around long enough to know 
you can put words in the mouth of one.” 


DONAHUE 

“| look at the use of student-athletes against a 
university as | would the issue of plea bargaining 
in the criminal justice system. I'm opposed to 
it, and don't like the idea of someone having his 
punishment or sentence reduced because they 
provide evidence. Yet | think sometimes it's the 
only way possible to get to the bottom of a vio- 
lation. There are circumstances where it is prob- 
ably the only method to get the truth. t's just 
regrettable the athlete can go unpunished while 
the university and coaches suffer. The athlete 
needs to be accountable.”

If Division I-A were a football player, it 
would be a nose guard returning a kickoff. 

Time and Warner agreed to an $18 billion 
merger in a matter of months, but the NCAA 
needs two years to study realignment of the 
divisions. The idea of “federation” — big 
schools making decisions about big schools; 
smaller schools making decisions about smaller 
schools — has smashed against the rocks of 
intransigence for several years. Even with 
understated campaigning by NCAA Execu- 
tive Director Dick Schultz, realignment won't 
be considered until 1991. 

Actually, football has it pretty easy. In Divi- 
sion I basketball, 294 teams are chasing the 
millions doled out by CBS Sports for the 
Final Four. The major football schools in 
1978 managed to erect a partition behind 
which 106 of them may frolic unhindered by 
the Sienas or South Alabamas. This is called 
Division I-A. 

Even within I-A, however, there exists a 
caste system. It is the difference between Penn 
State and Temple, between Louisiana State 
and Southwestern Louisiana. The margin may 
be tradition. It may be geography. It may be 
an accident of history — for instance, the 
entire state of Nebraska cheers for and invests 
all its resources in the Cornhuskers. On Ne- 
braska’s southern border, Kansas is starved 
for good football, yet its meager resources 
must be divided between the University of 
Kansas and Kansas State. 

Whatever the reason, the case for further 
Division I-A realignment can be made on a 
number of levels. Take marketplace efficiency. 
Is there a reason why UCLA, a state institu- 
tion in the second-biggest city in the country, 
iscompeting in the same conference with Wash- 
ington State, hidden 10 minutes away from 
Idaho? 

Look at university philosophy. Should North- 
western, a private institution with an Ivy 
League attitude, compete with a monolith such 
as Ohio State? 

How about financial prudence? Is there any 
sense in Akron, Cincinnati, Rutgers and North- 
ern Illinois, all with mini-stadiums in the 30,000 
region, competing in the same class as mega- 
seat, mega-buck Michigan, Miami and USC? 

So we've created a New World for college 
football, unveiled here for the first time. Get 
your pencils and pads ready; those of you 
watching at home will want to keep score.

those named after minor-league cities (Akron, 
Louisville, Tulsa, Memphis State). Louisiana 
Tech, new to I-A play this year, gets a wave 
goodbye before it has a chance to say hello. 

Schools in major-league cities, which have 
suffered in the past for reasons which have 
varied from poor attendance to awful play, 
are on probation until they prove themselves. 
Pitt and Georgia Tech are in. Cincinnati and 
Temple? We're watching you, even if the fans 
aren't. 

Army and Navy get their discharge papers. 
Some schools have recruiting scandals; the 
academies call them “procurement scandals.” 
They knew they were in trouble when NCAA 
investigators found $700 toilet seats in the 
football training facilities. 


TRADITION FOR 
TRADITION’S SAKE 


Ignore traditional rivalries. After all, the 
traditional “rivals” certainly do. 

‘Any time the idea of reforming Division - 
Ais brought up, all sorts of hand-wringing is 
done in defense of tradition. Let’s face it, the 
minute any university thinks it can make more 
money by flying across the country to play 
than it can by playing a team a bus trip away, 
it will do so. History be damned. 

Penn State has played Syracuse annually 
for decades. But when Nittany Lion Athletic 
Director Jim Tarman put the muscle on Orange- 
men AD Jake Crouthamel last autumn to 
change their home-and-home deal for one in 
which Penn State would play host to six out 
of every 10 games, Crouthamel balked. So 
Tarman picked up the phone and struck a 
multi-year deal with Southern California. It’s 
a natural for the networks — both coasts will 
tune in. Syracuse’s resurgence on the field, 
blamed by Orange skeptics for the pullout, is 


relevant only in that Penn State decided if it’s 
going to get beat, it will do so while getting 
paid handsomely by CBS or ABC. 

Florida, faced with having to play an addi- 
tional Southeastern Conference game, stopped 
scheduling Miami annually. Georgia did the 
same thing with South Carolina and Clem- 
son. This allowed the Gators to keep alive 
their storied rivalries with the likes of Indiana 
State and Montana State. Ditto the Bulldogs 
versus William & Mary. 

There’s one important distinction to be 
made: Independents can dump or be dumped 
precisely because they are independent. Con- 
ference members don't cotton to this behavior 
between themselves. It’s not neighborly, and 
no one has waved enough money at them to 
change. Nevertheless, there are some things 
which need fixing. 


HELLO TO 
THE USC AND SAT 


Disband the Atlantic Coast Conference. Not 
that Clemson has been Snow White — far 
from her — but the rest of the league is doing a 
mean riff on the Seven Dwarfs. Clemson put 
the word “coast” in the ACC. Trade the Tigers 
to the SEC, where they belong, for Kentucky. 
Combine the Wildcats, North Carolina, North 
Carolina State and Maryland with South Caro- 
lina and Virginia Tech into a group known as 
the Upper South Conference. The name may 
sound clumsy, but its initials are the stuff of 
football legend. 

That leaves Virginia, Duke, Wake Forest 
and Georgia Tech, four excellent academic 
institutions. These schools, as do Northwest- 
ern, Rice, Vanderbilt and Tulane, lie in the 
hammock we'll call the three-to-eight syn- 
drome. They win three games and play com- 
petitively. The alumni are happy. If they win 
eight games, the alumni are ecstatic and the 
academics don’t feel compromised. 

These schools rarely break out of the three- 
to-eight at either end. They adhere to NCAA 
rules. Their players are true student-athletes; 
henceforth, the league will be known as the 
Student-Athlete Teams (SAT). 

Rice and SMU don’ fit the three-to-eight 
syndrome. Rice is lucky to win three games. 
But they need a break, so let’s move them out 
of the Southwest and into a more conducive 
group. SMU? Any mention of three-to-eight 
around SMU causes its attorneys to ask for 
leniency, or maybe probation. But, they may 
fill out the membership at a later date. 


ELSEWHERE AROUND 
THE MAP 


About the Southwest Conference: Bring in 
UTEP and send out Arkansas. Everybody 
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will be happy. Texans like to think of them- 
selves as independent. This gives them the 
opportunity — only Texas schools in the SWC.

The year is 2020. A man and his young son 

are walking through the Smithsonian. Over in 
the corner, just past the brontosaurus, is a 
glass case. In the case is an overweight man 
wearing a loud tie and a bright pastel sports 
jacket.

“Son, that’s a college bowl 
scout. Boy, did he die hard.” 

The date may be debatable but the scenario 
isinevitable, Bowl games, and their representa- 
tives who shamelessly litter the college football 
landscape each fall, are anendangered species 
soon to be extinct. The fun part is, they are 
bringing about their own destruction through 
sheer greed and arrogance. What's even more

amazing is that the bowls know they are kill- 
ing themselves, and are too selfish and short- 
sighted to do anything about it 

There were seven — that’s right — seven. 
games played last Jan, 2, the day which in the 
past was reserved for the so-called “major” 
bowls. Asa result, many of the bowls, includ-

ing the Rose and the Cotton, drew the worst 
ratings in their history. Even the national cham- 
pionship Sunkist Fiesta Bowl, pitting Notre 
Dame and West Virginia, drew only a 17 share. 
By comparison, two previous national cham- 
pionship games, the 1988 Orange Bowl and the 
1987 Fiesta Bowl, drew 20.8 and 25.8, respec- 
tively. These may just seem like a bunch of 
numbers now, but they will come home to 
roost in a big way when several of these bowls 
renew their TV contracts in the 1990s. 

“It looks like the New Year's Day bowls are 
now killing each other off,” said Jim Broc! 
executive director of the Mobil Cotton Bowl. 

“Something is going to have to be done.” 

“Some argue that more is better, but I just 

don’t buy that,” said Steve Hatchell of the 


Orange Bowl. “We as bowls had better start 
working together instead of against each 
other.” 

The Ayatollah will attend a Salman Rush- 
die book-signing party before the bowls quit 
stabbing each other in the back. That’s why 
they are going to die, and for those who really 
love college football, the sooner the better. 
For now, they are being artificially propped 
up by college coaches and administrators out 
of some misguided sense of loyalty, They have 
outlived their usefulness to the point where 
they are doing more harm than good to the 
college game. You want examples? Well, pil- 
grim, you just made our dai 

THE GLUT, PART I: Prior to 1968, 
the bowl system was simple and workable, 
There were nine bowls that rewarded 18 qual- 
ity teams. The four majors — Cotton, Sugar, 
Rose, Orange — were played on New Year's 
Day. And God was in His heaven. By 1988 the 
number of bowls had doubled to 18 and all 
hell had broken loose as all a team needed to 
get a bid was I] guys with a pulse. 

And get this: The NCAA has approved two 
more, the Cactus and the Crab (we kid you 
not) for 1989, The Crab Bowl? Can't wait to 
see the championship trophy. That makes 20 
bowls requiring 40 teams. Section 2-2 (p) of 
the NCAA bowl bylaws says: “A contest shall 
be certified only if it serves the purpose of 
providing a national contest between desery- 
ing winning teams.” Only 45 Division I-A 
teams had winning records last season and 
nine of those were 6-5. You figure it out. 

THE GLUT, PART Il: New Year's 
Day once took on religious significance to col- 
lege football fans, Now, thanks to the greed of 
the bowls and the TV networks, the sensory 
overload is enough to send one screaming into 
the shopping malls for relief. The Fiesta, 
coaxed by NBC, broke the once-sacred New 
Year’s Day barrier by putting this Johnny- 
come-lately bowl (created in 1971) on New 
Year’s Day, 1982, When that barrier fell, oth- 
ers showed no shame in jumping right in. 
ABC gave us the Florida Citrus on Jan. 1, 1987. 
When the Rose Bowl jumped to ABC last sea- 
son, NBCslid the Fiesta into its 5 p.m. EST slot

and gave us the tradition-rich Hall of Fame 
Bowl, which was all of three years old. As a 
result, all the bowls are hurting for viewers 
who need three TVs and a couple of VCRs to 
take it all in. 

But don't look for anything to change. “Sure 
it’s a crowded day, but from our standpoint 
we do our network justice,”said Chuck Rohe, 
executive director of the Citrus Bowl. “It’s a 
tough business and we're just trying to do 
what’s best for our bowl.” 

LET’S MAKE A DEAL, PART I: 
What's best for the bowl, however, is not 
always best for college football. Since 1984, 
when the Big Ten and Pac-10 broke away 
from the rest of the CFA to cut their own tele- 
vision deal, forces everywhere have been work- 


ing on a reunion. 

But last year ABC showed how television 
now calls the shots in college football when it 
lured the Rose Bowl away from NBC for the 
ridiculous sum of $100 million for the next 
nine years. The Big Ten and Pac-10, whose 
champions go to the Rose, jumped at it. There 
was, however, a catch. Since ABC also owned 
the regular season package for the two con- 
ferences, there could be no reunion. And not 
only that, since the Rose Bowl would be going 
against the Fiesta, no Big Ten or Pac-10 team 
could venture into that bowl, no matter how 
deserving, 

LET’S MAKE A DEAL, PART Il: 
With 40 bowl slots and a limited number of 
quality teams, the wheeling and dealing behind 
the scenes for teams has become absurd and, 
in some cases, dishonest. 

Pittsburgh Athletic Director Ed Bozik 
thought his team was going to the Gator Bowl 
at best and the Independence at worst on the 
Sunday before pick'em day last November. 
Turned out the Gator was juggling several 
teams and picked Michigan State for its Big 
Ten (read: TV ratings) ties, The Independence 
picked UTEP, and Pitt was shut out. “At best 
I was misled,” said Bozik. “At worst, people 
were less than honest. | would not name bowls. 
They know who they are.” 

Bowls no longer invite the best available 
teams but make their decisions based on po- 
tential TV ratings and the number of tickets a 
team will sell. That's how a 7-3-1 Duke team, 
with one of the nation’s most explosive of- 
fenses, was left home while five Big Ten teams, 
including 6-4-1 Illinois, got bids because they 
could guarantee ratings. 

Illinois, by the way, played a 6-5 Florida 
team whose wins included two over I-AA 
teams Montana State and Indiana State, which 
had a combined record of 8-14. In Division I- 
A competition, Florida beat one team with a 
winning record and went bowling while Duke, 
because of its small fan support and sparse 
population, was snubbed, “Florida dropped 
Miami (from its schedule) and picked up Mon- 
tana State and because of that they went 6-5,” 
said Steve Spurrier, the Duke coach and Flor- 


ida graduate. 

Some schools, hungry for the bowl expo- 
sure, have begun to play the game themselves. 
The Independence Bow! was all ready to take 
10-2 Texas-E] Paso to meet Southern Missis- 
sippilast November until Wake Forest Coach 
Bill Dooley called in some markers and got 
the Independence people to waver. Wake 
Forest promised to buy at least 10,000 tickets, 
even though it knew it couldn't sell them all, if 
the Independence would invite the Deacons. 
A deal was cut that if Wake Forest, 6-4 at the 
time, could beat I-AA Appalachian State, it 
would get the bid. 

UTEP Coach Bob Stull was informed of 
the deal midweek and was livid. “We were 
led to believe all along that we were the lead- 


ing candidate,” said Stull, who has since be- 
come Missouri’s head coach, “Obyiously they 
had a change of heart.” As it turned out, the 
deal backfired as Wake Forest was tied by 
‘Appalachian State. Red-faced, the Independ- 
ence went back to UTEP and Stull accepted 
graciously. 

Then there's the case of the Pac-10, which 
boasted two teams in the Top 10 (USC and 
UCLA) and the best non-conference record in 
the land. But by the time the conference got 
done beating itself up in league play, only 
Washington State earned a bid beyond the 
L.A. pair, though 7-4 Arizona and 6-5 Wash- 
ington were far superior to some teams which 
bowled. Ape 


Despite all of the above sins the bowl sys- 
tem has perpetrated on college football, the 
one most unforgivable is the fact that it clings 
to life and delays another inevitability: a play- 
off to determine the national championship. 

Sure, we've heard the argument that the 
bowls have paid untold millions ($50 million- 
plus last season) to the colleges during their 
existence, but those millions are a mere pit- 
tance to what a playoff could bring. 

College athletic departments are continu- 
ing to feel the money crunch and don’t have 
the willpower to cut their spending. Thus they 
look for more sources of revenue. With the 
ultra-successful NCAA basketball tournament 
at its zenith in terms of revenue ($74 million 
annually), only one source remains. “I've had 
people tell me that the money generated by a 
college football playoff would make the bas- 
ketball tournament pale in comparison,” said 
Homer Rice, athletic director at Georgia Tech. 
“It’s inevitable. The only question is, what role 
the bowls will play.” 

There have been numerous suggestions that 
would allow a playoff to be held within the 
framework of the bowls. Some favora national 
championship game on the Saturday or Sun- 
day before the Super Bowl. Former Georgia 
coach Vince Dooley has called for a one-game 
playoff after the bowls to decide the national 
championship. In all cases, the bowls have 
resisted because, like petulant children, no 
one wants to be second best. They all want 
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the elusive national championship and, in that 
mindless pursuit, are destroying the entire 
system. 

“They say they don't want a playoff but 
they are fixing to do it to themselves,” said 
Deloss Dodds, the Texas athletic director. 
“They've diluted the television market and 
must now go to corporate sponsorships. Down 
the road they are going to dilute that and will 
have nowhere to turn.” 

“The bowls say they don’t want a playoff, 
but when they fight to match up No. | and 
No. 2 they are creating a de facto playoff 
situation,” said Len DeLuca, CBS’ college 
football director. “Whoever gets the game 
wins, but it makes the rest of the bowls losers.”

WR—Tony Moss, 5/8, 172, Sr., LSU 

A high school running back, Moss leaves his 
‘opponents twisting in the wind with his “spin” 
move, a 360-degree turn that makes him the 
most dangerous open field receiver in the na- 
tion. Last season, he spun his way for 55 
catches worth 957 yards and six touchdowns. 
“It’s not even close,” says his quarterback, 
Tom Hodson. “I haven't seen anybody break 
runs like he has.” The technique was learned 
with time and tradition. “I'd watch the old 
pros — Gale Sayers and O.J. Simpson and 
Walter Payton — do the spin, and I've used it 
ever since,” said Moss. 


OT—Chris Port, 6-7, 280, Sr., Duke 
“Chris has a real competitive nature in him,” 
says Duke line coach Rich McGeorge, the 
former Packer tight end. So competitive, in 
fact, that he committed to Penn State then 
changed his mind so he could compete right 
away at Duke, where he’s started 32 of his 33 
games in three years. Last year, Port teamed 
with his linemates to allow under 1/4 sacks per 
game, notable because the Devils averaged 45 
pass attempts a game. 

OT—Bob Kula, 6-4, 275, Sr., Michigan 
State 

Maybe the most underrated lineman of the 88 
season. When the NCAA hit teammate Tony 
Mandarich with a three-game suspension to 
start the season, Kula’s coaches asked him to 
move over to Mandarich’s tackle spot. Play- 
ing with a severely pulled hamstring, Kula 
nonetheless won the praise and admiration of 
his teammates and coaches for his efforts. For 
°89, he’s the only returning starter and may be 
asked to move around again for the good of 
the team. 

C—Jake Young, 6-5, 260, Sr., Nebraska 
Jake’s first visit to Nebraska was prophetic. 
He got detached from his hostess and found 
himself lost and alone in the weight room. 
He’s now recognized as one of the most avid 
lifters on the team and so intense in practice 
that Coach Tom Osborne has asked him to 
slow down and save his energy for the games. 
Line coach Milt Tenopir has said Young's the 
finest technical center he’s ever had, notable 
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since he’s the ninth Cornhusker center to re- 
ceive All-America acclaim. 


OG—Pat Crowley, 6-3, 280, Sr., North 
Carolina 

Asa pure freshman, Crowley led the team in 
practice fights. “I was fighting to get noticed,” 
he said, and it worked. Crowley has started all 
34 games for the Tar Heels in his career, was 
ACC Offensive Player of the Week twice in 
1987, and earned postseason acclaim last year 
despite the Tar Heels’ 1-10 record. 


OG—Tim Grunhard, 6-3, 297, Sr., Notre 
Dame 

Lou Holtz loves Tim Grunhard, even if the 
guard did throw a fit one day last season when 
Holtz said he wasn’t fit to play against Miami 
because of injuries, Holtz respected Grunhard’s 
intensity and wound up using him during the 
game. “He’s a throwback to a day when hel- 
mets could be folded up and stuck in your 
back packet. He’d love football even more if 
he didn’t have a facemask,” said Holtz. Grun- 
hard played most of the year despite being 
bothered by shin splints, a sore knee and back 
strain. “I’m not sure if he can play without a 
limp,” said Holtz. 


TE—Charles Arbuckle, 6-2, 233, 
Sr., UCLA 

Houston-born Arbuckle is part of 
UCLA's Texas pipeline and figures 
to be a big part of the offense this sea~ 
son if he can stay healthy. In the past 
two seasons, he’s played in just 14 
games, but has managed to catch 
38 passes and improve his 
blocking in the process. 
UCLA's last three starting 
tight ends all made it in the 
pros, but the Bruin coaches 
are direct in saying Ar- 
buckle’s talents are superior, 
WR—Clarkston Hines, 
6-1, 170, Sr., Duke 
Hines was prepped for Duke's 
academic demands by 
hisparents, who moved 
from Chapel Hill to 
Jacksonville so he 
could attend a pri- 

vate high school. He 
then had his pick of 
colleges, including Flor- 
ida State and Notre Dame. 
But Florida State didn’t 
measure up academically and Notre Dame 
wanted to make him a defensive back. 
Last year, Hines became the first Duke 
All-American in 12 years, catching 68 
passes worth 1,067 yards and 10 touch- 
downs. He also became the first ACC re- 
ceiver ever to post two 1,000-yard receiving 
seasons, and he’s already tied the league’s 
career record for TD catches with 21. 
QB—Major Harris, 6-1, 207, Jr., West 
Virginia 

The Pittsburgh native led the Mountaineers 
to their first unbeaten regular season in 88, 
rushing for 599 yards and six scores and pass 
ing for 1,749 and 13 TDs, completing 57 per- 
cent of his passes. His passing efficiency rating 
was higher than that of national leader Timm 
Rosenbach, but Harris was five attempts short 
of the minimum needed to qualify. His suc- 
cess at quarterback may have surprised coaches 
at Pitt, Penn State and Ohio State, who all 
recruited Major as a defensive back. But in 
high school, Harris showed his arm strength 
by throwing a football from the 50 out of the 
end zone — from his knees. 


RB—Anthony Thompson, 6-0, 205, Sr., Pp 
Indiana 

A.T. has improved with each season, earning 

806 yards as a freshman, 1,014 as a sopho- 

more, and 1,546 and 24 touchdowns last sea- 

son. The Big Ten’s 88 MVP is also a classic 

role model. “He’s the most humble person I've i 
ever met,” said his coach, Bill Mallory. “He 
gives credit to the people around him, never 

losing sight of what’s making him go.” He’s a 
determined runner, plowing over people rather 
than skirting around them. 


RB—Emmitt Smith, 5-10, 202, Jr., 
Florida 

He’s not particularly fast, big or strong, yet 
Emmitt’s still the most feared running back 
in the college game. He ran for 1,341 yards 
in °87 as a true freshman and came back 
last year for 988 in nine games, topping the 
100-yard mark seven times. Considering 
the knee injury he had and the Gators’ 
lack of a passing game, 88 might have 
been a more impressive campaign than 
°87. He already holds 22 school records 
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and his balance has drawn comparisons to 
Herschel Walker's, “You see a lot of guys with 
speed, but they can’t do the things Emmitt 
can,” said Larry Kirksey, Florida’s running 
back coach. “That's because they aren't natu- 
rals, Emmitt’s a natural. He knows how to hit 
the sweet spot and rarely misses a hole, He 
doesn't bother with breakdance, juke moves. 
He just waggles a shoulder and wiggles a hip, 
and once he’s gone nobody catches him.” 


DEFENSE 


DT—Dennis Brown, 6-4, 295, Sr., Wash- 
ington 

‘The hulking Husky is admittedly one of col- 
lege football’s great eaters. “I love to eat,” he 
says. “You ought to see me eat, I'ma dominat- 
ing eater, I should have a credit card to Mc- 
Donald's. I even love dorm food.” But he 
shucked off a coat of extra weight last season 
and had a great second half (10 tackles for 
losses) and is now poised to step into the lime- 
light a la other great Husky defensive linemen, 
like Doug Martin, Ron Holmes and Reggie 
Rogers — all NFL first-rounders. Extraordi- 
narily quick for his size, Brown may be the 
best of the bunch. 


NG—Odell Haggins, 6-2, 255, Sr., Flor- 
ida State 

Odell himself will tell you that he’s the best 
linebacker to ever play nose. That's not being 
cocky, just honest. He’s always wanted to play 
linebacker, but Bobby Bowden saw him as a 
pure nose guard and, with help from Odell’s 
mom, Barbara, has convinced him that that’s 
his spot. “Mom said, ‘It’s better to be a team 
player than an individual player,’ and she was 
right,” said Odell. “Sometimes you have to 
eat your pride. Linebacker is in my heart, 
but now I want to be the most dominating de- 
fensive player on the field.” Last year, Hag- 
gins had 68 tackles, 11 sacks, eight tackles 
for losses and caused three fumbles despite 
being hampered by hamstring, ankle and knee 
injuries. 

DT—Tim Ryan, 6-5, 250, Sr., USC 

By the time he was five, Ryan was already on 
asteady conditioning program under the tute- 
lage of his dad. He'd run two miles a day 
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before school and then come home for physi- 
cal conditioning — situps, pushups, weight 
training — while in training as a boxer. Tim 
won five straight Junior Olympic crowns be- 
fore he gave up the sport at the age of 13. Box- 
ing’s loss is football's gain. Ryan, a four-year 
starter for the Trojans, had 102 tackles last 
year, 13 of them for losses, and this year has 
his sights set on being the second Trojan to 
win the Outland Award. (Ron Yary was the 
first, in 1967.) 


‘OLB—Aaron Wallace, 6-4, 230, Sr., 
Texas A&M 

There’s a nickname around every corner for 
Wallace. When he and John Roper teamed 
as bookend OLBs for the Aggies, they were 
known as the “Blitz Brothers” because of their 
penchant for sacks and tackles behind the 
line, One of Aaron’s coaches calls him the 
“Quiet Avenger” because he talks so little 
but hits so hard. How about the “Sackman 
Cometh” for 1989? In his three seasons, Wal- 
lace has had 31'4 sacks and 19 other tackles 
behind the line, In 88, he had 144 sacks, 10 
tackles for losses, and 14 other “pressures,” in 
addition to four fumble recoveries, 


ILB—Percy Snow, 6-3, 230, Sr., Michi- 
gan State 

Snow was reared on football, grow- 

ing up just 10 minutes away 

from the Pro Football Hall 
of Famein Canton, Ohio. 
He quickly created goals 
for himself, coinciding 
with his regular visits. 
“L.used to go there three 

or four times a year,” 

he said. “I'd look in 
there and say, ‘One 
day, I'll come here and 
see my jersey.’” A But- 
kus finalist the last two 
seasons, he wants to win 
it as a senior after racking 
up 277 tackles the last two 
years combined. “He's a 
savage out there,” said 
MSU defensive coordi- 
nator Norm Parker. “He's 
so strong through the back 
and hips and has such great 
explosive power.” 


ILB—Mike Stonebreaker, 
6-1, 228, Sr., Notre Dame 

This aptly named linebacker had a sensa- 
tional 88. First, he came back from a red- 
shirt year (due to academics and ear sur- 
gery) to move All-America candidate and 
team captain Ned Bolcar out of astarting 
job. Then he had 104 tackles (71 primary), 
two sacks and five broken-up passes to 
help the Irish win a national title. His dad 
says, “He’s a better than average football 
player.” But then dad is a tough critic; 
Steve Stonebreaker played linebacker for 
three NFL teams in the 60s. Mike will 
have to overcome a broken right kneecap 
and dislocated hip suffered in February 
when he drove his car into a utility pole. 


OLB—Kanavis McGhee, 6-5, 245, 

Jr., Colorado 

Teaming with Sack Brother and fellow 
Houston native Alfred Williams, McGhee 
became the star of the Buffaloes’ defense 
with his relentless outside rush. He finished 
last season with 102 tackles, 5!4 sacks and I1 


tackles for losses, “He’s impressive physically,” 


said defensive coordinator Mike Hankwitz. 
“Thaven't ever had (an OLB) this big. He was. 
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a basketball player, so he’s good all-around 
athlete, which is what you'd like at the posi- 
tion.” The bad news for Big Eight OT’s is he’s 
going to be around for two more years. 


CB—John Mangum, 5-11, 174, Sr., 
Alabama 

Football isin Mangum’s blood. His dad played 
for Southern Mississippi and the old Boston 
Patriots of the AFL and his uncle played for 
Ole Miss. Mangum was considering Southern 
Miss when then-’Bama Coach Ray Perkins 
came to see a high school teammate play and 
‘was so impressed with Mangum that he offered 
hima scholarship on the spot. The hard-work- 
ing, hard-hitting Mangum, tagged “Mangum 
P.I.” by his teammates, has won the team’s 
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springtime Headhunter award 
twice. It’s no irony that the p 
tion he plays in the ‘Bama defense is 
literally titled “hit.” 
CB—Adrian Jones, 6-0, 184, 
Sr., Missouri 
Jones has an image that says one 
thing and astyle that another, 
At the age of 17, he totaled the 
ruck one night and every- 
id he was fortunate to 


walk away without a scratch, 
Another time, he was break- 
ing up a fight in Columbia 
when someone grabbed him 
from behind, so he turned 
and punched without look- 


tually, Adrian’s kind of quit. 

He's had some things happen 
off the field that would make 
you think he was overly aggres 
sive. He's not, He’s a good kid. 
And a good back who led the Big 
Eight with six interceptions last year and is the 
mainstay of the Missouri defense. 
SS—Robert Blackmon, 5-11, 198, Sr., 
Baylor 
Opponents learned early not to pick on Black- 
mon. He was a raw sophomore in 86, but 
after a humiliating day against UNLV, he re- 
bounded to pick off five passes and earn All- 
SWC honors. Last year, opponents avoided 
him and he had just one interception, “The 
thing which jumps out at you is that he's got 
great speed and is such a destructive hitter,” 
said his coach, Grant Teaff. “By far, he’s the 
best athlete on our football field — on any- 
body’s field, probably. He can do things you 
only dream about. There's nobody better than 
Robert. I've seen all the good ones and I've 
had a lot of the good ones here.” Indeed, Bay- 
lor has turned out 14 NFL defensive backs 
under Teaff. 


FS—Mark Carrier, 6-1, 180, Jr., USC 
“Aircraft” derives a lot of his football inspira- 
tion from his parents. Mom pushed him into 
football to instill him with some toughness, 
and dad has persevered since becoming a para- 
plegic in a 1978 car accident. Carrier is a 
model through example with his heady play, 
hard work, leadership ability and modesty. 
He had 115 tackles and four interceptions in 
°87 and followed up with 103 and two last year 
as USC made a run for the national title. “He 
has such charisma and maturity about him,” 
said USC secondary coach Bobby April. “He 
was the leader in the secondary as a freshman 
before he had even played a game for us.” 
P-PK—Robbie Keen, 6-3, 215, Jr., 
California 

Keen has always liked to keep busy. He played 
quarterback and defensive back and kicked in 
high school, and also was a decathlete. He's 
the first notable two-way kicker in the game 
since Russell Erxleben, last year averaging 
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42.55 a punt without a block (IIth in the 
nation) and booting 21 of 25 field goals (third) 
and all 23 PATs. His success can be traced to 
his weight room work, which added 20 pounds 
to his frame; diligent study under Cal’s former 
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All-America punter, Scott Tabor; and pool 
workouts, in which he'd practice his kicking 
style against water resistance. Now he wants 
Coach Bruce Snyder to include a fake punt 
play.

Every football season, the media, the public 
and the teams themselves debate “Who's No. 
12” with all the seriousness of nuclear leaks 
from Three Mile Island, the confirmation of 
the Secretary of Defense and the effectiveness 
of the Star Wars project. Obviously, people 
care. We care enough to be a bit different. 

With that in mind, Don Heinrich’s College 
Football introduces its exclusive Talent Quo- 
tient (T.Q.) Rating System. T.Q. ratings area 
nuts-and-bolts assessment of each team’s re- 
turning talent for 1989. Each Division I-A 
team (except those in the Mid-American and 
Big West Conferences) has been graded in 
nine categories — receivers, offensive line, 
quarterbacks, running backs, defensive line, 
linebackers, defensive backs, kickers and coach- 
ing. Ratings in each category are based on a 
10-point scale (10 = super; 1 = unmention- 
able). Complete rankings can be found on 
the first page of each conference or regional 
preview. 

Keep in mind that the T.Q. rankings do not 
take into account a team’s schedule. In many 
ways, the T.Q. system lends itself best to col- 
lege football, where the total lack of balanced 
scheduling makes the No. | debate almost 
fruitless. No doubt, Notre Dame earned its 
title last year. But did Clemson and BYU, 
both national title winners this decade, have 
the most talented teams? Hardly. They just 
parlayed good talent and easy schedules into 
success. Miami and Penn State were worthy 
national title foes a few years ago, but most 
people would agree their path was paved with 
pastry. 

That's why our Top 20 will occasionally 
conflict with our conference projections. 
Inthe WAC, Hawaii could go 10-2 witha soft 
schedule, but ranks only fourth in T.Q. We 
project Auburn, LSU and Georgia to all fin- 
ish 9-2 in the Southeastern Conference, but 
Auburn shades LSU in the T.Q. rankings, 
and both Tigers are notably ahead of the 
Bulldogs. 

There are numerous cases where Team A 
will have a higher T.Q. than Team B, but 
Team B will be projected to have a superior 
record on the strength of a schedule featuring 
weak opponents. A traditional Top 20, taking 
scheduling into account, might start out like 
this in 89: 1, Nebraska. 2, Miami. 3, Michi- 
gan. 4, USC. 5, Notre Dame. 6, Arkansas. 7, 
Auburn. 8, Penn State. 9, LSU. 10, Oklahoma. 

It's easy to project the Cornhuskers going 
11-0 (as we do) with a schedule that’s about as 
tough as melted butter. Miami also has a well- 
spaced schedule that gives it numerous breaks 
between its big games. The ‘Canes get Notre 
Dame at home. Michigan (UCLA, Notre 
Dame) and USC (Illinois, Notre Dame) have 
tough non-conference games but are heavy 
favorites to sweep their leagues. 

The T.Q. ratings also point to some pos- 
sible longshots for ‘89. Keep an eye on three 
teams ranked in the Top 30 in talent — Vir- 
ginia, Baylor and Southern Mississippi. Vir- 
ginia is coming up to a big year and will have 
super prep Terry Kirby available. Baylor is 
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ranked fourth in the Southwest Confer- 
ence, but not far behind (in T.Q.) the 

three teams ahead of them. And South- 
ern Mississippi may have a better team 
than last year’s 10-2 squad, but their 

schedule is tougher, too. 

The Irish? Quite simply, they have 
the most talented football team in 
America. They also may play the 
toughest schedule — seven of 12 
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games on the road and tests with Michi- 
gan, USC, Miami, Pitt and Penn 
State. A perfect season would set 
Lou Holtz up for canonization, 
much less another title, Fact 
is, Notre Dame's chances for 
asecond straight title are slim 
enough, even without the sched- 
ule becoming a factor. There 
haven't been consecutive con- 
sensus (both Associated Press 
and United Press International) 
national champs since Oklahoma 
did it in 1955-56. And there have 
been just six unbeaten, untied teams 
in the decade — Georgia in 1980, 
Clemson in 1981, BYU in 1984, 
Penn State in 1986, Miami in 1987 
and Notre Dame last season. Call 
it parity or the dynamics of schedul- 
ing, but it will be surprising if a team 
runs the table in 1989. 


1. NOTRE DAME 


FIGHTING IRISH 

TQ: 72.5 

1988 Rankings: 1 AP, 1 UPI 
Talent-wise, Notre Dame can repeat because 
they have 43 lettermen and 16 starters back 
from the team which went unbeaten last year, 
smacking Miami, USC and West Virginia in 
the process. They a wonderful blend of 
speed and size, ranging from QB Tony Rice 
and all-around back Ricky Watters to OG 
Tim Grunhard and DT Chris Zorich. They 
prefer to run, but can pass. They can defend 
both on defense. So why isn’t a repeat rou- 
tine? Because TB Tony Brooks is question- 
able because of personal problems. Because 
LB Mike Stonebreaker is questionable because 
of car accident injuries. And because the 
schedule which favored the Irish a year ago 
(seven home games) works against them in 
89. A repeat would really be something to 
cheer.

covered here, nine are from the East, 

And in the East, there’s far more to 
college football than the Ivy League, where 
the emphasis is more on grade-point averages 
than 40-yard dash times. 

Fact is, the East has been the dominant 
football region of the 80s, In this decade, the 
East has earned a total of nine rankings in the 
Associated Press final Top Five, an average of 
one per year — more than the SEC (eight), the 
Big Eight (cight), the Southwest (four), the 
Pac-10 (three), or any conference, for that 
matter, While the Big Eight has split its 
eight rankings evenly among two team 
(Oklahoma and Nebraska), the East ha 
produced five different Top Five teams 
West Virginia, Syracuse, Boston College, 
Pitt (twice) and Penn State (four 
times). By the way, the other 
four I-A Independents lo- 
cated in the East are Army, 
Navy, Temple and Rutgers. 

But the East will never 
receive its due because its 
teams do not exist in the 
same well-defined world 
as, say, the Southeast or 
the Southwest, or even 
the sprawling Great 
Plains. Those regions 
have assembled their 
teams into confer- 
ences, and it says 
so in the stand- 
ingsin yourlocal 
papereachSun- 
day morningin 
the fall. 


No conference calls at South Bend, where Tony

The reason there is no Eastern con- 


ference comes down to two significant 
words: Penn State. Every year or two, 
several schools raise the possibility of 
forming a conference, and Penn State al- 
ways quashes the idea. “Those schools 


only want to form a football conference,” says 
Penn State Athletic Director Jim Tarman. 
“We have no interest in just a football confer- 
ence. If those schools want to talk about an 
all-sports conference, then Penn State might 
be interested.” 

Penn State takes the offensive in this issue. 
“In the early 1980s, when Joe Paterno was 
athletic director of Penn State, he was the 
driving force of several meetings in an attempt 
to form an all-sports conference — with foot- 
ball — among the nine Division I-A teams in 
the East,” Tarman says. “Penn State was wil- 
ling to give something in football in terms of 
revenue-sharing, and at that time we were the 
dominant team in the East. We believe, if 
those other schools had wanted to join us in 
an all-sports conference, that right now we 
would have one of the great all-sports confer- 
ences in the country.” 

Three schools opposed the deal. Syracuse, 
Boston College and Pittsburgh were already 
involved in the lucrative Big East basketball 
conference, which has grown in its sports depth 
since its creation, All appearances are that 
Penn State did not realize the potential of 
an Eastern conference until the Big East had 
proved to be an immediate success. 

As Big East profits have soared, Penn State 
has apparently given up hope of forming an 
Eastern conference, In fact, the Lions appear 
to be breaking their loose alliances with the 
East while moving toward a national sched- 
ule. A series with Syracuse has already been 
canceled because Syracuse demanded an equal 
number of home and away games. 

If Penn State must depend totally upon 
football, then it will maximize its income and 
minimize its ties to its geography, “We are 
increasingly going toward intersectional games, 
which are all TV-potentials,” Tarman says. 
“At the same time we will never have less than 
six home games in a season, and as many 
times as possible seven home games. This is 
going to make it even more difficult to move 
to an Eastern conference in the future.” 

The other schools have all but given up on 
Penn State. As recently as February, they met 
to di a conference without Penn State, 
but these talks always face the same three 
barri 


1. Army and Navy don't appear interested 
in playing major-college opponents every week. 
The academies have been softening their 
schedules with Division I-AA opponents, 
and they're interested in playing.a limited 
national schedule. So, if Army and Navy 
aren't available, then who is? Six schools 
are not enough to form a conference. 
2. Bicknell raises a logical point, “What 
kind of credibility does your conference have 
if the top team in your area isn’t in it?

FIESTA BOWL— 
INDEPENDENTLY 
WEALTHY 


When Joe Paterno was attempting to align 
the Eastern Independents into a conference 
early this decade, the Sunkist Fiesta Bowl 
agreed to invite the champion of the new 
league on an annual basis because the bow! 
so appreciated strong Eastern television 
ratings. 

“It’s fortunate that it didn’t happen,” says 
Don Meyers, team-selection chairman of 
the Fiesta Bowl in Tempe, Ariz. “As far as 
we're concerned, things have worked out for 
the best.” 

Because the Eastern Conference died be- 
fore it could get started, the Fiesta Bowl is 
headed into the 90s as the King of Bowls, 
the nouveau riche of postseason football. As 
the only major bowl not bound by a confer 
ence affiliation, the Fiesta has been free 
to match the at-large teams of its choice — 
and has struck a pair of national champion- 
ship games in the last three years. As a 
result, the Fiesta has helped silence talk of 
a college football playoff tournament that 
could change the bowl system and put all 
those garish jackets into mothballs. 

Several factors have created this wonder- 
ful marriage between the Independents and 
their Fiesta Bowl. For one, the major con- 
ferences (Southeast, Southwest, Pac-10, Big 
10, Big Eight) have lost their grip on the 
national championship. From 1950 to 1980, 
those five conferences produced 25 of the 31 
national champions as voted by the Asso- 
ciated Press. In the 80s, however, these con- 
ference powers have been beaten down by 
the 95-scholarship rule, the retirement of 
coaching legends, the power of NCAA sanc- 
tions and the increasing availability of tele- 
vision airtime for all Division I-A schools. 

Over the last eight years, the major con- 
ferences have produced only one national 
champion, Oklahoma in 1985. Independents 
have won five titles, including the last three 
distributed among Notre Dame, Miami and 
Penn State. Two of them were determined 
in the Fiesta Bowl, which figures to crown 
many more champions as long as other bowl 
games maintain their ties with conferences. 

It wasn't long ago that Joe Paterno fielded 
an 11-0 team and yet never even considered 


and it revolves around Paterno himself. What 
will happen when he retires in the mid-1990s? 
“To me, they should see if their program is 
going to be the same without Paterno,” Mac- 
Pherson says. “If it's going to be the same, 
then maybe they're making alll the right moves. 
But if you look at their budget for football, it’s 
ascary thing.” Answers Tarman: “Everything 
Joe is doing right now, every decision he 
makes, is to make sure that the program will 
succeed when he’s gone.” 

So the East will continue to live in the East. 
And Penn State will spread out, as if it were 
Notre Dame. “We're going to move out,” Tar- 
man says. “One of every 1,000 people in the 
country is a Penn State alumnus. I'm not talk- 
ing about one in every 1,000 college graduates 
— I'm talking about one in 1,000 people. 
There are Penn Staters everywhere. | feel we're

playing in the Fiesta Bowl. There was, at 
that time, no Fiesta Bowl. The bowl was 
first suggested by the Arizona State presi- 
dent in 1968, after his 8-2 football team 
failed to receive a postseason invitation. “He 
said it like, ‘Gee, maybe we should have our 


‘own bowl game,"” remembers Fiesta Bowl 
Executive Director Bruce Skinner. 

It took a group of Phoenix businessmen 
three years to gain NCAA approval for their 
bowl game. They sought help from Attor- 
ney General John Mitchell, who liked to 
stay in the hotel of Fiesta Bowl board mem- 
ber Jack Stewart. “I also knew Dick Klein- 
dienst in the Nixon White House, and I 
called him,” Meyers recalls. “Eventually, 
John Mitchell told the NCAA, ‘You give 
these guys a game, or I’m going after you on 
the antitrust laws.” 

The Fiesta Bowl has made a history out 
of maximizing opportunities. In the early 
days, Meyers says, he was not even allowed 
to scout games from the Notre Dame press 
box. “The next year I went back and Itooka 
box of Sunkist oranges to Moose Krause, 
the Notre Dame athletic director,” Meyers 
says. “That year, Moose Krause sat me be- 
tween Frank Leahy and Grantland Rice in 
the press box.” 

‘The board members decided to arrange a 
week of activities in order to entice teams. 
They agreed to appear on Christmas Day 
for four years —a disastrous decision locally, 
but one that improved the Fiesta’s TV rat- 
ings to the point that it was able to shove 


every bit as national as Notre Dame.” And if 
they're not, if the next decade proves that 
they've made a gigantic mistake, then they can 
come home. Because the other schools aren't 
going anywhere. 


NEW MEN 
ON CAMPUS 


Coach Jerry Berndt has escaped the winless 
ways of Rice and returned home to Philadel- 
phia, where he previously won Ivy League 
championships for Penn. Berndt's new job is 
to make a winner out of Temple, which is not 
such a hard job once you've coached at Rice. 

“At least here we're on the same footing as 
other schools,” Berndt says. “Sometimes at 
Rice we didn't even feel we were in the same 


and barter its way onto New Year's Day. 

Though the game had proudly increased 
its payoff to $900,000 per team by 1984, it 
was frustrated by its inability to land Boston 
College and Heisman winner Doug Flutie, 
“After that BC situation,” said Fiesta Asso- 
ciate Director John Junker, “we were bound 
and determined to become equal in terms of 
payofis.” So the game aligned itself with 
Sunkist in 1987, becoming the first corporate- 
sponsored bowl. The results came in imme- 
diately. With their payoffs increased to more 
than $2 million per team, Skinner and Mey- 
ers were able to sign No. | Miami and No. 2 
Penn State to play for the national cham- 
pionship. NBC agreed to move the game to 
Jan. 2, resulting in the highest college foot- 
ball rating ever. 

The advantages of independence were 
made clear last year. When the Fiesta Bowl 
nailed down.an agreement with No. | Notre 
Dame, it was partially because the Fighting 
Irish could play a part in deciding their oppo- 
nent. Had they instead chosen to play in the 
Orange Bowl, the Irish would have been 
faced with no option but the winner of the 
Oklahoma-Nebraska game. But the Fiesta 
Bowl allowed Notre Dame a chance to play 
either West Virginia or Florida State, both 
contenders for the national championship. 
Ifit was their goal to play the highest-ranked 
opponent, then the Fiesta Bowl satisfied the 
Irish by bringing in undefeated and second- 
ranked West Virginia. Each team earned $3 
million. 

This trend toward Independent matchups 
is expected to continue, though the Fiesta 
Bowl is not content with plumbing the In- 
dependents on an annual basis. Meyers 
has already recommended that his game 
be played two weeks after the other major 
bowls, allowing the Fiesta Bowl to serve 
as an annual national championship game; 
Meyers says the bow! would be willing to 
pay the NCAA up to $3 million for the privi- 
lege. He is also planning a possible raid of 
the Big Eight this year, amid the possibility 
that the Orange Bowl will refuse to invite 
the conference runnerup should probation- 
banned Oklahoma or Oklahoma State win 
the title. 

If nothing else, the Fiesta is considering a 
permanent move to Jan. 2 in order to win 
better ratings. To thin! ‘hen it began turn- 
ing the corner four years ago, the Fiesta 
Bowl was just 15 years old — too young for 
a driver's license. 


‘ocean. | just felt relieved when the season was 
over, and I felt relieved for the football play- 
ers, that they didn’t have to suffer anymore. 
But | also really felt we had a chance to win 
at Rice this year.” Although the Owls never 
scored fewer than 10 points, they finished

The other regional newcomer is Cincinnati's 
32-year-old Tim Murphy, who left Division I- 
AA Maine to become the second-youngest 
coach in Division I-A, trailing only David 
Rader of Tulsa. Cincinnati will field only 69 
scholarship players this season, and Murphy 
inherits an NCAA probation which limits him 
to signing 62 players over the next three years. 
“We're going to be bringing a Division I-AA 
scholarship base up against one of the tough- 
est schedules in the country,” says Murphy, 
who would not have accepted the challenge

without a five-year contract. 

Murphy may have gone overboard a bit in 
calling Cincinnati’s schedule one of the nation’s 
toughest. They do have road games at Miami 
and West Virginia, but Miami-Ohio, Akron, 
Kentucky, Morehead State and Northern Illi- 
nois don't exactly constitute Murderer’s Row. 

Murphy hopes he can learn from visits he 
took to Syracuse and Indiana, where los- 
ing programs have been turned into winners. 

“Those are situations where people are doing 
a great job of maximizing their resources and 
personnel,” Murphy says. But considering his 
circumstances, Murphy's job appeared espe- 
cially difficult. The Bearcats haven't posted a 
winning record since 1982 and are 23-42 since 
then. 


WON IF BY LAND, 
NONE IF BY SEA 


The wishbone has been all the rage at Air 
Force and Army. For those teams, the ‘bone 
has narrowed the difference between the serv- 
jlemies and their big-time competition 
ion I. Army went from a 2-9 passing 
team to a8-3-1 bowl team upon implementing 
the wishbone in 1984. 

Such has not been the case at Navy, where 
coach Elliot Uzelac put in the wishbone two 
years ago. The Midshipmen are a combined 
5-17 with their running offense, and they've 
now lost four of their last five to Army. 

“| think the teams are pretty equal,” Uzelac 
says. “I think our game last year (a 20-15 win 
for Army) proved that. It could have gone 
either way. Mentally, I think, they had an 
edge, too, because of who they'd played as 
opposed to who we'd played.” Indeed, the 
biggest difference between the programs might 
be the schedules. Army has softened its sched- 
ule to include teams like Holy Cross, Lafayette 
and Lehigh, which allows the Cadets to gear 
up for bigger opponents (including Washing- 
ton and Boston College last year). 

Navy, meanwhile, will be overmatched this 
year against teams like BYU, Pitt, Boston 
College, Notre Dame and Syracuse. The Mid- 
dies are likely to be favored against only three 
teams in 89 — The Citadel, James Madison 
and Delaware. Uzelac is forming his future 
schedules in Army's image, but in the mean- 
time he must play the slate he’s been handed. 
And he plans to throw the ball more this year. 

“Any time you take over a place that’s down, 
it takes time to put it back together,” Uzelac 
says. “I think you'll see us be more improved 
this year, and then the following year we should 
be back on schedule. But who knows? Maybe 
it will come together this year.” 


AILING IRISH 


Notre Dame learned early last winter that it 
won't be easy defending its national cham- 
pionship. The night the Fighting Irish met 
President Reagan at the White House, senior 
defensive back Bob Satterfield suffered a fatal 
seizure in a bar. Doctors blamed his death on 
a congenital heart defect. 

A month later, the school faced a public- 
relations mess after two star players were in- 
volved in traffic accidents. Linebacker Michael 
Stonebreaker, a finalist for the Butkus Award 
last year, was charged with driving under the 
influence of alcohol after suffering a posterior 
dislocation of his right hip and a broken knee- 
cap in his crash in South Bend. Doctors could 
not promise a complete recovery for Stone- 
breaker. Passenger Ursula Garzia, a junior at 
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nearby St. Mary's, suffered a ruptured bladder 
and injuries requiring plastic surgery. 

The following night, tailback Tony Brooks 
received two misdemeanor tickets for leaving 
the scene of an accident and driving with a 
suspended license. Brooks, who had already 
been suspended from spring practice follow-

ing a campus incident, left school in late 
March. He and flanker Ricky Watters were 
also suspended from last year’s game at South- 
ern Cal for repeated tardiness. 

The incidents received more attention than 
they otherwise would have, given the highly 
publicized problems at Oklahoma and Colo- 
rado. If Notre Dame's involvement proved 
anything, it was that these incidents can happen 
anywhere — and that the Irish might be facing 
a difficult time repeating as national cham- 
pions. “Everybody in life has ups and downs,” 
Coach Lou Holtz said. “The higher up you 
are, the farther down you go. When you're in 
the public eye, the exposure is great, but it 
works both ways. I'd rather lose every football 
game than have incidents that embarrass the 
university.”

here exist, on the opposite ends of Flor- 

ida, the opposite ends of college foot- 

ball. This has nothing to do with win- 

ning; both Miami and Florida State do that 
with such rapidity as to cause vertigo, 

No, this is about style, about form, about 
how a 47-year-old Reynard plied his coaching 
trade against a 60-year-old grandfather in what 
became one of America’s most visible football 
arenas, Miami has beaten FSU four years 
running, but that’s not the real story here, 

‘The story is this: Jimmy Johnson, who just 
left Miami after five sensational seasons, was 
flash and aggression and iron-coiffed, When 
the school sprung for gold rings celebrating 
that national championship season of 1987, 
Johnson had his coated with extra diamonds. 
“They bought the gold,” Johnson said, hand 
extended. “I bought the sparkle,” 

Contrast Johnson with Bobby Bowden, a 
Tallahassee fixture in his 14th FSU season, 
Bowden is small-town and pure-parson and 
mussed and sometimes just too humble, The 
notion of Saint Bobby is not a new one to the 
panhandle proud, “Just drop that halo down 
about 12 inches,” Bowden warns, “and it be- 
comes a noose.” 

From these distant corners come two of the 
hottest programs in the country. This should 
not discount the University of Florida, which 
won 25 games in three seasons at mid-decade 
before stumbling over a stiff NCAA proba- 
tion, But for now, Florida is a state with two 
capitals, 

“We're a lot different,” Bowden says of him- 
self and Johnson, “He’s been a lot more vic- 
torious than I have, for one thing. That'll be a 
big objective for us this year, | know that.” 

The Seminoles have lost only two games in 
two years, both of them, painfully, to the 
Hurricanes. Miami has won one national title 
in the same period and might have won a 
second last year if not for acurious fumble call 
against Notre Dame last October, a call that 
one of the referees later admitted was botched. 

Consider these numbers: Since taking over 
aswamp-ridden FSU program in 1976, 
Bowden has gone 1 12-38-3. His 
185 career victories 
place him behind 
only Michigan's 
BoSchembechler 
and Penn State's 
Joe Paterno 
for most vic~ 
tories by an 
active coach, 
And Johnson, 
in just 10 seasons as a head coach, won 82 
games at Miami and Oklahoma State, his 
Hurricanes going 52-9 with one national title, 
Miami's second in five years. Before he went 
to Dallas, Johnson left Miami with one of his 
calling card comments. Even though the ‘Canes 
were I 1-1 and ranked No. 2 in both wire polls, 
Johnson could be heard saying, “We might 
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not be No. I, but at this time, we are the best 
team in the country.” 

It is with comments like that that Miami 
and FSU part ways, Bowden does not 
look back. Bowden whistles and dreams 
of a 12-0 season, after which he'd prob- 
ably stroll off into retirement, forever 
married to Tallahassee’s sandy charms. 
Johnson was always stalking something 
more, extolling the challenge of a pos- 
sible NFL career in one breath —

which he took — and bristling the next 
in resentment at his program’s rough-and- 
tumble image. 

Fifteen years ago, it was impossible to 
imagine this sort of national focus. In 1975, a 

Miami football ticket couldn't coax a coed 
to come off the beach, much less bring in 
any fans from the metropolitan area. “When. 

Icame here in 76, Miami and Florida State 

were doormats,” said Bowden. “It was the 

University of Florida and those other two 
guys. Now it’s Miami and FSU playing for the 
national ranking and Florida scrambling. 
That'll change. You can’t hold those (Florida) 
folks down long. They've got too much wealth, 
too many natural resources, too long of a 
head start on everybody.” 

But whenever the Gators are resurrected, 
they will notice some changes. Miami and 
FSU are now dictating, not only to the Uni- 
versity of Florida but to the rest of the coun- 
try, how the talent-laden state will be recruited. 
Whereas in years past the Big Ten and Eastern 
colleges swooped into Florida’s high schools 
fora yearly catch, Bowden and Johnson have 
helped established a new order. More talented 
locals are staying in-state, and not just to go 
to Gainesville anymore. The wealth is being 
spread. 

Said Johnson: “We can make a run at the 
upper echelon year after year, regardless of 
who graduates.” Or who coaches, That was 
the consensus opinion when Johnson left and 
Dennis Erickson was coaxed away from Wash- 
ington State. Just as Johnson built upon the 
foundation laid by Howard Schnellenberger, 
Erickson is expected to lay some new bricks. 

“We're doing better at keeping the best ones 
home, but they’re still getting kids out of here,” 
Bowden said. “They're just not getting as many. 
It used to be Michigan, Notre Dame, Ala- 
bama and Georgia would walk out of here 
with a top one every year. The competition’s 
even gotten tougher, but I think we are keep- 
ing a majority of the great ones home.” 

Beyond recruiting, Johnson and Bowden 
have also had a profound impact on how the 


college gameis being played. Staked to Schnel- 
lenberger’s lead when he brought a pro offense 
to Miami in 1979, Johnson's teams produced 
28 NFL draft picks (not counting this April), 
including eight from the offensive skill posi- 
tions. Quarterback Steve Walsh only expanded 
on what Jim Kelly and Bernie Kosar and 
Vinny Testaverde did before him. 

Bowden, adapting a liberal offensive philo- 
sophy established in the Bill Peterson era 
(1960-70), has broken the school total-offense 
record five times in the last seven years. Both

They'll try to pick up the pieces at South 
Carolina after the sudden loss of Coach Joe 
Morrison, The Man in Black, who died in 
February of a heart attack. Sparky Woods, 
hired away from Appalachian State, picks 
up the reins in Columbia, where Black Luck 
has become just about the only luck at all. 

Certainly Morrison, 51 when he died, was 
no picture of perfect health; he had con- 
tinued to smoke heavily after undergoing 
angioplasty in 1985 for a blocked coronary 
artery. But the circumstances around the 
South Carolina football program, which 
weighed heavily upon him as he played a 
fatal game of racquetball Feb. 5, made for a 
worried man, And now for a worried state. 

Just before his death, Gamecock officials 
had balked at extending Morrison's five- 
year rollover contract, pending the release 
of a national study on coaches’ contract 
renewals. This not only eroded his security 
but was also used by rival coaches in recruit- 
ing. Strain was evident within his staff, for 
three of his assistants had already left the 
program during the winter and two others 
had interviewed elsewhere at the time of his 
death. 

Nineteen cighty-cight had been tough on 
all of them. The Gamecocks finished 8-4 but 
had been 6-0 before crashing, closing the 
season with a miserable 34-10 Liberty Bowl 
defeat to Indiana. The on-field collapse mir- 
rored troubles within. Morrison was rocked 
midseason by Sports Illustrated's story of 
Tommy Chaikin, the ex-defensive lineman 
who told of widespread steroid use — with 
coaches’ knowledge — within the Gamecocks 
program. A grand jury is still probing Chai- 
kin’s charges. South had already fired Ath- 
letic Director Bob Marcum, a close Morrison 
friend, for loose administration of the school’s 
drug-testing policy. 

Dick Bestwick, the new athletic director, 
came and went in just six months, briefly 
battling the administration and then step- 
ping down due to “health reasons.” Through 
it all, Morrison, dressed in his customary 
black cap, shirt and slacks, stood firm on the 
sidelines, cupping his cigarette. He finished 
with a 39-28-2 record over six seasons. 

“Our football program and life do go on,” 
said new Athletic Director King Dixon, But 


programs are spiced with the same salsa. Spread 
the field with the pass — Miami goes north 
and south to FSU’s lateral axis — and then 
send a 235-pound back between the tackles 
once the secondary rocks on its heels. Pro 
scouts flock to see it work, and both schools 
have become virtual NFL proving grounds. 
“[ sense that because we've probably got 
more receivers in the NFL now (four) than 
any other school, we're beginning to get quar- 
terbacks in here,” said Bowden. “We haven't 
done that for a while, but we're beginning to

© The men’s basketball program was hit 
with NCAA probation for player-ticket sales, 

© Even legendary basketball coach Frank 
McGuire, who was forced into retirement in 
1980, was not immune to misery. His luxur- 
ious Columbia home was destroyed by fire 
last year, with all the trophies, souvenirs and 
knick-knacks from his long career lost in the 
blaze. 

Morrison never ran from controversy. He 
was involved in a high-profile paternity suit 
for a child he fathered while still coaching at 
the University of New Mexico, But at the 
same time, he managed to remain very pri- 
vate,in a very public job. 

“Coach Morrison was the kind of guy 
who kept those kind of things to himself,” 
said quarterback Todd Ellis. “He was a man’s 
man. Very few people really got to know 
him. I think I was one of the lucky ones.” 

Ellis becomes one of Morrison’s chief lega- 
cies, although Gamecock fans stilldon’t know 
what to make of that. Strong-armed and a 
“can't miss” prospect out of a Greensboro, 
N.C., high school, Ellis in three seasons has 
thrown for 39 touchdowns with an almost 
incomprehensible 64 interceptions. Morrison 


get the type of quarterback the pros are want- 
ing. Our style is conducive to the pros. It 
seems like we've always been able to recruit 
good skill athletes.” 

But here, most similarities end. Yes, both 
teams run up some megaton scores. The Sem- 
inoles simply seem to get away with it. Last 
year, FSU beat Louisiana Tech 66-3 to send, 
Bowden said, a message to the pollsters. They 
also destroyed Tulane 73-14. “We played pretty 
good,” observed the coach. 

When Miami beat Notre Dame 58-7 in 


had junked his run-and-shoot offense last 
year for a pro system he hoped would bring 
Ellis around. But he threw for just nine 
scores with 21 interceptions in 1988 and 
Morrison was in the process of re-installing. 
the run-and-shoot when he died. 

Woods, 35, preached a multiple offense at 
Appalachian that served him well. He won 
three coach-of-the-year awards in five years 
and the Mountaineers ran up a 39-19-2 rec- 
ord in the process. “This (South Carolina) is 
a job where I don’t think you ever need 
another job in this business,” Woods said 
the day he was hired. “If your goal is to be 
the very best and reach the very top, then I 
feel like we're here. All we've got to do is 
succeed at it.” 

Indeed, Woods will have all he needs to 
work with. Carolina’s facilities are extrava- 
gant. The Gamecocks are supported by a 
rabid following that grows so riotous on 
football Saturdays, Williams-Brice Stadi- 
um’s upper decks visibly sway. This school, 
much more this state, craves a winner and 
will fairly deify the man who can deliver, 
Doubters can just check upstate at Clem- 
son, where Danny Ford, an Alabaman and 
a Bear Bryant player to boot — a guy hired 
in the Charley Pell lurch — has found his: 
life's place, 

Nevertheless, Columbia’s recent history 
may well have affected the selection process, 
too. Dick Sheridan, the North Carolina State 
coach and a South Carolina graduate, inter- 
viewed and turned down the job. Air Force 
Academy Coach Fisher DeBerry withdrew 
his name from consideration. Southern Mis- 
sissippi’s Curley Hallman interviewed for 
the job, as did Gamecock assistant Joe Lee 
Dunn. All other candidates, like Woods, 
were out of the Division I-AA Southern 
Conference. 

When Woods leads the Gamecocks out 
the tunnel against Duke Sept. 2, he'll carry a 
full agenda. For all of Morrison’s successes, 
he never established South Carolina’s place 
as a consistent winner. Morrison had three 
losing seasons in six. Moreover, the steroid 
stigma remains. As a national outrage grows 
against the various performance-enhancing 
drugs, Chaikin’s picture of the Carolina pro- 
gram was morbid. He claimed players jabbed 
hypodermic needles into their dorm room 
walls to store them, and that he nearly mur- 
dered a pizza delivery boy while on a “ste- 
roid rage.” Morrison had argued there was 
no drug problem — steroid or otherwise — 
within his program, 

“Given the state of our society, I guess 
you can never say it is eliminated,” Morri- 
son once said. “All I can say is that all of our 
coaches are concerned.” 

In 1989, “concern” won't be enough. 
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1985, Orange Bowl fans taunted Gerry Faust 
in his last game and a nation thought it too 
cruel. Two years ago, Miami won at Arkansas 
51-7 in what was regarded by some as a John- 
son snub of his alma mater for not hiring him 
as head coach. 

Both programs have had recent disciplinary 
problems. An FSU player was shot and killed 
in acampus dispute two years ago. All-Amer- 
ican Deion Sanders was allowed to play in 
January’s USF&G Sugar Bowlafter roughing 
up a store clerk and security guard a week 
before the game. Bowden explained the inci- 
dents, expressed regrets and went on. 

Meanwhile, the Hurricane image is still 
burdened by the “Miami Vice” teams of 1985- 
87, when Miami athletes were named in vari- 
ous assault, shoplifting, drug, automobile and 
credit-card fraud cases. In response, the uni- 
has taken stern measures to address 
problems within the athletic department, Aca- 
demic requirements have been jacked up 
Miami no longer accepts Prop. 48 candidates 

and the program’ graduation rate is higher. 

But Johnson's defenses rarely rang with 
apology and counter-charges were often made 
over media magnification. Indeed, the Hurri- 
canes, who now wear coats and ties on all 
road trips, are a kinder and gentler group than 
they were three years ago. All the scrutiny 
did was enhance Johnson's desire to coach in 
the NFL and get away from money-grubbing 
boosters, recruiting pains and high-minded 
administrators. When old Hog teammate Jerry 
Jones bought the Cowboys, his ambition was 
fulfilled. 

“Ican become more of a pure coach,” John- 
son said, “which I think I'll enjoy. | would 
rather coach football and not spend three- 
quarters of my time making policies and deal- 
ing with administrators. . .1 don't like sitting 
in on meetings on academic policies.” 

Bowden, meanwhile, will end his career at 
Florida State and may stay there after that. 
The only jobs to have ever interested him 
Georgia, Auburn and most of all Alabama 
have come and gone to others over the years, 
while a five-year rollover contract has bonded 
Bowden to FSU. 

The differences between Miami and FSU 
end on the football field, where the quality of 
the game remains unusually high. This year, 
they'll renew that rivalry on October 28, when 
the Hurricanes visit Tallahassee. 


THE SWORD’S 
OTHER EDGE 


Life contains hidden traps for the football 
team without a conference. While Miami and 
Florida State have bought deed and title as 
yearly Top 20 residents, Southern Mi 
must be wondering “why bother” as it pre- 
pares for the season. 

Last year, the Golden Eagles had their most 
successful season since 1952, going 10-2 with a 
38-18 victory over Texas-El Paso in the Inde- 
pendence Bowl. And yet USM couldn't crack 
the rankings. Fumed Coach Curley Hallman, 
“If we're not good enough to make the Top 
20, then there's something wrong.” The only 
things wrong were a 36-point loss to FSU and 
a 30-point loss to Auburn. Not only did the 
Eagles miss the Associated Press final rank- 
ings, they weren't even close, finishing 23rd. 
Wyoming (11-2) was 2Ist; North Carolina 
State (8-3-1) was 22nd. 

Then consider the deflation at Louisville, 
where Coach Howard Schnellenberger had a 
break-out year. The Cardinals went 8-3, their 
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best record in 16 years, and weren'teven in the 
running for a bowl game, Fellow Independ- 
ents Army and South Carolina, both 8-3, were 
included in the postseason, but in November, 
UL wasn't even being scouted. 
Schnellenberger was obviously perturbed. 

“L really think we have a class football team,” 
he said. “Obviously, we're not as attractive at

8-3 as some teams are at 7-4, or 6-5. But the 
day will come when we'll be making the deci- 
sions and not waiting for bowls to call.” 

Louisville's undoing may have been its sched- 
ule: The Cards played only two bowl teams 
(Wyoming and Southern Miss) and lost to 
both of them by a combined 74-32, This sea- 
son, Louisville gets rematches with both teams, 
plus games with West Virginia, Syracuse and 
Boston College. 


LIFE IN THE BIGS 


There is a two-time All-America line- 

ker in this country with a year of 
remaining and almost no 
of making the national team 
again. He’s Glenell Sanders of Louisi- 
ana Tech, which moves up to Division 
1-A this season, 

After two years of Little All-America 
performances, Sanders (6-0, 230 
pounds) may be too small and too 
obscure to make a big splash ona 
higher level, even if Florida 
Sis Bobby Bowden did 
inders was the best 
faced last year.

‘The Cowboys have joined the 
other Independents affiliated 
with the Independence Bowl, have 
installed 8,000 new sei \d are 
interested in eventually joining and/ 
or organizing a conference when 
the program gets up to speed. 

Tech operated between I-A and I- 
AA guidelines last season, with over 70 
scholarships and that has swelled 

to eight. The Cowboys were 4-7 with eight 

LA opponents on the schedule, although 

losses to FSU (66-3) and Houston (60-0) 
measured the room for growth. This fall's 
good news is that J and Houston are off 
the schedule, The bad news is that Florida and 
Auburn are on it. If you don't hear Glenell 
Sanders’ name along the way, assume that he 
is very busy.

or the Big Eight, autumn is finally and 

thankfully just around the corner. That 

means the only penalties will be given by 

the zebras, and the biggest losses will come 
from linebacker blitzes. 

It was quite the offseason for eight schools 
that don’t feel very big. Everything from 
NCAA probations to near-Death Penalties to 
drug busts to rape. 1989 has already been a 
year to forget — though some conference 
officials still are trying to keep a happy face. 

“[ really feel strongly that these are isolated 
things,” Kansas State Athletic Director Steve 
Miller said. “It’s not an epidemic throughout 
the conference.” 

Right. NCAA sanctions at both Oklahoma 
and Oklahoma State — plus some very ugly 
incidents on the Norman campus — figure 
to spread throughout a very sick conference 
stricken with scandal. In fact, all Big Eight 
preseason yearbooks and prospecti should be 
found at your nearest check-out stand, next to 
the Star and Globe. 

© At OU, the Sooners were banned from 
TV for one year and bowls for two seasons. 
They were also socked with reduced scholar- 
ship limits. The violations: cars and cash 
payments from boosters to players, and the 
selling of players’ tickets. Those same viola- 
tions were denied by Oklahoma Coach Barry 
Switzer when first reported by the Dallas 
Morning News. 

The NCAA zeroed in on Switzer for failing 
to exercise appropriate institutional control, 
which became an even larger story in January 
and February when the entire Sooner pro- 
gram came unglued. In order, starting cor- 
nerback Jerry Parks allegedly shot teammate 
Zarak Peters, three Oklahoma football play- 
ers were charged with gang rape, and starting 
quarterback Charles Thompson was charged 
with selling cocaine to an undercover FBI 
agent, 

Eyen before the Thompson arrest, Switzer 
said it was “ridiculous” to say the program 
was out of control. But that’s what everyone 
said in its wake, Athletic Director Donnie 
Duncan said there was a clear need for either 
“new policies or new personnel,” referring to 
the type of players involved in OU football. 
Oklahoma Governor Henry Bellmon said he 
was “shocked” and “thoroughly disgusted.” 
Five newspapers called for Switzer to resign. 
The 1949 team, dismayed and outraged, can- 
celed plans for a reunion. 

The assumption by those close to the pro- 
gram was the same: Switzer had lost control. 
He had recruited the wrong kind of kids and 
been too lax on the discipline — the same sort 
of comments people made in 82 when two 
newspapers called for his head for other, more 
intimate problems. 

‘Switzer survived then and has survived now. 
He was aiternately recalcitrant and feisty in 
his handling of things. “I've never been lax, 
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but I've given some a second chance,” he said, 
claiming that a lot of kids took that second 
chance and did well. Switzer said he was “de- 
pressed, embarrassed and ashamed” of what 
had happened. The Oklahoma regents backed 
Switzer. And in a poll of television viewers in 
Tulsa, 77 percent of those voting were in favor 
of Switzer being retained.

former receiver Hart Lee Dykes, who, along 
with I] other teammates, was granted immu- 
nity by the NCAA for turning his school in. 
The results were the discovery of 63 violations 
and a four-year probation barring Oklahoma 
State from TV for two years and bowls for 
three, with scholarship and visitation limita- 
tions thrown in. 

The major violations involved cash-and- 
car deals for recruits, with Dykes’ package at 
the top end: $5,000 to sign, monthly payments 
of $125 to $200, and a sports car. Most of the 
violations came between 1982 and 1986, and 
two factors worked to OSU's advantage in 
stalling a possible Death Penalty: the fact that 
no current aides were found guilty of major 
penalties, and OSU's full cooperation in the 
investigation, down to the granting of immu- 
nity to athletes in exchange for their testimony. 

® On to Boulder, where some are saying 
that Colorado “is an Oklahoma waiting to 
happen.” At least, that’s the way Sports Illus- 
trated said it. Since 1986, Coach Bill Mc- 
Cartney’s recruiting efforts have produced a 
terror for Big Eight teams and a nightmare for

PLAN A: 
STOP 
BIENIEMY 


Barry Sanders is gone, The Oklahoma 
State tailback took his record rushing ways 
to the NFL in April, didn’t he? The Cow- 
boys won't benefit from his talents in 1989 
as they did last year, when he ran for a 
record 2,628 yards and 37 touchdowns, right? 
And (of course) there’s no one around cap- 
able of matching those totals, correct? 

Yes, he did, No, they won't, Not necessarily, 

In the same conference that gave an unsus- 
pecting nation an all-time record setter for 
the ages, there’s a running back who is quite 
similar to Sanders and who could, with the 
right circumstances, amass the same type of 
numbers, That might be setting some lofty 
goals, but Eric Bieniemy has never backed 
down from a challenge. 

Bieniemy, Colorado's junior tailback, be- 
lieves he could enjoy the same kind of suc- 
cess in 89 as Sanders did in 88, For one, 
there’s the size thing. Sanders is just 5-8, a 
mighty-mite of a back who used his tremend- 
ous balance to run away from opponents. 
Bieniemy’s even smaller, at 5-6 and 190, 
He's been called a “bowling ball with grease.” 

Last year, Sanders ran behind an expe- 
rienced, all-senior line and benefited from a 
diverse offense which included a great re- 
ceiver (Hart Lee Dykes) and an outstanding 
quarterback (Mike Gundy), Bieniemy’s offen- 
sive line in 89 is full of veterans and features 
three returnees who gained some form of 
all-conference honors a year ago, while the 
Buffs’ offense, the I-bone, is as hard to han- 
dle as any pro set. 

“Barry ran in an offense last year,” said 
Colorado Coach Bill McCartney, “that had 
five seniors in the line, a senior fullback and 
asenior tight end. Eric will have those kinds 
of advantages, and that should mean addi- 
tional things to him.” 

It means additional yardage. Bieniemy 
rushed for 1,243 yards (in just nine-plus 
games) last year and became the first CU 
player to rush for over 1,000 yards since 
1977, Healso tied a school record with seven 
100-yard-plus games. He fumbled the ball 
just five times, losing four. And he did all 
that ina new offense, as McCartney dumped 
the wishbone and installed the I-bone at the 
start of fall practice to take advantage of his 
halfbacks — Bieniemy and J.J. Flannigan 


herited the mess, has been paying the price 
with a low numbers pool that figures to run in 
place for several years. Kansas and Kansas 
State are in the same sinking ship. 

© Even at sacrosanct Nebras there is 
hint of scandal. Mary Jane Visser, a former 
coordinator of academic advising at Nebraska, 
is threatening to reveal grade changes, fixed 
transcripts and preferential treatment toward 
football players if her case against Nebraska 
goes to court next year.

522 yards in *88), 
bone is a quarterback-fullback 
offense,” said McCartney. “It’s not a half- 
back offense. We were neglecting guys like 
Ericand J.J. Flannigan. We weren't making 
the best use of our talented tailbacks.” 

Much of what Bieniemy accomplished 
last year was experimental, The Buffs didn’t 
know what they had and broke the I-bone in 
slowly. The plan was to alternate the work- 
load of the two backs, but Bieniemy got 
more and more work as the season wore on, 
By the end of the season, it seemed obvious 
he was going to become more of a work- 
horse in 1989 and carry the ball 30-plus 
times a game, as opposed to 20, 

Which is fine with Eric, Asa prep tailback 
at Bishop Amat High School in West Co- 
vina, California, he used to carry the ball 35 
times a game and come out of the game 
wanting more. “It was brutal and phys 
demanding, but it was fun,” said Bieniemy. 

McCartney knew Bieniemy was special as 
a freshman, when he beat out veteran re- 
turnees to win a halfback spot and rushed 
for 508 yards, impressing everyone with his 
strength and blocking ability. “The first game 
he started for us, wishbone halfback, 
had 12 knockdowns (knocked defenders off 
their feet),” said McCartney. “Here was this 
little freshman going after bigger guys and 
taking them out. From that moment on, we 
knew there was something special about 
him.” 

Bieniemy, who loves the weight room, 
can bench press 350 pounds and pump 710 
on the hip sled. And he enjoys contact. “1 
like to take the ball up the middle,” he said 
“Llove the inside, Once you get past the li 
backer, you're one-on-one with a defensive 
back. And I'll take that any day over going 
one-on-one with a linebacker, 

“A lot of people look at me and expect me 
to lay over and let them destroy me. But 
they don’t see what's inside. I rely a lot on 
my heart, It’s what gets me through.” 

Bieniemy’s success last year has made him 
a BMOC, but it wasn't always like that. 
There was an incident in February of 1988 
that almost led to an exit from Colorado. 
Bieniemy and teammate Kanavis McGhee 
were at a Boulder nightclub when Bieniemy 
got into a verbal exchange with a white stu- 
dent. Sparked by a racial insult, Bieniemy 
punched the student and was arrested and 
charged with third-degree assault. He pleaded 
no contest, was placed on a year’s probation 
and became something of a pariah on cam- 
pus. 

“It could have been avoided,” Bieniemy 
said. “It was a racial slur and I got upset, but 
I learned my lesson. I learned you can't go 
around knocking people in the head, espe- 


Some Big Eight administrators want some 
action: They want the league to get back into 
the enforcement business, as it was in the 
1970s under Commissioner Chuck Neinas, But 
that might be too costly and, besides, there is 
enough friction in the league already without 
schools penalizing each other. 

“The conference itself is going to be hurt, 
obviously,” Miller said. “There is a financial 
impact because of the bowls and television. 
But I don’t think it’s an extended financial 
impact that will impose great harm or great 
discomfort to the conference at large. I cer- 


cially with me being a public figure.” 

Itw tough lesson to accept, though. In 
the aftermath of the incident, he received 
a lot of glares and strange looks while he 
walked around campus and it made him 
consider transferring. “I felt like | wasn’t 
being accepted by my own school,” he said. 
L felt, ‘Why should I stay here if I'm being 
treated this way?’ But looking back, I felt 1 
was being tested. If you have a problem, 
stand up and face it. You can't run away 
from your problems,” 

All of this sets up what should be an excit- 
ing, dynamic 1989 season, In the MeCart- 
ney era, the Buffs have found a way to be: 
Nebraska, attend bowl games and earn na- 
tional attention. In ‘88, they were barely 
edged by Nebraska (7-0) and Oklahoma 
(17-14), and can only blame themselves for a 
mistake-filled 20-17 loss to BYU in the Free 
dom Bowl. This year, they're considered the 
prime contender with Nebraska for the Big 
Eight’s Orange Bowl bid, with Oklahoma 
prohibited by the NCAA. And as much as 
the Buffs will need every yard Bieniemy can 
gain to obtain the goal, he admits he'd give 
them all up if he could guarantee a trip to 
Miami, 

“I want to take Colorado to the Orange 
Bowl,” he said, “I'm tired of finishing behind 
well, I'm not going to call them the Big 
Two. If we win the Big Eight, that would ful- 
fill all my dreams.”

tainly recognize we have a problem but I think 
the problems are manageable. I think people 
are probably going to have to take a look at 
their budgeting and be more cost-efficient and 
effective.” Most schools — such as Missouri, 
which has lagged in attendance and hasn't 
been to a bowl since 1983 — are going to have 
to further tighten belts that are down to the 
last financial holes. 

“Obviously, (NCAA sanctions) will have a 
major impact on the conference,” said Ne- 
braska President Martin Massengale. “We 
have to try everything we can to overcome 
that. The programs will hopefully get through 
in good shape, but you always worry about 
the reduction in revenue.” 

Using 1988 as an average measuring stick 
— four bowl teams, two major bowls — the 
Big Eight took in about $11 million from all 
bow! and television appearances, an average 
of $1,125 million per team after bowl expenses. 
Oklahoma was responsible for $2.6 million 
through four TV games and the Florida Cit- 
rus Bowl. Oklahoma State brought in $237,000 
for one ESPN game and $800,000 for the Sea 
World Holiday Bowl. That's $3.6 million in 
football revenue Miller and his friends can’t 
budget in this year. 

What's worse, the TV schedule looks pretty 
thin this year. Nebraska’s non-conference 
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games — Northern Illinois, Minnesota, Ore- 
gon State and Utah — mean Nebraska-Colo- 
rado may provide the Big Eight’s only TV 
date (and revenue) this year. 

There are stop-gap solutions that some 
schools will have to take. Miller. for one, 
is hoping a student-fee proposal, presently 
under consideration, is passed that could give 
$400,000 to K-State athletics. That's about 
the amount the Wildcats hope to get for mov- 
ing their Oklahoma game from Manhattan to 
Norman this year after a scheduled appe: 
ance in Tokyo fell through because it couldn't 
be on TV. 

Big Eight athletic directors have also looked 
into a conference TV package, which they 
have gone without for the last two seasons. It 
would not be a large income supplement, but 
it would get schools like Kansas, Kansas State 
and Iowa State back on TV. Oklahoma and 
Oklahoma State could be on tape-delay, 

Other than that, the private funders of the 
Big Eight institutions will have their doors 
practically knocked down in the next few years 
by athletic directors in search of help. Trouble 

is, we're not talking economic growth in 
the Midlands. 

“We're going to have to find alternative 
supplemental opportunities,” Miller said. “We 
still only have five ways to raise money — basi- 
cally, fund-raising, gate receipts, television 
revenue, conference split and state appropria- 
tions, if you get them. If one of those goes, you 
have to find another way to raise money.” 

There’s an additional disaster on the 1989 
horizon: An Orange Bowl without a Big Eight 
team. Though the long-time comrades just 
signed a new contract through 1994, there isa 
clause that says the Orange Bowl can exclude 
the Big Eight if its champion is barred from 
postseason play. While Orange Bowl Execu- 
tive Director Steve Hatchell is saying that 
won't happen, the Big Eight isn't so sure. Even 
without Thompson, Oklahoma could win the 
conference, Nebraska could have a couple of 
losses and still get the bowl bid. 

All of which brings up a final irony in 
the Big Eight saga. Most Big Eight coaches 
are shrugging their shoulders at the OU 
and Oklahoma State penalties. What's bad 
for the powers that be is worse for the teams 
underneath, who not only can’t get the revenue 
but still have to get hammered as well. As 
Towa State's Walden said of Oklahoma State, 
“They've only been on TV once in three years 
anyway. We will, at this point in time, be the 
most severely punished schools in history. We 
will not be allowed to go to bowls because 
we're not good enough. We're not allowed to 
be on TV because we're not good enough. 
We're losing revenue. That’s what it amounts 
to: Kill the weak.” 


BOULDER 
TRAGEDY 


Football regains its proper perspective when 
tragedy affects the people who play the game. 
That's the case in Boulder, where Colorado 
quarterback Sal Aunese had his career ended, 
and his life jeopardized, by a rare form of 
stomach cancer. 

The quarterback fell sick in March, when 
doctors at the campus student health center 
diagnosed the problem as pneumonia. But he 
was later hospitalized for tests after a swollen 
lymph node was discovered in his neck. Doc- 
tors feared Aunese had sarcoidosis, a respira- 
tory ailment. A subsequent test discovered the 


stomach cancer, which had spread to his lungs. 

Aunese began chemotherapy the first week 
of April. Doctors at University Hospital said 
the “good-sized tumor” in his stomach is “in- 
operable.” His survival rate hinges on his re- 
sponse to chemotherapy — anywhere from 
several months with no response, to five years 
or longer with excellent response. The doctors 
were clearly shocked that such a rare form of 
cancer — only one in 100,000 Americans gets 
it — attacked someone so young, Most stom- 
ach-cancer sufferers are in their fifties. 

The reaction was what one would expect. 
Aunese and his family didn’t want anyone to 
know, other than Buffaloes Coach Bill Mc- 
Cartney, but Aunese’s image as an inspira- 
tional leader led to a public announcement. 

The community responded with a fund- 
raising drive, and some assisted his family 
when it arrived from Vista, California. The 
press respected his request for no family inter 
views. It was still a shock for his teammates, 
though, who admitted the early days of spring 
ball were very tough to endure, 

“Sal is a fighter, and he’s intent on fighting 
this through, despite the odds,” said McCart- 
ney. “The family support is tremendous, he 
comes from quite a family, 

“He’s an extremely popular person, and a 
very team-oriented kind of guy. He’s always 
deflected the praise, even though he’s the quar- 
terback, the leader. As far as the team is con- 
cerned, we have to endure, and it’s another 
test. We have to look forward and overcome 
this crisis.” 

“You think of all the rotten people in the 
world, and you wonder why this doesn’t hap- 
pen to one of them, instead of a kid like Sal,” 
said Dick Haines, Aunese’s Oceanside (Cali- 
fornia) High School coach. “I don’t mean to 
question the Lord’s scheme, but Sal was spe- 
cial. He always had a smile on his face, never a 
sneer, If this illness can be beaten with will 
power, it will be beaten.” 

Said Aunese, in his only public statement: 
“Td like to thank everyone for the support I've 
received. Everyone has been great to my fam- 
ily, and they're really being taken care of, That 
means a lot to me right now. My family ap- 
preciates the community’s show of support. 
This is obviously a very hard thing to be going 
through, and it’s nice to know there are so 
many people out there rooting for me.” 


DESERTED 


There ought to be a way Mike Gundy could 
get himself a good lawyer and take this thing 
to court. Gundy, Oklahoma State’s senior 
quarterback, has been deserted. First, his best 
receiver, Hart Lee Dykes, not only graduated, 
but left Gundy and Co. with a four-year NCAA 
probation prohibiting them from bowls and 
TV. That prompted teammate and Heisman 
Trophy winner Barry Sanders to bolt for the 
NFL a year early, leaving Gundy holding the 
bag. 

But Gundy is not bitter. The 6-0, 185- 
pounder is taking the latest shot like all the 
rest he has taken in four years: He’s back in 
the huddle. 

“Hart was a guy who was growing up, a 
young guy who was offered a lot of fringe 
benefits from people, and he took them,” 
Gundy said. “That has nothing to do with my 
feelings toward him. He was really good to 
me. He was a good friend. As for Barry, that’s 
alot of money. He had the chance of a lifetime 
for him and his family. I'd be tempted to do 
that myself. 


“Sure, it’s a big disappointment to me, but 
what's done is done. I can sit there and cry 
about it or | can go out and do the best I can. 
I'm going to have to be the leader. I've been 
through everything you can go through in col- 
lege football. I've got to keep everyone's head 
up and make the big plays.” 

Gundy, who directed the nation’s No. 2 
offense in’88, needs just 617 yards passing and 
877 total yards to become the Big Eight’s 
career leader in both categories. Yet his ex- 
ploits have been obscured by Nebraska's Steve 
Taylor and Oklahoma's Jamelle Holieway for 
the last two years. “The last couple years, 
whoever had the best year didn’t win All-Big 
Eight quarterback — it was whoever won the 
Big Eight,” Gundy said. “This year, I should 
get all the attention.” 

Of course, all that attention comes with a 
price. With the loss of Sanders, Gundy’s a sit 
ting duck for defenses. The fact that the whole 
offensive line needs to be replaced doesn't 
bode well, either.

espite two straight Rose Bowl victo- 
ries, Big Ten bashing is in, 
America’s oldest football confer- 


ence, which prides itself on the greatest of tra- 
ditions embodied by Yost, Grange, Hal 
Hayes and Schembechler, is living — thriving 
even — off its legends in the face of continued 
mediocrity. 

© The Big Ten hasn't wona national cham- 
pionship since Ohio State under Woody Hayes 
in the 1968 season. By comparison, Independ- 
ents have won eight titles in the past 20 years, 
the Big Eight has won five, the SEC three and 
the Pac-10, Southwest, Atlantic Coast and 
Western Athletic conferences one each. Es- 
sentially, everyone but the Big Ten. 

© In four of those seasons, the Big Ten had 
an undefeated regular-season team that lost in 
the Rose Bowl — Ohio State in 70, 775 and 
79, and Michigan in 72. 

© Inrecent years, Big Ten representa- 
tion in the Top 10 has been 
dwindling. During the late 
"50s and early ‘60s, the 
conference annually fin- 
ished with three, or 
even four, teams 
among the 10 best. 
But five years ago, 
there were none, In 
each of the last two. 
seasons, there has. 
been just one (the 
Rose Bowl repre- 
sentative) in the 
final Top 10. 

© Last year, 
the Big Ten 
turned in its 
worst-ever record 
in non-conference 
games, 11-19-1, a slov- 
enly .371 winning per- 
centage. 
Michigan’s win over 
USC in the Rose Bowl 
helped some, but it only 
served to hide another 
shortcoming — a 2-3 
record in bowl games, 
lowering the conference's 
bowl record this 
decade to 19-23.

“In the Big Ten,” Corso said, “There's in- 
dividual speed, but there’s not overall team 
quickness. I think that's the big difference. It's 
now a speed game, attacking people from the 
flanks, spreading the field, throwing the foot- 
ball, There are good fundamental coaches and 
players in the Big Ten, But (they) cannot run 
with the same speed and quickness as other 
teams in the nation. (And) the Midwest has 
always emphasized tough, hard-nosed, fun- 
damental football throughout the high school 
sy not speed and quickne: 

That's because so many Midwestern kids fit 
that profile. In the South, the game is based 
on finesse and speed, Big Ten teams used to 
recruit the area well and bring back numerous 
stars — like Anthony Carter — but the rise in 
power of Florida State and Miami, and the 
overall excellence of the Southeastern Con- 
ference, has made a majority of those kids 
stay home. 

“The Big Ten isn’t going to come to Florida 
and get the best player,” said Corso. “I mean, 
they might get one or two good ones, but....” 

After Florida State’s electrifying special 
teams burned Michigan State in a 30-7 victory 
last year, Spartan defensive back John Miller 
said, “Eventually, speed is going to kill you.” 


LACK OF QUARTERBACKS ABC an- 
nouncer Bob Griese, an All-America quartet 
back at Purdue in 1965 and 1966, considers 
shortage of quality quarterbacks to be a prob- 
lem. There was time when the conference 
was full of good throwers. No longer. 

‘The arrival of Art Schlichter at Ohio State 
at the beginning of the decade signaled a 
change in the way the Big Ten did busines 
And for much of the 80s, the conference was 
full of quality throwers who graduated to the 
NEL. lilinois sent Tony Eason, Jack Trudeau 
and Dave Wilson to the pros; lowa ticketed 
Chuck Long and Mark Vlasic (and Chuck 
Hartlieb for this season); and Indiana had 
Babe Laufenberg. Michigan's Jim Harbaugh 
is with the Chicago Bears and Purdue’s Jim 
Everett is an emerging star with the Los 
Angeles Rams. Minnesota even had a run- 
and-gun talent in Rickey Foggie 
ow? The top quarterback in the confer- 
ence will be Illinois’ Jeff George, who trans- 
ferred two years ago from Purdue. lowa had a 
good one in Dan McGwire, a record-setter 
out of California and brother of the Oakland 
A’s Mark. But he tired of sitting and trans- 
ferred to San Diego State. Otherwise, the QB 
cupboard is bare. 

“They lost a bunch of good quarterbacks 
and it doesn’t seem like they've replaced them,” 
said Griese, who started working Big Ten and 
Pac-10 games for ABC two years ago. “That's 
one thing in the Big Ten that really jumped 
out at me. But I think it’s probably just a 
cycl 
Ending the cycle may not be easy. “It’s hard 
to get a quarterback to go to a school that 
doesn't have a great tradition for quarte 
said Corso. “Look at the great quar- 
where are they coming from? Usu-

ally from the Sun Belt schools. Sometimes a 
kid who’s a good quarterback doesn’t want to 
go to the Big Ten because people there don't 
throw the ball constantly.” 

There are several reasons why Big Ten teams 
haven't always depended on the pass as much 
as schools in other parts of the country. It 
hasn't been just the stubbornness of Bo or the 
lack of quality quarterbacks, either.

BOY GEORGE 
NOW 
THE MAN 


The Big Ten needs a star quarterback to 
step forward and enhance its image. 

Are you ready, Jeff George? 

After a rocky couple of years, it appears 
he is, In fact, George (6-3, 205) may now be 
one of the most underrated quarterbacks in 
the country, just three years after being called 
one of the most overrated high school pros- 
pects — if that’s possible, 

George, who transferred from Purdue to 
Illinois two years ago, showed signs of great- 
ness last season while carrying Illinois within 
one victory of a trip to the Rose Bowl. He 
completed 57.6 percent of his 403 passes for 
2,451 yards and 10 TDs. Moreover, he was 
intercepted just 2.2 percent of the time, 
second-best in the conference. 

“This guy is a great quarterback,” Michi- 
gan State Coach George Perles said. “You 
don't hear me talk like this very often. But 
he really is going to be some kind of quar- 
terback.” Fans will get an early look at 
George Sept. 2, when ABC televises the Glas- 
nost Bowl, between Illinois and Southern 
Cal, from Moscow, Russia. 

George, who attended high school in Indi- 
anapolis, entered Purdue as everyone’s All- 
American and one of the most highly re- 
cruited players in the country. “I came out 
(of high school) on top of the world,” he 
said. “Everything was going my way.” Orso 
it seemed. He was recruited by Miami and 
UCLA in addition to Purdue, and was com- 
pared favorably with Dan Marino and John 
Elway. He set national prep records for com- 
pletions (543) and touchdowns (45) in a 
season. 

He also alienated a lot of people in the 
process, One recruiter said the young George 
‘was so immature and tied to his parents that 
he couldn't make a decision. Even though 
he preferred both Miami and UCLA, his 
parents reportedly talked George into stay- 
ing near home. Reality set in quickly 
at Purdue. He started as a freshman, but 
struggled with a poor team and received a lot 
of criticism. The Boilermakers tied for last 
in the Big Ten and finished 3-8 overall as 

George threw 15 interceptions and just four 
touchdowns. 

During that turbulent first year, he was 
hampered by a bad back —he suffers from 
spondylolysis, a recurring condition that 


much emphasis on passing. The concern isn't 
rain as much asit is wind. Ona rainy day, the 
receiver is said to have the advantage over a 
defensive back. Not so with wind, because it 
alters the flight of the ball. And there are alot 
of windy days in the Midwest during a foot- 
ball season. 

The result of all this: Many Big Ten coaches 
choose to stick with a reliable running game 
as the foundation of their offense. That brings 
yawns from the fans, and hoots from the 
critics. 


Jeff George, Illinois 


is found in five percent of the population 
— and earned a bad reputation for being 
pampered. Many teammates felt he was given 
special treatment by the coaching staff. 
George’s mother once ran onto the field 
from the stands to ride off with her son after 
an injury. That set his teammates snickering 
away from the scene and privately calling 
him a “mama’s boy.” 

George regularly returned to his parents’ 
home (about an hour away) for weekends. It 
was not unusual for him to make two trips 
or more a week, even during the season. “He 
needed his umbilical cord cut,” said a writer 
who covered George’s freshman year at Pur- 
due. “His parents were really overprotective 
with him.” 

George bristled whenever his parents were 
brought up, saying his mom was called from 
the stands during the incident and that “no 
one knows what kind of family I come from.” 

Meanwhile, his collegiate family was break- 
ing up. When George's freshman season 
ended, the university forced Purdue Coach 
Leon Burtnett to resign. The Boilermakers 
named former Texas Coach Fred Akers to 
replace him. George felt betrayed, saying 
he'd been told by Purdue officials that Burt- 
nett’s job wasn't in jeopardy. The young 
quarterback also feared Akers’ run-oriented 
offense would restrict him. 

Finally, he dropped out and announced 
plans to transfer, even though it meant sit- 


LACK OF COACHES ESPN's Cook says. 
that of late there is lower-quality coaching in 
the Big Ten. After Bo, the talent thins. “Over- 
all, they aren't as good as in the Southeastern 
Conference or the Pac-10, and coaching is 
very important in college football,” said Cook. 

He wouldn't elaborate on which coaches he 
considers inadequate. But certainly one can

ting out a season. The decision was not well 
received. Signs were hung on his dorm, sug- 
gesting he leave soon. Firecrackers were 
lobbed through his window. Anti-George 
buttons were sold at the school bookstore, 
in addition to a No. 12 jersey (George's num- 
ber) with the international circle-and-slash 
‘no’ imprinted on it. 

He walked into the locker room one day 
and found a pot sitting beneath a sign that 
read, “Jeff George transfer fund.” He even- 
tually became a commuter, driving 75 miles 
to school and back to avoid the daily 
harassment. 

Things didn’t change much when it came 
time to transfer. During a news conference, 
George announced he would attend Miami. 
But he later changed to Illinois, apparently 
worried that he would have to sit behind 
Steve Walsh and/or another prep star named 
Craig Erickson. 

“I came here because of Coach Mike 
White,” George said of Illinois. He must 
have been serious, too. Big Ten rules pro- 
hibit a player who transfers within the con- 
ference from receiving a scholarship, so 
George is paying his own tuition. 

He spent the entire 1987 season practicing 
with the Illini and learning White’s system. 
But two months after that season ended, 
White was forced out amidst an NCAA 
investigation into recruiting violations. 

“T thought to myself, ‘What's going to go 
wrong next?” George said. “All I wanted to 
do was play. I didn't know if I was ever 
going to get there.” 

But this time, George was elated with the 
choice for a replacement — former Kansas 
City Chiefs Coach John Mackovic. “He's a 
perfect coach for me,” George said. “With 
his pro-style offense and his knowledge of 
offensive football, I couldn't work under a 
better coach.” 

The coaching change — George's third in 
three years — meant that some of his work 
the previous year would turn out to be use- 
less. But George contends the year off was 
the best thing that could have happened to 
him. “I think it helped me more than it hurt 
me," he said. “People asked me if I was rusty 
when I came back. Not at all. It was an 
‘opportunity to work out and get bigger (he 
added 10 pounds) and study a lot of film.” 

Now he’s ready to lead the Illini into a 
promising °89 season. Illinois returns 18 
starters, plus both kickers, from last year’s 
6-5-1 All-American Bowl team. And George 
is content: “I'm really happy right now,” he 
said. “I grew up through that (adversity) for 
a couple of years there. I think everyone 
needs to go through some of it sometimes in 
their lives. Now, I feel I can tackle the world.” 
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were numerous critics of John Cooper at Ohio 
State last year. (Even after 10 consecutive 
winning seasons at other schools, a losing 
season in Columbus leads to unrest.)

Michigan State Coach George Perles feels 
alack of continuity has hurt Big Ten teams.

A year ago, Michigan fans were worried 
that the Wolverines didn’t have a respectable 
quarterback. Now, it appears there could be a 
quarterback controversy ahead between fifth- 
year seniors Demetrius Brown and Michael 
Taylor. 

Taylor led the Big Ten in passing efficiency 
last year (76 of 122 for 957 yards, with only 
two interceptions in nine games) before suffer- 
ing a broken collarbone against Minnesota. 
No problem. Brown took the controls and led 
Michigan to victory against the Gophers, Then 
he engineered triumphs over Illinois, Ohio 
State and USC in the Rose Bowl. His numbers: 
48 of 84 for 775 yards and six touchdowns; no 
interceptions. 

The season before, Brown had been the 
starter, but he threw 16 interceptions, includ- 
ing seven in a loss to Michigan State. Taylor 
claimed the starting job from him to open the 
1988 season last September. 

“won't ever forget the negative things, but 
I feel good about being able to turn myself 
around,” Brown said. “I've been able to look 
at things differently. I was down on myself 
and that led to other things... I feel more 
confident. I feel like this was a big stepping 
stone in my life.” 

Wolverine Coach Bo Schembechler is non- 
committal on his starter. “(Brown) made the 
decision he wanted to prove himself. When 
he made that commitment, there was a new

PAC-10 


he Pac-10 likes to call itself“The Con- 

ference of Champions.” But during last 

year’s bowl season, while teams from 

the Western Athletic, Big Eight and Big Ten 

were frolicking in such locales as Anaheim 

and El Paso, the Pac-10 was more like “The 
Conference With No Place To Go.” 

Top to bottom, went the conventional wis- 
dom, the Pac-10 was the strongest league in 
college football. Its non-conference record, 
29-7, was the best in the nation, and UCLA 
and USC were at, or near, the top of the polls 
all season. Yet when the party invitations went 
out, the Pac-10 for the most part was left 
home to read its press clippings. 

Conference champ Southern Cal went to 
the Rose Bowl, where the Trojans lost for the 
second straight year, this time to Michigan. 
UCLA went to the Mobil Cotton Bowl and 
beat Arkansas for its seventh straight bowl 
victory, a record for Head Coach Terry Dona- 
hue. And Washington State, the surprise team 
of the league, rode the arm of quarterback 


Timm Rosenbach to an Eagle Aloha Bowl 
victory over Houston. 

In what was presumed to be its grandest 
year ever, the Pac-10 sent only three teams 
bowling, its fewest since 1984, Meanwhile, the 
SEC placed five teams in bowl games, as did 
the Big Ten. 

Why? Certainly ‘off years at Washington 
and Arizona State hurt. The Huskies, who 
had appeared in nine straight bowl games, 
limped across the line with a 6-5 record. The 
Sun Devils, two years removed from their 
rousing Rose Bowl victory over Michigan, 
also checked in at 6-5. If any bowl hope had 
existed, a 50-0 home loss to USC in Week 10 
took care of that. Talk about bad timing. 

Two other teams were struck by bad luck, 
or just bad vibes. Oregon left the chute at 6-1, 
its best start since 1964, But for the second 
straight season quarterback Bill Musgrave suf- 
fered a serious injury. For the second straight 
season, the Ducks had no suitable back-up. 
Wounded by other key injuries, the webfoots

lost their last five games, including a season- 
ending 41-17 disaster in Hawaii, to finish 6-6. 

Arizona, meanwhile, finished 7-4, But the 
Wildcats never scored the kind of eye-opening 
victory that leads off the Prudential Score- 
board. They played well at Oklahoma in a 28- 
10 loss. They played well for a half against 
USC, but lost 38-15. They didn't play well at 
all and lost to UCLA, 24-3. The Cats’ most 
impressive victory, it turned out, was against 
hington State. 

“At the time (bowl) people started zeroing 
in on who they wanted, we had a three-week 
period where teams just beat up on each other,” 
Pac-10 Commissioner Tom Hansen said. “It 
seems to me everyone went two-and-three or 
three-and-two. No question that hurt, but we 
didn't get credit for it. 

Hansen remains convinced that Oregon and 
especially Arizona deserved bow! considera- 
tion. Arizona's record was better than several 
bowl teams, including Illinois and Florida. 
Factor in the degree of difficulty of playing in 
the Pac-10 and it seems that the Wildcats 
deserved a bid. 

“I think they (Arizona) were appreciably 
better than some of the Big Ten teams and 
maybe UTEP (which went to the Independ- 
ence Bowl, but only when Wake Forest was 
improbably tied by Appalachian State),” Han- 
sen said. “There were just some (bowl) teams 
not as good as our teams, based on who they 
played and strength of conference. Strength 
of conference should have counted for more 
than it did.” 

Hansen did his part — pushing, prodding 
and politicking — to get his teams into the 
bowls. He wheeled and dealed and stopped 
just short of begging. And he came up empty. 
‘One problem was purely circumstantial: The 
conference was locked out of the Sunkist Fiesta 
Bowl, since the Fiesta (NBC) is now directly 
opposite the Rose Bowl (ABC). A Pac-10 rule 
states no conference team can accept a bid toa 
bow! that overlaps the Rose by at least 45 
minutes. Rules are rules, Hansen said, and 
this one is etched in granite. The Fiesta Bowl, 
which has been kind to the Pac-10 (five ap- 
pearances from 1978 through 1984) is now 
off-limits. The fact is, however, that the Fiesta 
wasn't going to take a Pac-10 team anyway. 
Not when it was able to land a Notre Dame- 
West Virginia match-up and bill it as the na- 
tional championship, 

But there were other problems, Hansen said. 
They related mainly to what he calls “The 
Chamber of Commerce factor.” 

“Most of the bowls, numerically, are not 
near us,” he said. “And in conjunction with 
that, because of our good weather, we don’t 
have the history of traveling people (to games) 
as teams in the northern part of the country 
do, where they're very glad to go south in 
December and January.” 

To that mix you can add the big-name and 
big-market syndromes. That’s why Hansen 
was so irked at El Paso’s Sun Bowl, one of the 
few Western bowls, which went with Army 
and Alabama, “They seem to be committed to 
taking whoever the SEC wants to send,” Han- 
sen said. “That's injurious to us. And partly 
because of the sponsor (John Hancock), they 
were interested in Army all the way. But 
Washington had beaten Army, and I don’t 
think Army would have competed well in our 
conference.” 

Maybe not, The Cadets’ record was com- 
piled mainly against suspect competition. But 
forget records for amoment. Army represented 
the Northeast, and John Hancock, the huge 
insurance company, is headquartered in Bos- 


QB DUEL, 
ACT Il 


Ten years from now, when America will 
be sitting on the eve of the 21st Century, 
when football will have expanded worldwide, 
and when Bret Johnson and Todd Marino- 
vich will be the respective star quarterbacks 
of the Los Angeles Rams and Raiders, a 
Hollywood screenwriter will pick up this 
magazine from a library computer file look- 
ing for insight into the two young men. 

Far-fetched? Not at all. The only thing 
one can't guarantee is that Johnson and 
Marinovich will be drafted by the Rams and 
Raiders. But it certainly would neatly fit the 
pattern. See, Johnson and Marinovich have 
these parallel careers. They were foes for 
two years in the same league back in high 
school, Johnson at El Toro High and Marin- 
ovich at Capistrano Valley, just five miles 
away in the Orange County area of South- 
ern California. Marinovich set the records, 
Johnson won the titles. They split their two 
meetings, although Todd’s team later had to 
forfeit its win, 

They left high school and moved north — 
Johnson to UCLA, Marinovich to USC, 
now 10 miles apart. And after a redshirt year 
in 1988, the two are prepared to renew their 
personal battle this year as starting college 
quarterbacks, provided they win the jobs. 
As spring ball continued, Marinovich was 
dueling senior Pat O'Hara at USC and John- 
son was battling sophomore Jimmy Bonds 
at UCLA, 

Anything less than Marinovich versus 
Johnson would be a disappointment, at least 
from a screenwriter’s perspective. This is the 
kind of saga which deserves to be played 
out, matching two young men of immense 
talent, similar personalities and intriguing 
backgrounds. 


Marinovich first. In a four-year career, 


first at Mater Dei and then Capistrano Val- 
ley, the 6-4, 210-pound lefthander set nation- 
al prep records with 9,194 passing yards and 
663 completions while passing for 74 touch- 
downs. He’s cut from the classic mold as a 
pro-style quarterback — tall, strong-armed, 

good vision, intelligent. 

But that’s just part of the story. Todd’s 
father, former USC lineman Mary Marino- 
vich, was reared on health and fitness and 
decided to give his only son every possible 
advantage in the athletic arena. By the time 
he was old enough to walk, Todd was stretch- 
ing, exercising and even doing alittle weight- 
training. 

Once Todd showed an inclination to foot- 
ball, Marv began enhancing the workouts 
to adegree that only an East German Olym- 
pic track athlete might be able to under- 
stand. There was vision therapy designed to 
improve his, peripheral vision. There were 
detailed workouts with a passing specialist 
to help his trajectory. Dad detailed a nutri- 
tional program designed to make Todd as 
healthy and as fit as possible. He even con- 
sulted with a Soviet specialist on athletic 
mechanics. 

Tt led California magazine to do a cover 


story on Todd as the “Bionic Quarterback,” 
and People magazine did a feature on him 
as a freshman in high school. The Marino- 
vich legend became so widespread and grew 
so quickly that both father and son began to 
backpedal from it by the time Todd was a 
prep senior. 

And there are those who will privately tell 
you that the legend grew via heavy layers of 
horse manure. The saga says that Todd has 
never tasted fast food or processed sugar as 
part of his nutritional advantages, but there 
are those who say they've seen Todd enjoy 
the taste of a Big Mac or a Twinkie — 
behind dad’s ample back, of course. 

“Thave always wondered what would hap- 
pen if the right athlete with the right genes 
got into the perfect environment for devel- 
opment,” said Mary, an admitted health nut. 
“(But) I wasn’t trying to develop the proto- 
type athlete. When he expressed a desire to 
compete, I got into that with him and he 
thrived on it. 

“At first | was happy Todd was healthy 
and I could contribute as far as his activities

‘were concerned. As he became more suc- 
cessful and his expectations changed, mine 
changed, too.” 

“Some said I was groomed to be a 
quarterback from a young age," said 
Todd. “That's not true. It all started 
as a way to make me healthy. I 
was a receiver in football before I 
ever started throwing footballs, 
and was equally interested in base- 
ball and basketball until I got into 
the eighth grade.” 

Marinovich is supremely confident 
and feels he'll make a collegiate impact 
soon (though he performed poorly in the 
spring). He might have done that last year if 
he had settled on his first college choice, Stan- 
ford. But he decided to maintain family tradi- 
tion and go to USC. Dad went there. So did 
his mom, Trudy. And sister, Traci. And his 
uncle, former USC quarterback Craig Fer- 
tig. Oh, and granddad Henry Fertig, too. 
The chance to redshirt behind Rodney Peete 
last season proved beneficial. For a year at 
least, the emphasis was off Todd Marinovich. 


“After all the publicity, it was like a breath 


of fresh air,” he said. “I knew there were 
other schools I could have attended and 
played right away, but this is where I wanted 
to go to school.” 

Johnson, who was profiled in last year’s 

ion of Don Heinrich’s College Football 
in “Diary of a Recruit,” decided UCLA was 
his school after taking trips to Notre Dame, 
Penn State and USC. Like Marinovich, a 
redshirt year was assured with Troy Aik- 
man in the lineup. The 6-0, 175-pound right- 
hander spent the year learning as much about 
the college game as he could. 

He had less to learn than other freshman. 
quarterbacks. Johnson’s strengths are his 
intelligence and savvy. They helped lead his 
high school team to a 26-2 record and two 
straight league and division titles. He has 
good vision, a good arm and quick feet, 
talents enhanced by his confidence, charisma 
and leadership skills. He threw for 6,734 
yards in his prep career and had 63 touch- 
downs compared to just 26 interceptions, 
only a dozen in his last two years. 

Like Marinovich, Johnson had other 
sports interests but a real advantage in foot- 
ball. His father, Bob Johnson, was a former 
college player and the head coach at El Toro. 
The teaching paid off, certainly, but what 
makes Johnson special are his leadership 
skills, His teammates in high school said his 
determination and savvy were palpable; there 
was never any lack of confidence at El Toro 
when Bret was the quarterback. 

One story had an opposing defensive line- 
man ranting and raving at Johnson during 
one game. The usual response is to ignore 
such antics; the immature response is to lose 
control. Johnson instead directed the offense 
right at the vocal lineman and even told the 
lineman the plays were coming his way. 

Opponents who lost games said he was 
more cocky than charismatic, but that line’s 
thin, anyway. It’s the general image of a 
winner and leader which had UCLA Coach 
Terry Donahue dreaming of a four-year start- 
er when he obtained Johnson’s name on a 
letter of intent. 

“Any quarterback would like the one 

to be a four-year starter,” 

Bret. “But I can’t look at it i 
that, I'm just going into spring 
ball looking to get bet- 
ter and play the best 
I can and not look 

down the road.”

ton. Hancock had about 15 preferred teams 
ona list it submitted to the Sun Bowl. If one 
of the teams got invited, Hancock would 
fork over more money. Army was on the list. 
USC and UCLA were the only Pac-10 teams 
included. 

But Hansen’s biggest quarrel was with the 
Freedom Bowl, which is played in the Pac- 
10's backyard, in Anaheim. How could the 
Freedom Bowl, which ended up with Colo- 
rado and Brigham Young, bypass the Pac-10? 

“I think it was the best conference,” said 
Freedom Bowl Executive Director Tom Starr. 
“But when it came to selection time, we had a 
lot of hard decisions to make. We vowed to 
get two Top 20 teams for the first time, and 
when it came time to get commitments, we did 
just that.” 

Starr gave assurances that the failure to 
invite a Pac-10 team was not a “slap in the 
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‘Steve Broussard, Washington State 


face” at the conference. Pac-10 teams were 
scouted 30 times, he said. The last three Free- 
dom Bowl winners were from the Pac-10. 
Starr said Oregon was being strongly con- 
sidered, until Musgrave got hurt. Arizona? 
“We were very high on them,” he said. “But 
their loss to California made a couple of our 
guys stop and think. The problem was, they 
still had Arizona State after the signing date. 
The problem was, do we gamble?” 

Starr said he was surprised his bowl was so 
“battered about by the Pac-10.” In fact, he 
said he wouldn't mind a Pac-10 tie-in, maybe 
with the second-place team. There's been talk 
of such a deal, provided the runnerup doesn't 
have a bid to a New Year’s Day bowl. The 
Pac-10’s interest is grudging; it doesn’t want 
to admit it needs an automatic invite that 
badly. But that’s exactly what the conference 
may need to prevent a rerun of 1988, the year 
that wasn't. 


KICKING UP 
A STORM 


The Pac-10 is loaded with good place-kick- 
ers this year. In fact, five of the league’s top six 
from 88 are back, and only one team (Oregon) 
has had to replace their kicker. Unfortunately 
for the Ducks, that man was Kirk Dennis, 
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who made 32 field goals over the last two 
seasons. 

Kickers should play a bigger role in confer- 
ence play this year, too. For one, the NCAA 
rule prohibiting use of a tee on field-goal and 
extra-point attempts will likely produce more 
blocked kicks, as well as lower success rates. 
Last year, seven of the 10 regular kickers made 
at least 70 percent of their field-goal tries. 
That's unlikely this year. Meanwhile, field- 
goal attempts should increase, with most of 
the Pac-10's offensive stars (Aikman, Peete, 
Rosenbach, Wilhelm) no longer in school. 
Morestalled drives should mean more empha- 
sis on the kickers. 

Nowhere is that emphasis more pronounced 
than at California, where preseason All-Ameri- 
can Robbie Keen accounted for 35.4 percent 
of the Bears" points last year. Keen made good 
on 21 of his 25 attempts last season, including

13in.arowat one point. His range is phen- 
omenal; his average field goal was 40.4 
yards, and heset a school record with a 55- 
yarder in Cal’s loss to Washington. During 
one stretch last year, Keen made consecutive 
field goals of 45, 47, 52, 55 and 47 yards. 

As good as Keen was last year, the Pac-10's 
best percentage kicker was actually UCLA's 
Alfredo Velasco. He made 16 of his 18 attempts 
(88.9 percent). With quarterback Troy Aik- 
man, who was responsible for 24 touchdowns 
last year, off to the NFL, Velasco's role is sure 
to expand for the Bruins. Velasco doesn’t have 
Keen’s range, but he may be more reliable, 
having made all 27 of his attempts from inside 
40 yards during his career at UCLA. 

Stanford's John Hopkins is also accurate, 
having made 27 field goals in 35 attempts dur- 
ing his two years on The Farm. He's also 
extremely strong on kickoffs. Hopkins ac- 
counted for 35.7 percent of the Cardinal's 
points in 88. 

A notch below the top three are USC's 
Quin Rodriguez and Arizona's Doug Pfaff. 
Rodriguez was 14 for 19 last year (.737), but 
he missed four extra points and managed only 
three field goals longer than 40 yards. Pfaff 
stepped in for the Wildcats when Gary Coston 
was injured and proceeded to make 12 of his 
15 attempts from inside the 50. He was perfect 


on 22 extra-point attempts. Coston (39 for 52 
in his career) will be back to challenge Pfaff 
this fall. 

The strength of the kicking game in the 
Pac-10 is in keeping with tradition. At least 
eight conference products opened last season 
with NFL teams: Jeff Jaeger, Chuck Nelson 
and Mike Lansford (all from Washington); 
Jim Breech, Ray Wersching and Mick Luck~ 
hurst (Cal); Norm Johnson (UCLA); and Max 
Zendejas (Arizona). 


MARC-ED MAN 


Washington Coach Don James had a rough 
year in 88. His Huskies failed to land a bowl 
bid for the first time in 10 years. He lost to 
Washington State (again). He had a blowout 
with the local media. And he was criticized for 
everything froma boring offense to an inabil- 
ity to land any prized recruits, 

But James actually took the most heat for 
the recruit he did land — running back/ wide 
receiver Mare Jones of Oceanside (Calif,) Vista 
High School. Problem was Jones, who rushed 
for 1,216 yards and scored 10 TDs as a high 
school senior in 87, had spent the last year or 
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so in custody after being convicted of assault 
in an altercation which left Jones’ victim par- 
tially blind. His legal problems prompted Colo- 
rado to revoke a scholarship offered to Jones 
in 88, and those same problems also scared 
off San Diego State after local media blasted 
the school for pursuing Jones. That's where 
James and the Huskies stepped in. 

“I feel very good about this,” said James 
after signing Jones to a letter of intent. “I feel 
as good about Marcas I do about most mem- 
bers of the team. We'll probably get ham- 
mered on this, but I believe we're doing the 
right thing, both for the individual and the 
team.” 

James added that Washington's decision 
on Jones was not a hasty one. “I looked into 
the situation more than perhaps any other in 
my 30 years as a coach,” said James, who 
talked with Jones, his family, his coach and 
witnesses to the assault. “His background is 
better than most players we bring in.” 


Jones, who will play split end for the Hus- 
kies, will get a chance to make an immediate 
impact. He was locked in a three-way battle 
with freshman Mario Bailey and senior Andre 
Riley for the starting job during spring drills. 
Jones (6-1, 180) was a wideout as a high school 
junior, catching 54 passes for 1,007 yards be- 
fore being converted to running back. 


QUICK SNAPS 


The official word was that the hiring of 
Dennis Green, who is black, as Stanford's 
new coach was racially blind. But some school 
officials admit that a series of racial incidents 
on campus — anti-black practical jokes 
definitely left an impression on the adminis- 
tration in the weeks prior to Green's hiring. 
A handful of Pac-10 coaches were astonished 
and bothered that Cal should so actively pur- 
sue and sign Prop. 48 candidates, including 
running back Russell White (Charles White’s 
nephew) of Los Angeles’ Crespi High School, 
so soon after Cal Chancellor Art Heyman 
spoke for the passage of Prop. 42 at the Janu- 
ary NCAA convention. Targeting Cal is a 
weak argument, though, since only three Pac- 
10 schools bypassed Prop. 48 kids — UCLA, 
Stanford and USC. ... The Pac-10's favorite 
whipping boy is the Big West Conference: 8-0 
with an average score of 37-13 last season. 
The Oregon “Sin Tax,” designed to generate 
$9 million a year in revenue for the Oregon 
and Oregon State athletic programs via a tax 
on beer sales, was overwhelmingly voted down, 
63 percent to 37, last November. .. . USCsafety 
Cleveland Colter is a cousin of former NFL 
star Earl Campbell... When Washington's 
Don James fired line coach Don Dorazio, it 
was the first time in his career he had ever fired 
a coach.... The Pac-10 went 2-1 in bowl 
games, upping its record in postseason play 
since 1975 to 30-14-2 (.674).... Food for 
thought: Not counting bowl games, the con- 
ference was 27-6 in non-conference play last 
year. However, 20 of those 33 games were 
played at home. In the 13 road games, the 
conference was 8-5. Of those eight wins, only 
one came against a team with a winning record 
(WSU defeated Illinois 44-7).... There was 
progress at Oregon State beyond a heady 4-6- 
I record and a win over Oregon. For the first 
time, Coach Dave Kragthorpe redshirted his 
entire freshman class. In fact, the Beavers red- 
shirted 39 players last season, including walk- 
ons. ... Despite expectations that the Pac-10 
will be down this year, 16 of the 27 players on 
last year’s All-Pac-10 team are back this sea- 
son.... UCLA fans could be heard humming 
this ditty after USC lost to Michigan in the 
Rose Bowl: 

Praise ye 0 Bo Schembechler 

To you we will be true 

for though you are just two-and-seven, 

Larry Smith is oh-and-two

ACADEMIC DISPUTE 
DIVIDES SEC; 
DYE CAST 
AS VILLAIN 


hough certainly no Ivy League, the 
Southeastern Conference vaulted to the 
forefront of the academic reform move- 
ment when it sponsored controversial Propo- 
sition 42 at the 1989 NCAA convention, 

Ushered past a first-vote defeat by SEC 
Commissioner Harvey Schiller and Georgia 
President Dr. Charles Knapp, the new legis- 
lation immediately sparked widespread pro- 
test and criticism. Charges of racism raced 
throughout the country. Georgetown basket- 
ball Coach John Thompson protested with a 
two-game walkout. Temple basketball Coach 
John Chaney threatened a lawsuit. The power- 
ful NCAA Presidents Commission promised 
to see that the measure would be thoroughly 
discussed and possibly repealed at the 1990 
convention, 

All this, however, was not the first criticism 
of the SEC for its stand on partial- and 
non-qualifiers, Though on the surface it 
appeared as if the 10-school SEC were posing 
a unified front (indeed, only Tennessee voted 
against Prop. 42), the national argument over- 
shadowed what has been a pretty feisty con- 
troversy within the league, dating to its May, 
1988 meetings. 

And, as SEC controversies have seemed to 
do lately, everythingcentered on Auburn Head 
Coach Pat Dye, the league-leader in partial- 
and non-qualifiers. After the SEC passed its 
own rule in May 1988 phasing out scholar- 
ships for academic non-qualifiers (which direct- 
ly led to the introduction of Prop. 42 at the 
convention), Dye pronounced himself “nau- 
seated” and portrayed himself as being “for 
the little guy.” 

Prop. 42, which becomes effective Aug. I, 
1990, will prohibit schools from awarding 
athletic scholarships to prospects who do not 
fully qualify under NCAA Bylaw 5-1-(j), also 
known as Prop. 48. That bylaw requires a 
minimum score of 700 on the Scholastic Apti- 
tude Test (SAT) or a 15 on the American Col- 
lege Test (ACT) and a 2.0 grade-point average 
in a core curriculum of 11 academic courses. 
The SEC previously played a role in the pas- 
sage of Prop. 48 at an earlier convention. 

Knapp, who pushed through the SEC’s 
phase-out rule, defended the league's position. 
“My view is that this is nota racial issue,” said 
Knapp. “It’s an issue of academic standards. 
The irony in all this is (that the SEC has come 
in for) criticism on the one hand for bringing 
in kids who have no chance of succeeding 
academically. Now there is criticism for not 
letting in students who can’t succeed, that 
we're being racist. 

“I wouldn't admit anyone at Georgia who 
doesn't have a legitimate chance. Some serious 
questions have been raised. | fully expect the 
issue will be back on the convention floor 
again next year. But I think there is a great 
deal of resolve within the conference for stick- 
ing to Prop. 42.” 
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Notat Tennessee, where Head Coach John- 
ny Majors disputes it. And certainly not in the 
Auburn athletic department, where a Dye- 
hard crusader fights for the impoverished lit- 
tle people — as long as those little people are 
6-6 and 280 or run a 4.3 40.

nity to get a quality education and not give 
him the chance to fail or succeed,” said Dye. “I 
don't understand that. These -guys are not 
born to go to college from day one like our 
college educators. These little old guys are in 
the 10th or I Ith grade before they get a chance 
to be something special. We're eliminating 
that with a pencil. 

“The presidents haven't been in the homes 
and in the projects out there, places where I've 
recruited. When I go into the home, I've got an 
emotional and moral obligation to that family 
to get their kid educated and lead him in the 
right direction to be a man. I may be guilty of 
being for the little guy.” 

Others would say he is guilty of something 
else. Dye’s passion for protecting the poor is 
treated with skepticism by many in the SEC. 
Newspaper columnists regularly roast him be- 
cause his track record is hardly a testimony to 
academia. Critics would like to hear more 
concern from Dye for the 5-5, 140-pound kid 
with no coordination, Yet he does have his 


GOFF — 
RIGHT PLACE, 
RIGHT TIME 


In three emotion-packed weeks last win- 
ter, Georgia's Ray Goff went from losing a 
father figure, to nearly losing his job, to 
becoming the third-youngest head coach in 
Division I-A. 

“It just goes to show that dreams do come 
true,” Goff, now 34, said at the time. “It’s a 
timing thing, | was in the right place at the 
right time. It was a freak of nature, you 
might say.” 

Though he’s 10 years younger than the 
average age of his staff and has been alive 
just nine years longer than Vince Dooley’s 
coaching tenure at Georgia, Goff will try to 
proye that he’s capable of handling one of 
the nation’s top programs. 

He has proved himself asa player. In 1976 
he was named SEC Player of the Year while 
leading Georgia to a 10-2 record and a berth 
in the Sugar Bowl. He has proved himself as 

‘ecruiter, which was his primary role since 

joining the Bulldog staff in 1981 after three 
years at South Carolina, 
‘As a technical coach, he is virtually un- 
tested. He was never a coordinator, never 
even a high school head coach. He coached 
tight ends until 1986 and running backs the 
past two seasons. His first game as decision 
maker will be Sept. 16 against Baylor. “In- 
timidated by the job?” he asked rhetorically 
in his down-home manner. “No, I’m not. 
Maybe it’s because I’m not smart enough to 
know better.” 

He also has an image problem to over- 
come, During a recruiting trip last winter, a 
high school counselor kept talking more to 


offensive line coach Joe Hollis, a man with _ 


graying haireight years Goff’s senior, Finally, 
the counselor apologized, saying, “I just keep 
thinking he’s the head coach,” while point- 
ing to Hollis. 

This is nothing a few victories and an 
SEC title couldn't cure. “I sure don’t want to 
bea failure,” Goff said, “They went out ona 
limb to hire me. I've got to do everything to 
show I deserve their confidence.” 

“They” are Georgia's beleaguered search 
committee, charged with replacing the 201- 
game winner, Dooley. When a school hasn't 
changed head coaches for 25 years, mistakes 
are bound to be made, And they were. 

First, a controversy arose over whether 
former Georgia assistant and current Geor- 
gia Southern Head Coach Erk Russell was 
offered the job. Russell said he turned it 


defenders, who say he speaks from the heart 
and thinks of today’s athletes as being “the 
country kids of my time. 1 know the wants 
and needs of deprived people. I ain't afraid to 
fight uphill.” 

Often, he fights uphill because he digs his 
own holes. Four years ago, Dye drew sharp 
criticism around the country with the ill- 
advised comment that even if the college ath- 
lete doesn’t earn a degree, he is better off than 
if he never had the chance to come to college 
in the first place. 

The thought reeked with self-serving rhet-

down; the school said it was never offered. 

Then, after giving every indication that he 
would come, N.C. State Coach Dick Sheri- 
dan held a Christmas Eve press conference 
to say he had turned the job down. It became 
apparent the search was not going to be a 
PR coup for the university. 

The Bulldogs left for the Gator Bowl with 
recruiting about to heat up and no new head 
coach, The staff was emotionally drained. 
They would have lost their jobs had Sheri- 
dan come. Now, they didn’t know what would 
happen, The three remaining candidates ap- 
peared to be offensive coordinator George 
Haffner, defensive coordinator Dale Strahm 
and Arkansas Head Coach Ken Hatfield. 
After interviewing Hatfield during Cotton 
Bowl week, the committee eliminated him, 
leaving two. 

But also during that week, a groundswell 
among boosters began to form in Goff’s 
favor. He was one of their own, a South 
Georgia boy from Moultrie, a former foot- 
ball hero who was among the most popular 
people in the state. High school coaches love 
him, Parents adore him. Players relate to 
him, He calls his father “Jim Buck” and tells 
visiting reporters his mother’s kitchen is the 
best place to eat in the area. 

If we can’t have a big-name coach, the 
boosters reasoned, let’s at least have one of 
our own. Haffner and Strahm were both 


oric. It was a convenient excuse for not gradu- 
ating athletes and belittled the very reason 
these athletes are supposed to come to college 
in the first place — to earn degrees, 

Dye’s image suffered further when it was 
revealed that running back Brent Fullwood 
stopped attending classes midway through the 
fall of his senior year. Yet Fullwood finished 
the season and played in the bowl game. The 
joke around the SEC became: Why did the 
Auburn War Eagle die? Because Brent Full- 
wood was supposed to feed it on his way to 
class. 


outsiders, and from the North no less. 

As the groundswell grew, Goff met with 
Dooley, his father-confessor, to seek advice. 
He asked Dooley if going for the job would 
be foolish. Dooley smiled and said, with a 
touch of clairvoyance, that the time might 
just be right. 

Two days before 1989, Goff was 
proached in Jacksonville by the selection 
committee and asked to interview. On New 
Year's Day, just hours before the Bulldogs 
were to play Michigan State, Goff met with 
the eight-member panel. Afterwards, the com- 
mittee recommended Goff to school presi- 
dent Dr, Charles Knapp. 

On Jan, 2, barely 10 hours after Georgia’s 
34-27 victory, Goff was introduced at a hast- 
ily called press conference. The surprise move 
was not unprecedented. Dooley was a 31- 
year-old junior varsity coach at Auburn when 
he was hired by Georgia in 1964. 

Still, the announcement caught most peo- 
ple off guard, including Hafiner and Strahm, 
Goff convinced Haffner to stay and told 
him he could open up what had been a con- 
servative offense under Dooley, He did not 
retain Strahm. If Goff learned anything from 
Dooley, it was to hire good coaches and let 
them coach. Goff may not have experience, 
but his assistants do, He brought in 51-year- 
old Richard Bell, with whom he worked 
at South Carolina, and 51-year-old Frank 
Orgel, a former Auburn defensive coordina- 
tor and Georgia alumnus, 

It has not been easy for newcomers in this 
conference, Galen Hall came under severe 
‘ism from Florida boosters for last year’s 
7-5 record despite the limitations of recent 
NCAA probation and serious injury prob- 
lems. Bill Curry, a non-winning coach at 
Georgia Tech, still has not found favor at 
Alabama and probably won't until he wins 
a national title. Even favorite-son Johnny 
Majors at Tennessee has had a love-hate 
affair with the fans in 12 seasons, with the 
accent on hate during last year’s 0-6 start, 

Goffshould have a wonderful honeymoon, 
He inherits a team that is coming off succes- 
sive 9-3 seasons. He gained immediate wide- 
spread acceptance, tempered only by his lack 
of experience, Then he popped the cork on 
‘one of the nation’s top recruiting classes. He 
will be given chances an outsider would not. 
Even Dooley told him, “I assure you, you'll 
have 10 times the support [ had when I came 
here,” 

To all this Goff smiles and cautions that a 
different atmosphere exists now than when 
Dooley came. “They're used to winning 
now,” he said, “They expect to go on win- 
ning. They say, ‘You're a nice guy,’ but that 
won't help down on the field. I don’t want 
anybody in five, six or seven years to say 
they made a stupid mistake.” 


Another reason for Dye’s dislike of the 
phase-out was his success in signing so-called 
“Prop. 48's.” From 1986 to 1988, Dye signed 
17 of them. According to a survey done by the 
Atlanta Journal and Constitution, that figure 
includes a league-leading six non-qualifiers 
who were ineligible for the 1988 season. 

Mississippi State was next with five. Ole 
Miss and Georgia signed four each and Ala- 
bama three. Dye’s non-qualifier yield for 1989 
has yet to be determined. National testing 
concluded in June. 

Georgia now refuses to enroll any signees 
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Cedric Kline, Tennessee 
If 


who turn out to be partial- or non-qualifiet 
they don't make their test score or core curri 
lum requirements, they are cast adrift, Quite 
naturally, Dye’s chief foil in all this became 
s Vince Dooley. Oddly enough, Dye 
graduated from Georgia and Dooley from 
Auburn. 

The events which led to this showdown are 
rooted in Georgia's own academic abuses. 
Following the infamous 1986 Jan Kemp trial, 
which revealed some preferential treatment 
for athletes, Georgia decided on its own to 
deny admission to any athlete who did not 
achieve both a 2.0 GPA and a 700 SAT or 15 
1 non-qualifiers are eligible to 
SEC schools (though Vanderbilt 
does not admit any because of traditionally 
higher standards). If they perform well aca- 
demically, they can regain eligibility after one 
year. 

As of last season, 10 of Auburn’s first II 
“Prop. 48's” were still in school. The 1 Ith left 
for reasons other than academics, according 
to Dye. 

Georgia’s stance might have made sense 
academically. But athletically it was causing 
problems. The Bulldogs found themselves com- 
peting against players whom they could not 
admit. So they decided to strike out for parity. 

‘They began making extensive use of junior 
colleges, in some cases arranging for a pros- 
pect to finish his requirements in just over one 
year and then return to Georgia. The Bulldogs 
also began trying to “create a level field,” as 
Knapp called it, by pushing for a phase-out of 
“Prop, 48's,” 

Dye liked neither move, and said so very 
strongly. “I don't like what Georgia's done,” 
said Dye. “I think every kid who grows up in 
Georgia should have the opportunity to go to 
the University of Georgia, I told Vince I don't 
like it. 1 don’t think it’s fair.” 

About the Bulldogs’ use of junior colleges 
for signees who aren't admitted, Dye said, 
“They've circumvented the rule, It just doesn’t 
make sense. Why make us do that? I can't 
believe the answer to Proposition 48 is send- 
ing them to junior colleges. I’m not against 
junior colleges, and we'll work closely with 
them, but I don't believe a junior college is the 
best route to get a kid ready to pass at Auburn 
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or Georgia or any other institution,” 


Sometimes Georgia's plan backfires, Tai 
back Alfred Rawls signed with Georgia in 
1986 and was not admitted. He attended North- 
eastern Oklahoma Junior College for two years 
and then decided to attend Kentucky instead 
of Georgia. Last fall he scored the winning 
touchdown on a 48-yard romp in a 16-10 
upset of the Bulldogs. 

Only one player who was not admitted to 
Georgia actually finished junior college in 
a year (going a summer semester, fall semes- 
ter, winter semester and summer semeste: 
He is starting cornerback Ben Smith. Ironi 
cally, Auburn will have as many former Geor- 
gia non-qualifiers on its roster as Georgia. 
Linebacker Reggie Barlow attended TMI 
Academy in Tennessee after signing with Geor- 
gia. He later signed with Auburn and is ex- 
pected to contribute this year, 

Dooley did not appreciate Dye’s comments 
and struck back in more diplomatic terms, 
“I's a good thing the presidents run the con- 
ference,” said Dooley. “Coaches have tunnel 
vision, They want to win, to save their jobs. 
Pat and I don’t see eye to eye on certain issues. 
I favor what the Southeastern Conference has 
done. It has set a national tone, Some people 
keep saying we should move more slowly, that 
we should wait and see what effect Proposi- 
tion 48 and the partial-qualifier provision will 
have on athletes’ academic performance, Ask- 
ing for more time is simply a delaying action, 

“I don’t particularly think that every indi- 
vidual should come to the flagship of a state, 
an academic institution, if he is not qualified 
in every way to come. I think it would be very 
good if every state had a junior college that 
played football and allowed these kids an op- 
portunity to go to school and prove them- 
selves academically while playing football. 

“We took a bold step and stuck our necks 
out because it was the right thing to do. As 
athletic director, | know it’s the right thing.” 

The exchange led some to believe a feud 
had developed between the two schools, In- 
deed, some wondered if Auburn's success had 
motivated Georgia to seek the phase-out rule 
of partial- and non-qualifiers. Auburn is Geor- 

biggest SEC rival, on the field and in 


Auburn recruits heavily within the 
state of Georgia, annually taking some of the 
top recruits. 

Two of the Tigers’ three starters on a 1988 
defensive line that was considered perhaps 
the best in the nation came from Georgi: 
‘They included Outland Trophy winner Tracy 
Rocker. In addition, Georgia has defeated 
Auburn only once since 1982. 

The motives existed for Georgia to have a 
personal vendetta against Dye, though uni- 
versity officials deny it, Dooley even says there 
is nothing resembling a feud between him and 
Dye. “I have an excellent relationship with 
Pat,” Dooley said. “We have a basic philo- 
sophical difference that’s not really that di 
ferent when you analyze it. We both agree 4 
that every kid out of high school ought 
to have some opportunity to go to col- 
lege. It’s just, ‘Where?’ Pat thinks they 
ought to have the opportunity to go 
to the state university.” 
Dye also put himself at odds_ 
with some ADs and the commis- 
sioner by claiming the new 
phase-out rule will promote 


cheating. “We have always 
managed to find a way to, 
win, and we'll continue 


to find a way,” said Dye. “People will figure a 
way to get them in school.” 

Perhaps that was too prophetic. Around 
the time Dye said this, he was accused by a 
recruit’s father of guaranteeing that the player 
would be academically eligible for his fresh- 
man year, The father, Robert Dare of Enter- 
prise, Ala,, said Dye told him he could arrange 
for his son to take the ACT in Lake Wales, 
Fla., where it would be administered by a rela- 
tive of an Auburn assistant coach, 

Dye vigorously denied the allegations. 
A school investigation cleared him of wrong- 
doing. But it still makes for anice coincidence, 


QUICK SWITCH 


Doing his best Harvey Schiller impersona- 
tion, Georgia's Vince Dooley resigned as head 
coach and athletic director, false 
for governor, then abruptly returned to half of 
his old job. 

Schiller, who most observers say almost 
certainly will be running the U.S. 
Committee in the near future, h 
of his time interviewing for jobs since coming 
to the SEC as commissioner from the Air 
Force Academy in 1986, He nearly was named 
executive director of the NCAA. He was 
named executive director of the USOC, but 
abruptly changed his mind and returned to 
the league office. No one expects him to plant 
roots. 

Dooley, who shelved a run for the senate in 
1985, ended months of speculation last Dec. 
14 when he announced his resignation after 
201 victories and 25 seasons at Georgia. At 
the time, he said he would pursue “other inter- 
ests,” including politics or private business,

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Nearly everyone believed he had severed ties 
with Georgia. A search for a new AD began. 
Every indication pointed to a race for the gov- 
ernor’s job in the 1990 election, He even punc- 
tuated his resignation speech as football coach 
with comments on education, drugs and crime. 
He then began a series of speeches around the 
state in January. 

But on Feb. 5, he abruptly announced he 
would not run for governor and would instead 
remain as AD. Dooley said he discovered that

his heart 
simply was not in 
politics. 

This decision, Dooley says, closes 
the door on his political career. Even so, one 
of his favorite phrases is “I never say never.” 
Schiller knows that one well, too. 


BEAT THE CLOCK 


Next time you want to go to a football 
game but don’t want to invest the customary 
three hours-plus, try Auburn when the Tigers 
are playing a patsy. Chances are you'll be 
home in no time. 

That's what happened last year when the 
Tigers played host to also-ran Kansas. By 
halftime, the Jayhawks’ day was already long. 
They trailed 42-0. So, after a little discussion 
among Kansas Head Coach Glenn Mason, 
Auburn Head Coach Pat Dye and head offi- 
cial Jimmy Harper, the second half was cut 
short when the clock was allowed to run at 
times it normally would have been stopped. 

Apparently the practice is not uncommon 
in blowouts. “I'm amazed that anybody caught 
it this time,” said Harper. The extra time was 
run off based on “years of experience,” said 
Harper, an SEC official since 1963. After in- 
complete passes, for example, he let extra 
time elapse before signaling to stop the clock. 
He also signaled the clock to restart as soon as 
ateam broke its huddle instead of waiting for 
the ball to be snapped. According to the offi- 
cial play-by-play sheet, 50 seconds elapsed 
between one incomplete pass and the next 
play. Inall, Harper figures Kansas was spared 
10 minutes during a 56-7 defeat. 

According to Bobby Gaston, the SEC super- 
visor of officials, an NCAA rule states, “The 
playing time of any remaining period or peri- 
ods may be shortened by mutual agreement of 
the opposing head coaches and the referee.”

CRAWL 


No matter how they do on the field, Ala- 
bama’s football players and coaches are hop- 
ing the storms of last year don’t return. From 
a series of preseason brushes with the law 

to midseason brushes with fans, the Tide 
went through a maelstrom of controversy. 


Perhaps the most highly publicized 

preseason incident involved Heisman 

Trophy candidate Bobby Humph- 

rey, who was attacked by a 

jack-handle-wielding man at 

a local nightspot, It apparent- 

ly was a case of mistaken 
identity. 

After the Tide blew a 12-0 

lead and lost 22-12 to Ole Miss 

— at their homecoming, no less 

— offensive coordinator Don 

Lindsey charged a group of heck- 

ling fans. 

‘The next week, someone threw 

a brick through Coach Bill Cur- 

ty’s office window. Tide quar- 

terbacks were quickly eliminated 

as suspects since none of them 

threw accurately enough to hit the 

window. 

‘The most intriguing incident involved 

the postponement of a game at Texas 

A&M. Curry, citing a threat from Hurri- 

cane Gilbert, refused to take his team to 

College Station for the Sept. 17 game. Natu- 

rally, the weather turned out to be sunny and 

mild on game day. A&M fans immediately 

began referring to a new entree in College Sta- 
tion: “Chicken Curry.” 

The game was rescheduled for Dec. 1, and 
Alabama found some salve to the season with 
a 30-10 win over then-troubled A&M. Aggie 
fans, said ‘Bama supporters, got their just 
desserts. 

Before the season even began, there were 
reports that former player Lee Roy Jordan 
was being approached to replace AD Steve 
Sloan and fire Curry. ESPN reported in No- 
vember that ‘Bama alums were trying to raise 
$2 million to buy out Curry’s pact, but school 
officials denied it and gave him a vote of con- 
fidence after the A&M win. 


QUICK SNAPS 


Besides Curry, Florida’s Galen Hall also 
received his share of criticism and was report- 
edly close to being fired late last year. He 
instead got a vote of confidence. Kentucky's 
Jerry Claiborne was awarded a four-year ex- 
tension to his pact despite so-so seasons, the 
school president noting academic achievements 
by the program as the rationale for the exten- 
sio The SEC is generally considered one 
of the toughest football leagues in the coun- 
try. Yet this year, it will boast three of the 
nation’s youngest Division I-A coaches: Geor- 
gia’s Goff (34), LSU's Mike Archer (35) and 
Mississippi State’s Rockey Felker (35). Van- 
derbilt’s Watson Brown is also a kid at 39... 
During the 1980s, the SEC has had more 
teams appear in bowls than any league in the 
nation. SEC teams have been in 50, eight 
more than runner-up Big Ten. Every SEC 
team has also appeared in a bowl in the decade, 
the only conference with that distinction. ... 
As good as the SEC may be, it hasn't pro- 
duced a starting NFL quarterback since Rich- 
ard Todd left Alabama in 1976.... Goff may 
be known as an outstanding recruiter, but 
he'll never live down the evening he fell asleep 
in D.J. Dozier’s living room while Dooley was 
giving his pitch. D.J. signed with Penn State. 
*.. Mississippi, facing a $500,000 deficit in 
football income because of poor attendance, 
is getting a boost from former All-America 
quarterback Archie Manning. He’s revived 
his old Archie’s Army fan club and turned it 
into a fund-raising group.

THE SWC EMERGES 
FROM NCAA 
DOGHOUSE 


outhwest Conference Commissioner 

Fred Jacoby spoke too soon the first 

time he hailed a newera in the league a 

few years ago, after the NCAA's Cheat Police 

handed out tickets at SMU, Texas, TCU and 

Texas Tech. After such an unprecedented 

league-wide sweep, Jacoby and the rest of 

the conference officials and coaches naturally 
assumed things couldn't get worse. 

Obviously they neglected to notice Texas 
A&M and Houston speeding toward NCAA 
probation, which both teams received last 
season. Texas A&M was handed a two-year 
penalty in September and may face further 
penalties. Houston was hit with a three-year 
probation, its third penalty in 20 years (others 
were 1966-68 and 1977). 

The Aggies’ sins cost them their savior/ 
coach Jackie Sherrill, who resigned after De- 
cember’s hush-money controversy surround 
ing former Aggie George Smith. It also tainted 
A&M's three-year Cotton Bowl reign that 
ended last season, although Aggies fans found 
the loss of Sherrill more lamentable. So much 
for the “cheaters never win” cliche mother 
always told you about. 

The Cougars will serve time for violations 
that occurred under retired coach Bill Yeo- 
man, just when it seemed that coaching heir 
Jack Pardee was going to run-and-shoot the 
program back to the top of the conference. 

So what's next? Arkansas under investiga- 
tion? Baylor buys recruit? Rice pays its way 
out of the SWC basement with $100 hand- 
shakes? Nope, what's next is a few well-timed 
words from Mr. Jacoby. Yes, it’s finally a new 
era in the squeaky-clean Southwest Confer- 
ence — or so one hopes — where the tradi- 
tional nice guys are starting to finish first. 
Check the latest news coming from the league’s 
unsanctioned trio: 

© Arkansas makes last year’s Cotton Bowl 
under the strict guidance of Bible-thumping 
Coach Ken Hatfield, then born-again Hatfield 
suspends his two best senior linemen, offen- 
sive standout Freddie Childress and defensive 
All-American Wayne Martin, for unspecified 
team rules violations. A 17-3 loss to UCLA 
follows, but Hog integrity is intact. 

© Baylor Coach Grant Teaff lands the top 
recruiting class in the league, Suddenly Waco 
is the place to be as the state’s top-rated run- 
ning back, Robert Strait, agrees to wear Bear 
green, Teaff has scowled at his league cohorts 
in recent years as the chairman of the coaches’ 
ethics committee for the American Football 
Coaches Association, but now he says he’s 
pinching himsélf over the attention Baylor re- 
ceived from recruits who shunned the league’s 
scandal schools. 

© And Rice? Well, it remains the league 
school most likely to land the most players on 
the all-academic team. Somebody has to do it. 
Former Hatfield assistant Fred Goldsmith left 
the Razorbacks last season to try to save the 
Owls from another smart, but losing, season.

qualify the Owls for the “resurgent” tag. They 
haven't won in 18 games, and they open against 
just-resurrected SMU. 

Nowhere are the conference's changing times 
more evident than with the Mustangs, who 
will field a team of mostly freshmen and 
sophomores while trying to bring their pro- 
gram back from the NCAA’s Death Penalty. 
The new athletic director is Stanford and 
Northwestern product Doug Single, and the 
new coach is the tough disciplinarian, Forrest 
Gregg. Participation and survival are the keys 
here, since no one expects talent-thin SMU to 
be competitive with anyone, with the possible 
exception of Rice. 

The contenders, meanwhile, will be the 
cleanest bunch in years. 

Texas Coach David McWilliams will start 
feeling the strength of the top-flight recruiting 
classes he began bringing to Austin three years 
ago, A quarterback controversy is likely to 
rage the way it always has at Texas, but if one 
of the young Longhorn arms can take com- 
mand, so could Texas. 

At Arkansas, Hatfield is poised for another 
title run, with experienced starters Quinn 
Grovey, a junior quarterback, and Barry 
Foster, a junior fullback, returning. Texas 
A&M is eligible for the Mobil Cotton Bowl 
and could win the league title with the SWC’s 
most dangerous returning back, junior Darren 

Lewis. He finished second in the nation in 

rushing last year, behind Heisman winner 
Barry Sanders of Oklahoma State. 
There are other signs, too. It was 
the SWC which created the NCAA 
convention legislation two years 
ago that banned boosters from 
the recruiting process, a bold step 
in the right direction, at least 
in terms of NCAA enforcement. 
And, after 43 of the Top 100 prep 
stars left the state in 1988, the 
conference produced a 13-minute 
video on its merits, designed to 
keep the kids home. It worked in 
the case of Baylor’s Strait, who 
was leaning toward Southern Cali- 
fornia before viewing the video. 

Jacoby, who came to the SWC 
in 1982 from the Mid-American 

Conference, was being honest when he 
spoke prematurely about cleanliness. The con- 
sensus in the conference was that the worst 
was over, and everyone was “on notice” to 
stay clean. But no one knew the situations at 
A&M and Houston would become as tawdry 
as they did. 

“I’m not smart enough to know how to 
legislate morality and integrity,” he said at the 
time. “Where the correcting has to be done is 
at the institutions.” 

So it has, and for once it could be a season 
where football makes the conference headlines 
instead of the NCAA. But while that means 
the league’s public relations black eye could 
be fading, other less-visible conference in- 
juries remain. The league continues to suffer 
where the probations hit it the hardest — 
in the wallet. The loss of television revenue 
is the greatest hardship, and it goes beyond 
the conference. The league snickered when 
their neighbors to the north, Oklahoma and 
Oklahoma State, had their own NCAA run- 
ins, but the league athletic directors soon 
were crying. Texas AD DeLoss Dodds says 
the Longhorns will lose $400,000 just because 
the annual Texas-Oklahoma game cannot 
be televised. A&M and Houston will not 
be televised anytime soon, and SMU'’s choice 


WELCOME 
BACK, 
SMU 


Everyone thought the NCAA term “Death 
Penalty” referred to Southern Methodist 
University’s precedent-setting absence from. 
football the past two seasons for repeated 
NCAA violations. But there are 42 brave 
scholarship athletes who have an entirely 
different concept. 

Those 42 are the players at SMU who will 
attempt to resurrect the Mustangs under 
Coach Forrest Gregg. Death, indeed. The 
Mustangs will play an Il-game schedule 
against teams operating with more than twice 
‘as many scholarship players. That 95-42 dis- 
advantage should prove difficult, which was 
the whole idea behind the penalty. The 
NCAA canceled SMU’s 1987 season, SMU 
canceled its 1988 season, and now Gregg 
is ready to begin the s-I-o-w road back to 
normal strength. 

‘The truth be known, Gregg isn't sure where 
the Mustangs are starting on that road. 

“We can't compare ourselves to anybody 
else because we haven't played in two years,” 
Gregg said. “We didn’t even have any films 
to show the first group (of recruits) about 
how we wanted things run. At least the group 
we have coming in the fall will have films to 
watch. They'll be able to see it done right by 
the first ones. They'll have some role mod- 
els, Really, we'll just be shooting in the dark 
for a while.” 

The Mustangs will be taking their best 
shot with a run-and-shoot offense similar to 
the one that turned Houston around under 
Coach Jack Pardee. The system will have a 
few quirks of its own, but Gregg said it isn’t 
a quick-fix gimmick. Oh, Gregg plans to 
win, but for a year or two, success for SMU. 
will mean simply making progress. It likely 
won't add up to many victories. 

The best chances in '89 will likely come in 
September. The Mustangs open Sept. 2 with 
SWC cellar perennial Rice, and also face 
Division I-AA Connecticut Sept. 16. The 
bloodiest date on the slate is a November 
trip to Notre Dame. There was no effort to 
duck the game: Gregg and Athletic Director 
Doug Single figure the experience will be 
good for the school, the players, and future 
recruiting, 

“You never go into a season without the 
desire to win,” said Gregg, who took his 
“team” to four SWC games last year as spec- 
tators, and conducted game-like scrimmages 
every Friday. “We're no different, but we 
also know that depth and experience are 
going to be a problem. What we want to do 
is grow and improve as the season goes on.” 

According to Gregg, success also is going 
to mean athletes who are students, and 
boosters who are content to buy a ticket to 
refurbished Ownby Stadium, rather than 
buy SMU’s way to victory with recruiting 
dollars. 

Gregg can back up his academic promise 
by pointing to six National Honor Society 
high school recruits, three who were all- 
district academic team members as high 

school seniors, two Presidential Academic 


Award winners, and freshman linebacker 
Darren Harrington, who was a semifinalist 
in his high school’s National Merit Scholar 
program. 

Gregg has been up front with his disdain 
for booster cheating from the start. He kicked 
off SMU’s new honest approach two years 
ago when he returned to his alma mater to 
supervise the first rebuilding of a disbanded 
team. He offered to kick butt if his fellow 
alumni wanted to interfere with SMU’s new 
attitude, 

“What would you do if you find an alum- 
nus giving a player money?” was one of 
Grege’s first press conference questions. “I'd 
punch him right in the nose,” Gregg an- 
swered, without smiling. 

Gregg has proceeded to adapt his lengthy 
NFL coaching experience to the tedium of 
the college coaching staple, recruiting. The 
‘Mustangs won't have strength in numbers 
because of NCAA scholarship limits, but 
they'll fill up to 68 additional roster posi- 
tions with walk-ons. Gregg is counting on 
both types of players to contribute and has 
said a bowl is possible by 1992 

The Mustangs’ best new player is one 
of the few remaining old players, receiver 
Michael Bowen. Bowen lettered at SMU in 
1986, then transferred to Georgia where he 
returned punts and kickoffs while playing 
defensive back. He could have kept his schol- 
arship with the Bulldogs, but he chose to 
return to SMU as a walk-on to become a 
receiving back in Gregg’s run-and-shoot. 

Scholarship quarterbacks Casey Clyce and 
Dan Freiburger will direct the offensive 
attack, Clyce has a year of learning the Gregg 
system in practice, but Freiburger is a Gregg 
project, a recruit Gregg said he hopes is typi- 
cal of the kind of player SMU is keeping a 
close watch for. He is 6-5 and 205, 
but didn’t play organized football 
until he went to prep school in Salts- 
burg, Pa., where he appeared in 
five games. 

Bowen won't be the only walk- 
‘on who could make the starting 
lineup. Lineman Oscar Rosales 
‘was too small at 5-11 and 245 to 
be heavily recruited, but he’s 
quick and should fit right into 
SMU’s new style. Matt Wisen- 

baker (6-2, 255) is also a walk- 
on lineman with starting prom- 
ise. Chris Collins is a 6-3 line- 
backer who transferred from 
Pacific to walk on for the 
Mustangs and almost surely 
will start. After graduating 
from high school, Collins 
grew a couple of inches, 
making hima much better 
freshman player for Pacific 
than expected. 

Gregg’s top freshman 
recruiting prizes last year 
were running backs Kevin 
Love, of Cypress Creek, 

Texas; Rongea Hill, of 
San Antonio; and Cary 
Brabham, of Hughes 
Springs, Texas. Brab- 
hamand Lovealso play 
defensive back, and all 


among thestate’s Top 
100 recruits. Brabham. 


rushed for 2,630 yards and 44 touchdowns 
as a high school senior. Hill ran for 1,316 
yards and 20 touchdowns. 

Gregg was pleased with his recruiting 
debut, considering that part of the Death 
Penalty included limits on the number of 
coaches allowed to recruit and the obvious 
roadblocks of not having games for recruits 
to visit or a track record to sell. 

“About three weeks (before signing day) I 
was pulling my hair out,” Gregg said. “Then 
all of asudden things started to happen. We 
were able to get commitments from the of- 
fensive line first, and that really drew the 
attention from the running backs, wide re- 
ceivers and a quarterback. Of the 36 student- 
athletes we brought in (for visits), we lost 
only one football player we wanted to some- 
one else.” 

The class of 25 will join a handful of SMU. 
sophomore players who spent their fresh- 
man years practicing in the fall and spring. 
They all suffered along with Gregg during 
the $1.5 million renovations to the locker 
rooms, field and coaching offices at Ownby 
Stadium — capacity 23,600 — the on- 
campus facility where SMU will now play 
its games, 

The stadium is spartan compared with 
Texas Stadium, the home of the Cowboys, 
where SMU had played its games since 1979. 
But the new surroundings go back to tradi- 
tion, since SMU last played there in 1946, 
and go along with the non-pro image SMU 
is trying to cultivate. Gregg doesn't mind 
that image at all. He’s just hoping the Mus- 
tangs can win a few games at the same time. 
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to play in tiny Ownby Stadium (capacity 
23,600), rather than the NFL Cowboys’ Texas 
Stadium (63,855), will cost opponents some 
more gate money. Even Arkansas, which 
averaged 49,065 for six home dates last sea- 
son, is having trouble meeting ever-climbing 
costs, 

“For the first time since I've been at Arkan- 
sas, our income did not equal our expenses,” 
Athletic Director Frank Broyles said. “We 
had to get money out of reserve. You think 
I'm not worried? You give me back what the 
conference lost from (television and bowl 
revenues), then we'll be balanced.” 

That'll be awhile. Until the SWC cheating 
cleanup is complete and the probations are 
finished (sometime in 1992), the league will 
have to struggle at the bank. 

“We're not panicking, but we won't be a 
big-time conference if it continues to deterio- 
rate,” Broyles said, “Really, our conference is 
not a big-time conference because of money.” 

And the revenues dried up when the NCAA 
penalties rained down. Alas, the lessons of 
cheating continue in the SWC. But the new 
era is just around the corner.

NO SEQUEL HERE 


Texas A&M’s R.C. Slocum may have 
moved from being an assistant on Jackie Sher- 
rill’s staff to the head coach this season, but he 
has gone out of his way to make it clear he 
isn’t a Sherrill sequel. 

Sherrill resigned from the Aggies helm last 
December after reports that he paid “hush 
money” to a former player who was prepared 
to speak to NCAA investigators and author a 
“tell-all” book. Sherrill denied all, but resigned 
in “the best interests of the school,” while 
pocketing a $684,000 contract settlement. 

Slocum’s contract stipulates that if he is 
caught cheating, he will be terminated with no 
settlement. It's a clause he’s taking seriously. 
“What I'm telling (alumni) is, ‘Basically, there’s 
nothing you can do,” Slocum said. “‘I don’t 
want you writing, calling, talking, doing any- 
thing with any of our recruits, We'll handle 
recruiting. Send your checks to us and sit in 
the stands and yell for us — that’s what we 
need you to do.” 

Slocum has professed to know nothing of 
the A&M charges that brought NCAA pro- 
bation to the school, and he was not named 
in any of the violations on the final report. 
The closeness of the experience has sparked 
Slocum to become a crusader against 
shady dealings, “There are a few cheaters 
in this world, but the problem and the 
direction we should go is to find those 
cheaters, identify those guys, and then 
get them out of the game,” Slocum 
said. 

He said the situation at A&M and 
in the conference as a whole pro- 
vides an opportunity to wipe the 
record clean. “With all the things we've 
been through in this conference, and the ad- 
verse publicity, I think in the long run we will 
have gained from this situation,” he said. “I 
think we are in better shape than perhaps we 
ever have been, from the standpoint of com- 
pliance with NCAA legislation.” 


RECRUITING 
ROULETTE

timely call to a high school recruit can make 
all the difference, but that wasn't what he had 
in mind last December when he phoned Cart- 
er High School’s football office in Dallas. 


There, blue chip linebacker Jesse Armstead, 
and highly prized defensive backs LeShai 
Maston and Derrick Evans were sitting around 
the coaches’ office. Realizing that they all had 
an open weekend coming up that could be 
filled by a college visit, they agreed that the 
next recruiter to ring the office phone would 
be their destination. 

They didn’t have to wait long. Carter had 
just won the Texas state championship, and 
every recruiter in America had the number, 
buta trip to not-so-wild Waco, Texas, wasn’t 
what they had in mind. 

True to their pact, though, the three were 
Teaff's guests for the weekend, and Maston 
was so moved by the visit he signed with Bay- 
lor. Evans decided to go to Tennessee, and he 
tried to make his commitment memorable by 
signing and presenting his letter of intent from 
a hot tub in his home. Armstead one-upped 
his buddies by signing with Miami from a 
suite in Dallas’ expensive Loews Anatole 
Hotel. 

But after Coach Jimmy Johnson’s depar- 
ture to the NFL Cowboys in late February, 
Armstead said he was considering a transfer. 
Still have that number, Coach Teaff? 


TWO-YEAR HITCH 


Rice’s Fred Goldsmith took over the Owls" 
vacant head coaching job after assisting Ar- 
kansas Coach Ken Hatfield with last year’s 

Cotton Bowl edition of the Razorbacks. 

Goldsmith said he plans to stick around 

longer than the last two coaches —Jerry 

Berndt, who left to coach Temple last 
year, and Watson Brown, who coached 
two years at Rice before he left to coach 
his alma mater, Vanderbilt. 
“They're going to have to carry me out of 

here dead or sick, or fire me,” Goldsmith 
said. “I'm going to be here for (the players). I 
promised them I intend to remain here at Rice 
University.” 

For stability’s sake, it wouldn't hurt to have 
a winning season for a change. The Owls last 
did that in 1963, going 6-4. With that kind of 
history, it’s easy to see why Berndt’s 1986 team 
had Owls fans dancing in the streets of Hous- 
ton with a 4-7 record. 

Goldsmith is the ninth coach to lead Rice 
since the glory year of °63, and he’s confident 
he can bring back a winning record. First, 
though, he'll have to break an 18-game losing 
streak, the nation’s longest. He started by put- 
ting together a respectable recruiting class, 
considering he had just three weeks to work 
with from his job acceptance until signing 
day. 

Somewhere on the agenda, putting fans 
back in the stands has to bea priority if Rice’s 
financial problems are to be solved. The Owls 
attracted an average of just 15,700 fans for six 
home dates last year in 70,000-seat Rice Sta- 
dium. “The winning and the attendance prob- 
lem go together, obviously,” Goldsmith said. 
“I wouldn't have come here if I thought we 
wouldn't win. I expect that to take care of 
some of the financial problems.” 


QUICK SNAPS 


At Arkansas, Hatfield was forced to replace 
long-time offensive coordinator Goldsmith 
with Clemson’s Jack Crowe when Goldsmith 
went to Rice. Hatfield said Crowe will help the 
Razorbacks take another step toward improv- 


ing their passing game, which gained new 
emphasis last year with quarterback Quinn 
Groyey.... At Texas, Coach David McWil- 
liams shuffled out defensive coordinator Paul 
Jette (in favor of former Colorado State Head 
Coach Leon Fuller), and demoted offensive 
coordinator John Mize (replaced by former 
Texas A&M offensive coordinator Lynn Ame- 
dee). “I really like the wide-open style of Lynn's 
offenses,” McWilliams said. “He’s a great 
game-day coach”... TCU Coach Jim Wacker 
brought in offensive coordinator Ben Griffith 
and asked him to give his offense a make- 
over. Wacker is jumping on the league’s run- 
and-shoot bandwagon popularized by Hous- i 
ton’s Jack Pardee.... SMU Coach Forrest 
Gregg’s offense also will run-and-shoot, but 
Griffith will have the Horned Frogs running a 
“triple-shoot,” a variation that sees a bit more 
passing than the other two.... How good is 
Arkansas’ Hatfield as a recruiter? Well, ask

efore Mike McGee became Dr. Mike 

McGee, Athletic Director at South- 

ern Cal, he was a good football coach 

better than good when it came to the defen- 
sive side of the ball. 

At his beloved alma mater, Duke Univer- 
sity, McGee fashioned teams in the "70s that 
almost defied defensive logic. His 1971 team, 
for instance, surrendered 24 points over the 
course of five games that included Florida, 
South Carolina, Virginia, Stanford and Clem- 
later, he put together a completely 


rebuilt defensive unit that allowed only one 
The 
h- 


opponent to score more than 17 points. 
schedule that year featured Alabama, W: 
ington, Stanford, Clemson and Maryland. 
at sort of work, McGee's Blue Devils 
were rewarded with an I1-I] record during 
the two-year period, and by 1979, McGee was 
gone, Why couldn't the Devils win? Because 
the school didn't have enough players, esp 
cially on offense, The players McGee did have 
were well conditioned, mentally tough and 
bright — extremely bright, as ina team-aver- 
age 1100 SAT score. 

“We could use our mentality more to our 
advantage on defense than offense,” McGee 
said. “If you're smart and willing to learn, you 
can learn some short-cuts that can help you 
play defense.” 

A decade later, Duke's academic require- 
ments have grown progressively higher. The 
incoming class of recruits averaged almost 
1300 on the boards. If pattern holds, approx- 
imately 95 percent of the 18 signees will grad- 

uate — in four years. But wait. The 1988 Blue 
Devils, directed by ACC Coach of the Year 
averaged 29.5 points and won 
The ACC Player of the Year was 
Blue Devil quarterback Anthony Dilweg. His 
teammate, flanker Clarkston Hine: 
league, and tailback Roger Boone was among 
the ACC's top rushers and receivers. All this 
from a team which one preseason magazine 
labeled, “everybody's favorite homecoming 
opponent.” 

What happened? For starters, Spurrier is 
himself a very inventive coach, the offensive 
image of MoGee. A Heisman Trophy winner 
(1966) as a Florida quarterback, 
brought a brazen offensive philosophy to 
Duke, one that meshed a pro passing game 
with a Wee Willie Keeler batting philos- 
ophy — hit ‘em where they ain't.

But something else happened to help Duke 
during the past decade. The rest of the college 
grid world was nudged closer to the academic 
well when the NCAA enacted its Proposition 
48, regulating freshman eligibility, in 1986. 
The ensuing nationwide emphasis on stronger 
academics has helped the ACC, perhaps more 
than any other conference. 

“It (Prop. 48) has been a factor, no ques- 
tion,” Spurrier said. “It’s evened things out 
and made it easier for schools in our league to 
go arm-to-arm against schools that have been 
traditionally stronger.” 

The evidence is right there in the bowl pud- 
ding of the past two seasons. Last year, ACC 
champ Clemson whipped Oklahoma in the 
Florida Citrus Bowl and N.C. State outscored 
Towa in the Peach. In 1987, Virginia and Clem- 
son came home with bowl wins over BYU and 
Penn State. The fact that ACC schools are 4-0 
in bowl games since the inception of Prop. 
48 probably is no fluke. 

“We anticipated the new rules help- 
ingus,"said ACC CommissionerGene 
Corrigan, “For the most part, our oF 3 
schools had been recruiting that 
kind of kid for years. We had a 
jumponourcompetition, which aa” f 
had to readjust their recruit- 
ing lines.” 

In the most casual sense 
of the definition, the ACC 
has had just one so-called 
“factory 
that school, Clem- 
son, which 
won three 
straightleague 
titles and 
roughly a 
third of ACC 
championships 
since the 


league’s formation in 1953, took its share of 
academic gambles from 1972 to 1986. Before 
that, the league had its own scholarship eligi- 
bility rule that required incoming freshmen to 
score at least 800 on the boards and project a 
1.6 freshman grade-point average. That was 
ata time when the rest of the NCAA operated 
on a high school C-average requirement. 

But two future Clemson gridders took their 
school and the league to court in 1971 
and won when a federal judge struck down 
the ACC's private entrance scale. Clemson, 
North Carolina, N.C, State and Maryland 
then altered their recruiting habits to make 
room for the academically weaker players. 
For the most part, Duke, Wake Forest, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia Tech did not. The result 
was a rather clear-cut division of performance 
for several seasons prior to Prop. 48 —and in 
many ways, that division still holds. 

Virginia has made a dramatic leap to the 
league's first division. But at Tech, where all 
students are required to pass at least 15 hours 
of chemistry, physics and calculus, the recent 
results (10-22-1 the past three years) have been 
disappointing.

Let’s say you are a college football coach, 

Okay, coach, pick a program. Your choi- 
ces are Georgia, North Carolina State and 
South Carolina. 

Georgia? Wrong. Never go with the obvi- 
ous in these multiple choice quizzes, South 
Carolina? You're getting warmer, Youshould 
know by now that the school you should 
have picked was N.C. State, It may sound 
crazy, but the Wolfpack is exactly the deci- 
sion reached not once but twice last winter 
by Dick Sheridan — one of the nation’s real 
comers in the coaching market. 

Sheridan, 47, who three years ago shunned 
Arizona’s lures after going 8-3-1 out of the 
blocks at State, first said no to Georgia’s 
$150,000 base-salary offer to succeed Vince 
Dooley. Later, following the Feb. 5 heart- 
attack death of Joe Morrison at South Caro- 
lina, Sheridan was back at the counter but 
declined a total package offer reported to be 
more than a half-million annually from his 
alma mater, 

All this to stay at a school that is best 
known for its basketball and its proximity 
to great golf courses. It happened, much to. 
the bewilderment of officials at Georgia and 
South Carolina, who had all the required 
facts, figures and logic to argue their pro- 
grams. But they couldn't upstage an ACC 
‘outpost that has never played for the national 
championship, never produced a Heisman 
Trophy candidate and seldom cracked the 
Top 20. “It baffles me,” said Beano Cook of 
ESPN. “Has anyone figured it out yet?” 

Sheridan has, looking beyond glamour to 
something as old-fashioned as personal com- 
mitment, Of course, he also sees some wins 


of all Division I football schools (3,400 under- 
grads to Rice’s 2,700), has struggled even 
though Bill Dooley has coached the Deacons 
to successive winning records since his arrival 
prior to the 87 season, “Academics can be a 
selling point,” said Dooley. “Still, football and 
football success have to be a big part of it. 
Even the strongest academic students still want 
to think they're going to succeed on the field, 
They've got to know that the school is con- 
cerned about that part of it as well. That's the 
balance everyone in football recruiting is seek- 
ing these days.” 

Georgia Tech Coach Bobby Ross saw fit to 
address that delicate balance prior to the 88 
season, when he had to ask his players to leave 
their study material home on game days. In 
his first season at Tech in °87, Ross was d 
mayed to learn that many players were break- 
ing pre-game curfew — not to party, but to 
study for Monday tests and assignments. 

“It was a problem that I would say not 
many coaches ever confront,” Ross said. “Usu- 
ally, if there are cases of players breaking the 
curfew lights-out rule, it’s because they are out 
messing around. We had some of the guys 
staying up until two or three in the morning 
working on assignments because they knew

on the horizon, Entering his fourth season 
at State, Sheridan returns three quarterback 
starters, four tailback starters, a cluster of 
multi-talented receivers and maybe the best 
defensive backfield in America. Although 
the Wolfpack plays both South Carolina 
and Clemson on the road, they appear a 
prime contender for this season’s version of 
West Virginia, And if not this year, then 
next, 

Gene Corrigan, the former Notre Dame 
athletic director turned ACC commissioner, 
did not care so much why Sheridan stayed, 
only that he did, because, where football is 
concerned, the ACC for years has labored 
with a difficult image. While stressing white- 
collar academics, the eight-team loop strived 
to produce in the hard-labor marketplace 
and failed, 

Shortly before he was dismissed as Wake 
Forest's coach in 1977, witty Chuck Mills 
mused of the ACC, “It’s the worst of both 


they would lose (time) the next day because of 
the game.” 

Ross and his staff eventually solved the 
problem by shortening practice periods to 
allow for extra weeknight study time. But 
after two straight winless seasons in league 
play, it’s obvious that Ross is still laboring for 
a solution. “The situation here is different,” 
Ross said. “But that doesn’t mean you can't 
succeed. It's been proven that you can do it, 
and I’m still confident we'll get there. I'm not 
going to lie and say I didn’t require a period of 
learning as much as the players. I certainly 
did.” 

Aside from the demanding course require- 
ments, Tech operates on the quarter system, 
in which students take more five-hour classes 
than the traditional three-hour credits offered 
at semester-cycle schools. It also means that 
when Ross opens his preseason camp, many 
of the Yellow Jackets are in second-semester 
summer school classes, some of which could 
determine fall eligibility. 

“A player has got to really want it here, 
said Tech tailback T.J. Edwards, a guy who 
poured academic gas on fire by transferring 
from Duke to Tech. “You've got to want the 
football and you've got to want the good edu- 


worlds. The level of play is high enough to 
get you fired if you lose but low enough to 
make you a trivia question if you win.” 

Hence the league, which was formed in 
1953, gradually has gained a dual reputa- 
tion. It was either a coach’s steppingstone or 
graveyard. The successful coaches — Lou 
Holtz and the late Bo Rein at State —jumped_ 
ship. The unsuccessful — Monte Kiffin and 
Tom Reed at the same school — were exiled 
back to the assistant coaching ranks at higher 
competitive levels. But thanks to Prop. 48 
and an academic blood-letting across the 
rest of the nation, the ACC could see some 
signs of hope. 

“ACC football has a bright future,” Sheri- 
dan said. “There’s a lot of room forimproye- 
ment, of course. But it’s heading the right 
way. That figured largely in my thinking.” 

Corrigan could be heard shouting amen 
from Washington to Atlanta, “It’s great for 
the ACC,” he said, “It shows that good 
coaches see our programs as on par with 
schools that may have more tradition and 
better reputations.” 

Shortly after Sheridan turned down Geor- 
gia on Christmas Eve, Duke's second-year 
coach Steve Spurrier shunned advances from 
Stanford and the Kansas City Chiefs, saying 
he hoped “to be at Duke for the next five 
years and hopefully beyond.” Years before, 
Clemson's Danny Ford said no to inquiries 
from Alabama, and Virginia’s George Welsh 
backed away from several Big Ten feelers, 

“The group of coaches in the league now 
is the best the league has ever had,” said 
Corrigan, a Duke graduate and former Vir- 
ginia AD. “They are the key to the surge our 
fans always thought was possible.” 

Corrigan, ever optimistic, compared the 
current ACC football chiefs to the collection 
of basketball coaches — Everett Case, Frank 
McGuire, Dean Smith, Bones McKinney 
and Vic Bubas — that sent ACC basketball 
soaring to national acclaim in the "50s and 
°60s. “The ACC always has puta priority on 
the combination of bright athletes and bright 
coaching,” Corrigan said. “It’s a formula we 
have seen work before.”

caved in to the weak academics trend for ath- 
letes,” Stallworth said. “And I think it'll help 
usin the long run. The price a school pays for 
letting just anybody in and then keeping them 
in was too high to pay for football wins.” 

For the most part, the Tech Way is the 
ACC Way. During the past two years, the 
league schools have admitted only three Prop. 
48 non-qualifiers, Clemson did not accept any 
during that period. As a unit, ACC schools 
are gambling that the rest of college football 
will stay the course on academics, and that, in 
the ACC, the haves and have-nots will be 
divided by a less visible line. 


TWO-WAY TERRY 


Coaches have a way of saying things during 
recruiting that they don’t really mean. The 
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case of Virginia’s prize recruit Terry Kirby 
may prove to be an exception. 

Generally cited as the nation’s No. | prep 
prospect, Kirby was named Parade magazine's 
High School Player of the Year last fall after 
rushing for 7,428 yards and 103 touchdowns 


in four years at Tabb (Va.) High School. He 
was also a standout basketball player, averag- 
ing more than 28 points per game as a senior 
while being named the state AA Player of the 
Year. And therein lies the rub. With Virginia, 
Clemson and Penn State in hot pursuit, Kirby 
Kennard Martin, North Carolina 


insisted he be given the opportunity to play 
both sports at the collegiate level. In the end, 
the school with the best basketball program 
(Virginia) won out. Now the Cavs only have 
to find a way to live with their word. 

Coach George Welsh had a prime example 
of program cooperation on his side. His sec- 
ond-string quarterback, Matt Blundin, is the 
starting forward on Coach Terry Holland’s 
basketball squad. But, while a second-string 
quarterback is important, Kirby, a 6-3, 215- 
pound power runner with above-average speed, 
is a franchise tailback. He’s already been pro- 
jected by some as Virginia’s starter in the Aug. 
31 Kickoff Classic against defending national 
champ Notre Dame. 

And Virginia is an academic blueblood that 
requires much study time and classroom atten- 
tion from all students, be they 4.3-second 
sprinters or not. It has proven time and again 
that it will flunk out its best talent in either 
sport. In his most diplomatic way, Welsh has 
warned Kirby not to bite off more than he can

chew. In turn, Kirby has promised to drop 
basketball if it becomes obvious one-sport 
concentration is required. 


BROWN-OUT 


If there’s a lock in college football '89, it’s 
that North Carolina will improve. Of course, 
the Tar Heels only have to win twice to ac- 
complish that. Last year’s 1-10 record pinned 
on Mack Brown’s first N.C. team was the 
worst finish in school history. In fact, no other 
Carolina team ever had lost more than eight 
games in a single season, and then only three 
times. 

Brown inherited a remarkably slow team 
that allowed opponents to complete 62.5 per- 
cent of their passes for 19 touchdowns and 
eight yards per pass attempt. Carolina oppo- 
nents averaged 231.8 yards per game through 
the air and had a 46.8 percent success rate on 
third down. What's worse, Tar Heel defensive 


backs combined for just seven interceptions. 
That's why the schooi’s preseason media guide 
notes, “All positions in the secondary are com- 
pletely up for grabs.” 

“We just could not cover people,” Brown 
said. “It wasn’t the players’ fault. They were 
playing just as hard as they could. But when 
you runa five-flat 40 and the guy you're trying 
to cover runs a 4.5, there’s not much you can 
do but hope for a mistake.” 

There were few mistakes. While Brown could 
find few solutions to his problems in 88, he 
knew what he could do in 89 — recruit quick- 
ness. The staff landed a full dozen players 
whose 40-yard times upstaged the ‘88 second- 
ary, and many of those newcomers will get 
quick calls. Among them are defensive backs 
Cliff Baskerville, Ronald Smith, Bracey Walk- 
er and Cookie Massey — all of whom run a 
4.5 40. Massey gained some notoriety when he 
intercepted five passes in one game as a high 
school junior in Rock Hill, S.C. 

All of which has Brown optimistic. “We've

improved our situation in terms of athletic 
talent,” Brown said. “We'll still have to pay a 
price in learning and inexperience, but we 
shouldn't get killed so much simply because of 
a lack of foot-speed.” 


TWO FOR THE ROAD 


It had to be one of the strangest two-quarter- 
back systems ever, but it worked, so N.C. State 
Coach Dick Sheridan didn’t try to fix what 
wasn't broken. 

During the course of an 8-3-1 season, Sheri- 
dan started three quarterbacks — first Preston 
Poag, then Shane Montgomery, and finally, 
Charles Davenport. When all three eventually 
got into sound health at the same time, Poag 
settled in as the punter (averaging 40.2 yards per 
kick), Davenport became the starter and Mont- 
gomery became the No. | yardage producer. 
Here's how it worked for the Wolfpack’s final 
four games: 


Davenport, an option specialist, former wide 
receiver with 4.3 speed and now ajunior, started 
each series, On second- and third-down pass 
situations, he headed straight to the bench. He 
didn't even have to look to see if he was being 
replaced. He'd pass Montgomery and slap hands. 


In only 214 snaps, Montgomery passed for 
1,522 yards and nine touchdowns, not including 
his MVP performance in the Peach Bowl win 
‘over Iowa. Davenport's contribution: a com- 
bined 392 yards rushing and passing, and 17-of- 
32 passing without an interception. 

“I think our situation may have confused the 
media and our fans more than it did our play- 
ers,” Sheridan said. “They understood the sys- 
tem and how it worked. Basically all we were 
doing was trying to utilize the talents of our 
players the best way we could.” 

During spring drills, all three players, plus 
freshman Terry Jordan, a blend of Montgom- 
ery and Davenport, were back competing for 
the starting job. 


QUICK SNAPS 


The ACC hasn’t been in a national cham- 
pionship hunt since Clemson won it in 1981, 
and increasing league parity could make it dif- 
ficult for the top three current programs — 
Clemson, State and Virginia — to attain power- 
house status. Moreover, the same three teams 
are caught in a baffling game of tag. Clemson 
can't beat State (three straight losses), State 
can’t beat Virginia (1-4 the past five meetings) 
and Virginia has never beaten Clemson... 
With half of the ACC schools located in the 
same state-— actually within 90 North Caro- 
lina miles of each other — ACC recruiting is 
confusingly fierce. “It’s got to be the most 
intense recruiting area, per capita, in the coun- 
try,”said N.C.’s Mack Brown. Clemson, which 
had made a fat living on North Carolina prep 
stock in past seasons, did not sign a single 
player from the state last winter. South Caro- 
lina, which had 22 N.C. products on its 1988 
roster, barely scratched. The only major in- 
state prospect who did not sign with an ACC 
school or nearby East Carolina was wide re- 
ceiver Pedro Cherry of Windsor, who picked 
Auburn,

Provo, Utah, campus, Brigham Young 
University possesses a beauty few would 
dispute. 

Pretty people. Nice, caring people. 

Pretty views. Nice, postcard-like views. 

It is here, in a region that generally wor- 
ships basketball, that BYU generates football 
power not unlike the strength of the Hoover 
Dam, Until San Diego State and Wyoming 
turned uppity and won the last three Western 
Athletic Conference titles, BYU had gone 10 
consecutive years with at least a share of the 
league championship. 

Then came 1988, and everything turned 
ugly. It was bad enough that some Texas 
Christian University players said that BYU's 
players were dirty and brought a nasty atti- 
tude to the field. it was eye-raising and ironic 
that the Miami Hurricans 30 known as 
Miami Vice, said the Cougars were cheap- 
shot artists. But it was something altogether 
different to find the Cougars charged with 
making racial taunts during their game against 
Si i ate last November 5. This may 
¢ 21st Century, but there’s still 
no venom like racism, 

BYU lost, 5, and was eliminated from 
the WAC title race, but the game itself became 
secondary to the storm of controversy, which 
followed BYU from San Diego to its Free- 
dom Bowl match against Colorado, and will 
undoubtedly be revived when the Aztecs and 
Cougars meet again this November. 

The Aztec side is explained thusly: 

Center Kevin Wells, a senior last season, 
said, “They were calling our black players 
‘punks’ and ‘niggers.’ I can't believe those guys. 
They'e racist pigs. I felt like going up.to 
LaVell (Edwards, the BYU coach) after the 
game and telling him what his guys were doing 
on the field. They had no cla: 

Free safety Lyndon Crawford said, “Some- 
body made a tackle on punt cover and Milt 
Maples (a teammate) had his back turned to 
the play. One guy pushed Milt, and Milt turned 
around and asked the referee to watch the 
BYU players. Number 43 (BYU cornerback 
Kirk Davis) turned to Milt and said, ‘Shut up, 
nigger.’ | couldn't believe it. You just ask God 
to help people like that. It hurts to hear it, but 
it just made us all play harder. The guys were 
talking about it on the sideline.” 

Wide receiver Alfred Jackson: “Every time 
they started calling us ‘niggers’ and stuff, we 
just kept our composure and executed. We 
knew it was coming, because they did that to 
us last year up there (in Provo), too.” 

And tight end Kerry Reed-Martin: “I think 
it’s about time people found out that’s the way 
they are. It has to be an extension of their 
organization, It's very classless, especially from 
a team that has had the success they've had. 
They did the same things last year.” 

BYU's reactions ranged from sadness to out- 
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rage, but the school never did accept blame 
for the incident, claiming the offensive re- 
marks were provoked. An in-house investiga- 
tion was conducted and the accused players 
were counseled. 

Much of the hostility can be traced to a 
long-simmering feud between the two schools. 
In 1987, Aztecs quarterback Todd Santos 
broke the NCAA career passing record in a 
game at BYU, but the Cougars neglected to 
stop the game in his honor. 

“We've talked to the boys allegedly involved 
(Davis and strong safety Troy Long, both 
seniors last season),” said BYU Athletic Direc- 
tor Glen Tuckett. “They know our displeasure 
and they said they're sorry. We mentioned 
how important it is to conduct ourselves in a 
gentlemanly manner at all times, But there are 


two sides to every story. That’s not typical of 
our kids. They weren't the only ones guilty of 
ungentlemanly conduct.” 

“It (racial taunts) is something we don't 
condone and will not tolerate,” said BYU's 
Edwards after the game. “But that was one of 
those games where there was a lot of emotion 
going into the game and jawing back and 
forth. There’s not a whole lot of love lost here, 
so the potential is there. Certainly, we're going 
to follow through and look at it.” 

The matter was shelved by the two schools 
soon afterwards. San Diego State Athletic 
Director Fred Miller tried to bury it as quickly 
as Tuckett. 

“In the heat of battle, things are said that 
shouldn't be,” he said. “In every contest, you're 
going to have comments that will question 
someone’s heritage. There was an awful lot of 
bantering between the teams. That escalated 
into a situation that went beyond normal, 
BYU has attempted to.. .correct its problem 
and I respect that. We have a handle on a solu- 
tion. There is no place in intercollegiate athlet- 
ics for that (racist behavior). 

But the furor didn't die down completely. 
Black players at Hawaii, after the San Diego 
incident became public, said they had received 
anonymous mailings of Mormon tract mate- 
rial, which depicted blacks as being inferior. 
Miami's players spoke of BYU dirty tactics 
after their Dec. 3 match. And when Colorado

MITCHELL 
A PASS- 
HAPPY UTE 


There was very little reason to expect Scott 
Mitchell to attend any college other than 
BYU. 

His father played football at BYU. His 
parents are BYU graduates. Growing up in 
Springville, Utah, 12 miles north of Provo, 
he always watched the Cougars play. Even 
‘on the day he met with Utah Coach Jim 
Fassel, the two sat in his high school hang- 
out underneath a picture of BYU Coach 
LaVell Edwards. 

“[ never saw Utah play until my senior 
year in high school, when they recruited me 
pretty hard,” the 6-6, 235-pound Mitchell 
said, “Ever since | was a little kid, people 
told me there was no choice to make, that 
there was just one place to go (BYU). And 
nobody went to Utah unless they were crazy.” 
So call Mitchell crazy, And call Utah and 
Fassel very lucky. 

‘The morning prior to NCAA signing day 
in 1986, Mitchell chose Utah over the tra~ 
dition-rich Cougars, national champions 
just two seasons before. It was no ordinary 
decision. Newspapers throughout Utah trum- 
peted his choice in front-page headlines. 
Mitchell, in effect, had rejected the nation’s 
most prolific quarterback factory after pass- 
ing for 2,200 yards and 17 touchdowns for 
12-0 Springville High School in 1985. It was 
the first time in a decade that Utah had won 
ahead-to-head battle with BYU fora major 
recruit. 

It was some win. Salt Lake City is in love 
with Mitchell, a personable and Hollywood- 
handsome lefthander. He led the nation last 
season in total offense and set NCAA records 
for most passing yards by a sophomore 
(4,322), most passing yards in a game (631 
versus Air Force) and highest per-game aver- 
age (392.9), bettering a record once held by 
BYU's Jim McMahon. 

His season also included a 60.6-percent 
completion rate, 20 touchdowns, an offen- 
sive average of 36.3 points a game and four 
straight wins to close the season at 6-5, in- 
cluding a 57-28 win over BYU. All that gives 
tise to hopes for a WAC title in 89, with the 
fourth-year junior more experienced and just 
as lethal. 

“Right after I signed with Utah, I heard 
BYU was going around saying that they 
didn’t want me that much after all,” said 
Mitchell. “I've never talked to their coaches 
about that. But all know is, Coach Edwards 
told me‘You're No. | on our list, Scott."The 
first day coaches could visit recruits in their 
homes, he was in my home. It was a per- 


and BYU visited Anaheim for the Freedom 
Bowl, Colorado players, sensitive to alleged 
racial discrimination on their own campus, 
raised the issue again. 

Colorado linebacker Michael Jones, a San 
Diego native, was told what happened by 
close friend Lyndon Farley, an Aztec reserve. 

“He told me exactly what was said during 
the game,” said Jones. “At first. I couldn't 
believe it, but then I considered the source was 
BYU. I want it known that this is Michael 
Jones talking, and maybe this is my stereo- 
type. But from what I understand about the 


sonal choice, and I'm an active Mormon. 
But I love the University of Utah.” 

WAC coaches love Mitchell, even if he 
does leave their defenses in tatters. In acon- 
ference that’s produced quarterbacks like 
McMahon, Steve Young and Todd Santos, 
Mitchell has excelled. 

“Mitchell's got a gun. Nobody has stopped 
Utah.” Air Force Coach Fisher DeBerry 
said after last year’s dizzying 56-49 Falcons 
win, in which Mitchell passed for 631 yards, 
including 195 (and three TDs) in the final 
quarter alone. 

“He’s a big, strong boy with loads of tal- 
ent,” Air Force secondary coach Cal Mc- 
Combs said of Mitchell. “He does a good 
job of staying in the pocket. He doesn't get 
flushed out at the first sneeze. What Utah 
really wants to do is throw the football. 
Mitchell's got a lot of poise. He didn’t 
play like a sophomore.” 

Redshirted as a freshman in 
1986 at the request of Fassel, 
Mitchell already has 5,770 
career passing yards — even 
though he shared playing 
time in 1987 with Chris 
Mendonca. 

“1 didn’t want to 
throw Scott to the 
wolves, which is why 
he redshirted,” said 
Fassel, now in his fifth 
year with the Utes. 
Mitchell was drawn to 
Utah in large part by 
Fassel, one of the coun- 
try’s brightest offensive 
minds. Fassel recruited 
and coached John Elway 
at Stanford. 

“Coach made me his pri- 
ority,” said Mitchell, 21. 


Mormon religion, they believe blacks are infe- 
rior, that blacks don't have souls.

That's the way I'm looking at this.” 

Colorado defensive back Bruce Young heard 
the same stories from friends. “It makes me 
angry,” he said. “I used to respect BYU and 
what it stood for. I didn’t think they'd allow 
that kind of stuff to go on.” 

By this time, Edwards was angry, too. Con- 
fronted with the same charges again, he said, 
“This racist story is the most unfair and ridicu- 
lous thing ever to happen to us. It's totally 


“He took a special interest in me. I had no 
formal training coming out of high school. 1 
was raw. He’s played a very pivotal role in 
my development. I didn't sign with Utah just 
because he had coached Elway, but it helped 
to know that he’s got a great offensive mind.” 

Fassel compares Mitchell favorably to El- 
way, arguably the NFL's best quarterback. 

“T want to make my own name,” Mitchell 
said. “I only want to be Scott Mitchell. I 
don’t try to be anyone else. Those compari- 
sons (to Elway) will be there as long as (Fas- 
sel’s) my coach.” 

Like Elway, Mitchell was a multiple-sport 
star in high school. He played basketball 
and baseball, owning a 92-mph fastball. But 
his size and arm strength are the kinds of 
natural football-oriented attributes you can't 
teach. 

“He's so tall, he sees the whole darn 
field,” said McCombs. Said DeBerry, 
laughing: “If he were playing at Air 
Force, he'd make an outstanding of- 
fensive lineman.” 
“Even being 6-6, there are 
times I can’t quite see over 
a cluster of linemen,” 
Mitchell said, “Ican imag- 
ine what it'd be like to 
be shorter. I think I have 
a definite advantage.” 
But he insists he’s not 
special, “I'm just like 
anyone else,” he said, 
grinning. “I have my 
weaknesses, I'm not an 
all-American boy, but 
I think I'm a good per- 
son. I was given a lot of 
talent, and that’s a special 
gift I have respect for. I 
feel fortunate to be in this 
position,”

unbelievable. We don't have a racist football 
team. This is incredible.” 

People on the outside tried to provide some 
perspective to the issue while also coming 
to the defense of the conference standard- 
bearer. Though not condoning what allegedly 
occurred, Air Force Athletic Director Col. 
John Clune defended BYU, even though he 
recalled a BYU quarterback named Jim Mc- 
Mahon making an obscene gesture toward 
the Air Force bench during a game in the 80s. 

“I have the greatest respect in the world for 
BYU and Glen Tuckett,” said Clune. “BYU is 
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a class school and there isn’t a head coach I - 


admire more than LaVell. It’s unfortunate 
these type of things happen. BYU investigated 
the matter and apologized for it. They said 
they did some counseling, and that’s good 
enough for me. You shouldn’ give a lot of 
credence to two or three kids who have a ten- 
dency to run their mouths, 

“ “Look at what McMahon did to us. He’s a 
nut. But he doesn’t reflect the entire BYU 
program. Athletics are highly visible these days 
and I certainly don’t condone what everyone 
says happened out there in San Diego that 
night. But I think BYU has done everythingit 
can to stop it. It’s totally unfair to (BYU) to 
say all their people are like that. In my obser- 
vations, their players have a tendency to be a 
little mouthy. But they also play hard and 
they play clean, and in general terms they're 
always polite.” 

The Cougars say they are subject to abuse 
themselves whenever they play away from 
home. Their affiliation with a church has 
caused grief more times than not on trips to 
Wyoming, where rabid Cowboy fans blast 
their every move with profanity. 

‘Amid all the furor, no one has questioned 
the integrity of Edwards, who is 155-53-1 in 17 
years with the Cougars, with a national title in 
1984, And the philosophy of the Mormon 
church includes the phrase “to treat equally 
those of any race, color, creed, or national 
origin.” But for now, those two factors aren't 
enough to shake the innuendos which sur- 
round the BYU program after the incidents of 
that night last November. 


Gaudy offensive numbers have always been 
a way of life in the WAC. In 1983, Brigham 
Young averaged 584.2 yards per game in total 
offense — an all-time NCAA record. In 1967, 
Arizona State’s Max Anderson ran 99 yards 
for a score against Wyoming, another record. 
In 1965, UTEP’s Chuck Hughes had 349 receiv- 
ing yards in one game. That’s still a record, 
too. 

Last year produced more of the same. Utah 
Jed the nation in total offense (526.8 yards per 
game) and passing offense (395.9). UTEP’s 
Chris Jacke led the nation in field goals (25). 
Air Force finished second to Nebraska in rush- 
ing (377.5). BYU’s Pat Thompson was second 
in punting, with a 44.8 yards-per-punt aver- 
age. Wyoming was third in the nation in scor- 
ing (41.4 points per game) and six conference 
teams were among the Top 18. Air Force 
averaged 35.2 points per game — and finished 
5-7. 

The fireworks should continue in 89. For 
starters, Utah quarterback Scott Mitchell is 
back. He led the nation in total offense last 
year (390.8) and set at least three NCAA rec- 
ords, including 631 yards passing in a loss to 
Air Force. Air Force quarterback Dee Dowis 
also returns to lead the Falcons’ offense, which 
produced 57 touchdowns last season. BYU's 
Sean Covey and Ty Detmer are back at the 
controls of an offense which passed for 322.8 
yards per game and 26 TDs in 88. And per- 
haps the most amazing stats belong to Air 
Force running back Greg Johnson, who re- 
turns for his senior season after rushing for 
834 yards and 16 TDs last season, without the 
benefit of a single start.

The brouhaha late last sea- 
son between Hawaii Coach Bob Wagner and 
Eagle Aloha Bowl chief Mackay Yanagisawa 
has been shelved for now. The two got into it 
when Wagner pressed for a bid to the game 
Jast year, so much so that Yanagisawa bristled 
and said, “As long as Wagner's involved with 
Hawaii, the Rainbows will never play in the 
Aloha Bowl.” Yanagisawa later apologized 
and said he’d been under a lot of personal 
stress because of a death in the family... 
BYU kicker Jason Chaffetz was state co-chair- 
man of Michael Dukakis’ presidential cam- 
paign. The tie was more than political. He’s a 
half-brother of Dukakis’ son John. It wasn’t 
an easy job, considering the state is heavily 
Republican.

Ina narrow sense, the 1989 draft was rather ordinary and 
Uneventful. There were the usual rumors of blockbuster 
trades, most of which failed to materialize. There was the 
usual supply of apparent "reaches and”steals' Most scouts 
viewed the talent supply as below average at the very top 
but above average in the middle rounds, 

However. this dratt was interesting na broader context: in 
the weeks preceding the draf, the shop talk amongst scouts 
and general managers constantly evolved around the scout- 
ing and drafting of underclassmen. The example of Barry 
Sanders proves that the NFL wont risk a court challenge; 
they will make way or any collage prospect who finds a way 
to"fose” his remaining eligibility. One general manager said 
he fully expects "20" to''30" potential high-round choices to 
come out earty in 1990. 

WNFL teams must put juniors (or perhaps even sopho- 
mores) under the same microscope as seniors, they are 
faced with a dilemma: do they expand their scouting staff 
and budget, of do they attempt to get by with their current 
staff? they choose the latter route, they face the very real 
prospect of deadly errors of commission or omission because 
thay are spread too thin, Several general managers are 
already floating an alternative. Essentially, they are suggest- 
ing that he league uilize a common scouting poo! similar to 
that currently employed by the NBA. Furthermore, the draft 
would be moved ahead to early February, thus eliminating 
the constant (and prohibitively expensive) testing and retest- 
ing hat individual teams put prospects through in he spring 
Perhaps the data would be less thorough and more mis- 
takes would be made, but all teams would be privy to the 
‘same information. Whatever the NFL decidesin their collec- 
tive wisdom, is clear they can no longer tell a college pros- 
pect when he can play for pay. Of course, they can stil tell 
hhim where to play, but that's another can of worms. 

In rating each team, several factors were considered. 
First, of course, was the quality and pro potential the play- 
fers chosen; next, how well he choices filled specific team 
‘needs; finally, the wisdom of the choices in relation to other 
prospects sill available when the choices were made.

BIG WEST CONFERENCE 


A year ago, the Pacific Coast Athletic 
Association decided it had an image 
problem, so it changed its name to 
the Big West. By the end of the football sea- 
son, the Big West had become the Big Worst. 

The conference was a collective 4-30 in non- 
conference games last season. The four wins 
came against I-AA McNeese State, 2-10 New 
Mexico (both by Fresno State), 4-6-1 Ohio 
(by Nevada-Las Vegas) and 1-10 Kansas (by 
New Mexico State), Fresno State was 10-2 on 
the season, but no other team in the confer- 
ence could find .500. 

And those 30 non-conference losses in- 
cluded some humiliating defeats. Fresno State 
was humbled by Colorado, 45-3. Pacific was 
beaten by I-AA Idaho and Division II Sac- 
ramento State, UNLV tumbled to Tulsa, 
33-7. Akron, a I-AA school two years 
ago, beat Cal State Fullerton 15-14, Long 
Beach State 40-0, and New Mexico State 
52-7, Oregon State, a Pac-10 cellar per- 
ennial, beat Fresno State and San Jose 
State. 
he “Big West" idea was patterned 


joke — neither conference plays 
Jokes aside, it’s questionable that a confer- 
ence that can’t collectively compete on the I-A 
level should continue to try. Fact is, the Big 
West has been living on the edge for a long 
time. Consider its problems; 

The conference needs it badly. Long 


ise of a $300,000 deficit. Pacific went 
through the same sort of problem last year 
and was bailed out by local businessmen, in- 
cluding Alex Spanos. New Mexico State is 
also facing a large deficit. 

Forthis reason, Big West schools trap them- 
selves into big-payday, no-win situations by 
playing road games against powerful Divisi 
I-A teams in search of guaranteed payday: 
the $100,000 to $250,000 range. Last year, Cal 
State Fullerton visited West Virginia and lost 
45-10. Long Beach State lost 49-0 at Oregon 
and 56-3 at UCLA. UNLV toured Nebraska 
and suffered a 48-6 defeat. Utah State fared 
no better against the Cornhuskers, 6: 
Pacific was hammered 63-14 by Arkansas. 

This year? San Jose State 
New Mexico State is at Oklahoma, Pacific is 
at Pittand Auburn, and Utah State is at USC 
and Illinois. In 1990, Pacific plays at Ten- 
nessee and Auburn and Utah State visits 
Oklahoma. 

Attendance: The conference barely quali- 
fies as a I-A program in this regard, with two 
programs, Cal State Fullerton (Santa Ana 
Stadium, capacity 12,000) and Long Beach 
State (Veterans Stadium, 12,500), playing 
in stadiums usually reserved for high school 
games. The remaining league stadiums all seat 
at least 30,000. 

Fresno State is the only school prospering 
at the gate, averaging more fans (34,223 last 
year) than their official capacity (30,000). 
Plans for an expansion of Bulldog Stadium to 
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40,000 are in the works, San Jose State aver- 
aged 22,000 in 1986 when it won the confer- 
ence, but it slipped to 14,615 last year. 

Recruiting: The NCAA’ decision to drop 
to 25 scholarships per year (from 30) has had 
an impact, hurting those schools that desired 
to build a foundation with high school recruits. 

“The problem with cutting from 30 to 25 
is that it forces us to use all our guys 
immedia said San Jose State Coach 
Claude Gilbert. “We aren't in a position 
to recruit prep players and then redshirt 
them. (But) I think for the good of any 
program ona long-term basis, it's neces- 
sary to recruit high school players.” 

The problem is, no one wants to take a 
chance on a lean year. Cal State Fullerton’s 
Gene Murphy did it for awhile, but has gone 
back to the junior college route. Long Beach 
State’s current situation (3-9 last year) makes 
the JC process a necessity. Plus, the financial 
budget at some schools is so low that 95 schol- 
arships couldn't be filled even if the coaches 
had the bodies. Some schools can afford only 
70 to 75 —-which makes those potential Pa- 
cific vs. Oklahoma mismatches even more 
frightening. 

If that’s not enough, each school suffers in 
head-to-head recruiting with area teams in 
other leagues. In the L.A. area, Cal State Ful- 
lerton and Long Beach State take a back seat 
to the entire Pac-10, a few WAC schools (San 
Diego State, BYU) and even some Big Eight 
schools, including Nebraska, Oklahoma and 
Colorado. San Jose State and Pacific rank 
3-4 behind Cal and Stanford in the Bay 
Area. UNLV must compete for kids in 
Southern California since its own 
area is thin in talent. Utah, 
BYU and New Mexico of 
the WAC hold an edge 


on the state schools who play in the 
Big West. 

Among the possible solu- 
tions for the Big West's woes 
is to de-emphasize football 

in favor of basketball, like the 
Big East has done. Georgetown, 
* Providence, Villanova, Connecticut, 
St. John’s and Seton Hall prosper 
nicely without I-A football programs. 
This would mean dropping I-A football 
at Long Beach State, Cal State Fullerton and 
UNLY, where hoops pay all the bills anyway. 
Fresno State could slip over to the WAC, 
Pacific to a I-AA league or Division II, Utah 
State and New Mexico State to the Big Sky 
Conference and San Jose State to I-A Inde- 
pendent status, 
What doesn't make sense is the Big West 
continuing its yearly sacrifices to the rest of 
Division I-A.

tend for the conference title. Instead, the Tig- 
ers went 2-9 and lost to Division II Sacramento 
State. It was the [1th straight losing season 
for UOP. Estimates for some home crowds 
sunk to 800. Head Coach Bob Cope was fired, 
And school president Bill Atchley put the 
final touches on things by admitting that 
a drop to Division II might be in order. In 
the wake of all that, a comeback is being 
attempted. Atchley agreed to give a full-fledged 
effort to I-A for at least the time being and 
hired Walt Harris as coach. Harris comes 
highly recommended after stints as an assist- 
ant at Tennessee, Cal, Michigan State and 
Illinois. And Alex Spanos, the San Diego 
Chargers owner and a local Stockton busi- 
nessman, pledged $500,000 a year for the next 
four years to get things started... The good 
news is that Long Beach State wide receiver 
Mark Seay is alive. The bad news is, his foot- 
ball career is over, Seay lost a kidney and a 
bullet remains lodged near his heart after he 
was shot by gang members while supervising 
a Halloween party at his apartment in Los 
Angeles. Seay saved the life of his three- 
year-old niece by covering her body with his 
own. Seay, who spent two years in the Texas 
Rangers’ farm system before returning to foot- 
ball, may attempt a return to baseball at Long 
Beach State. ... New Mexico State kicker Dat 
Ly had a good season, setting school records 
for field goals (17) and consecutive field goals 
(11) in a season and conference and NCAA 
records for five field goals in one half versus 
Kansas last year, But he'll always be best re- 
membered for coming to New Mexico State 
via South Vietnam. He and his family left the 
country on April 29, 1975, the day Saigon fell, 
and found their way to Wichita. He was a 
good enough soccer player to be drafted by 
the Wichita Wings of the MISL but decided 
to try football instead when he relocated to 
New Mexico. ... Ground-breaking for the new 
Fullerton sports complex, including a 12,000- 
seat football stadium, is set for December. ... 
San Jose State tailback Johnny Johnson, the 
odds-on favorite for Big West Player of the 
Year in 89, had an interesting offseason. He 
joined the basketball team when 10 players 
quit in a protest against former coach Bill 
Berry. Johnson led the team in rebounding, 
field-goal accuracy and assists. He had 23 
points and 12 rebounds in a game against Big 
West champs UNLV. Johnson was even bet- 
ter on the football field; he became the first 
player in NCAA history to rush for over 1,200 
yard and catch at least 60 passes in the same 
season. He rushed for 217 yards against Wash- 
ington..., Former Big West players in the 
NFL include Randall Cunningham and Ickey 
Woods (UNLV), Fredd Young (New Mexico

hat used to be about as rare as a 
dodo bird in the Mid-American 
Conference is no longer an en- 

dangered species. 
Junior college transfers are now on many 


MAC teams. In fact, their arrival - they were 
first sighted in significant numbers two years 
ago — led directly toa MAC title for Western 
Michigan last year and has Ohio University in 
line to challenge for one in 89. 

At Western Michigan, Coach Al Molde 
took over a team that had gone 3-8 in 1986 
and immediately began looking for players to 
fit his style of play. That style of play was run- 
and-shoot. The necessary players — prepared 
and ready for action — were at junior colleges. 

“That was by design.” said Molde. “When 
we arrived here in January of 1987, we needed 
to go out and get some impact guys right 
away. Our philosophy is to recruit freshmen 
for the base of the program. We will recruit 
junior college players every year on the basis 
that they're to fill gaps, to cover for major 
injuries and attrition. We will recruit and be 
aware of the good junior college players every 
year, We're using them to fill special needs.” 

Western improved to 5-6 in Molde’s first 
season, 1987. and it was obvious late in that 
campaign the Broncos were on the right track. 
They scored 89 points in their last three games 
after scoring 25 just once before that, Last 
year, Western swept to the MAC title (7-1 in 
conference play) and was competitive with the 
Big West's Fresno State in a 35-30 California 
Bowl loss. 

While detractors say JC transfers can be 
questionable academic risks and often disrup- 
tive to the overall program, Molde said that 
isn’t always the case. “My own personal philos- 
ophy comes from the junior college system in 
California, where you get a much higher per 
centage of athletes with good grades. as op- 
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posed to the systems we see in the Midwest, 
where you get a lot of academic risks.” 

Molde’s team won the title last year as 
JC quarterback Tony Kimbrough, the league 
MVP, accounted for 2.610 yards in total of- 
fense and 24 touchdowns, while another trans- 
fer, Robert Davis, rushed for 1,054 yards and 
12 TDs. 

“JC recruiting helped us tremendously, 
especially offensively,” Molde said. WMU had 
10 junior college transfers on its roster last 
season, and expects to have a comparable 
number this year. But, with the exception of 
Ohio, that number probably wasn’t matched 
by the remaining seven conference teams 
combined. 

Ohio Coach Cleve Bryant said that he also 
is looking more toward junior college players. 
“As long as I can find the individual that I'm 
looking for, academically and as a player, Il 
continue to go this route,” he said. “JCs have 
had a bad name for a long time. But I think 
that there are JC players that do want a degree 
and do want to play ball 

“T've often made the decision to recruit a JC 
player over a Proposition 48 player. And the 
reason behind that is a JC player is eligible 
immediately, while a Prop. 48 player has to 
come in and sit. Take any player away from 
what he does well for a year, and he loses 
something. I'm getting a mature player, phys- 
ically and mentally, and one that’s ready to 
play, over a player that must first fortify him- 
self academically, then regain his lost skills.” 

Last season, Bryant's job status was precar- 
ious. In his first three seasons, Ohio was 4-29 
and the axe appeared inevitable when the Bob- 
cats entered conference play winless. But they 
finished 4-3-1 in league play and are considered 
a title threat this season. Bryant had seven 
transfers, including tailback Andrew Greer 
(863 yards rushing, 114 yards receiving, 810 


yards returning kicks and eight TDs), who 
helped turn a toothless running game into one 
with considerable bite. All seven return in 89, 

Some MAC coaches, like Kent State's Dick 
Crum, have used junior college recruiting as a 
last resort. “I'd rather have players in my pro- 
gram for four years,” said the former Miami 
(Ohio) and North Carolina head coach. “I 
have recruited them when a serious need has 
surfaced. But unless it’s an area kid that wants 
to return home, | usually weigh taking a trans- 
fer very carefully.” 

That. however, seems to be a minority opin- 
ion in the conference. Toledo’s Dan Simrell 
recruited six for this season. Bowling Green's 
Moe Ankney recruited only one, but said, 
“We were hoping to get three or four to pro- 
vide us with some quick help.” Miami's Tim 
Rose had none signed by spring drills, yet did 
not rule out the appearance of a couple when 
fall comes around. 

“[ don’t know what other teams are going 
to do. I can't speak for them,” Molde said. “I 
will say this. When I arrived here in ‘87, no- 
body was really recruiting junior college play- 
ersin the league, period. But I think our success 
got noticed pretty quickly.” 


THREE MEN AND 
A PROBLEM 


When last season ended, no MAC coaches 
resigned, moved to other jobs or were fired. 
That probably won't be the case this season, 
as three coaches begin the campaign with at 
least the threat of firing hanging over them 
Miami's Tim Rose, Toledo’s Dan Simrell and 
Bowling Green’s Moe Ankney. 

Rose went 0-0-1 last season to drop his 
record with the Redskins to 29-36-2. He got a 
vote of confidence late last season and the 
consensus is that a .500 season will keep him 
employed. But Simrell and Ankney need solid 
winning seasons. Simrell’s last two seasons 
have been 3-7-1 and 6-5 and his teams have 
been considered underachievers, Ankney, who 
has not won a non-conference game in three 
years, is probably under the most pressure. 
His three teams have gone 5-6, 5-6 and 2-8-1. 

On the other hand, it doesn't take much 
imagination to see Eastern Michigan Coach 
Jim Harkema moving on to a higher level 
if the right opportunity becomes available. 
Harkema, who won only seven games his first 
three years at EMU, has won 22 his last three. 

Perhaps one coach having second thoughts 
about returning to the MAC is Dick Crum at 
Kent State. Last year, he inherited a senior- 
dominated squad that finished second in the 
MAC twostraight seasons under Glen Mason. 
Crum’s team was picked to win the confer- 
ence, but finished 5-6. Now, Crum is in the 
midst of a major rebuilding job. Mason left 
the cupboard bare of linemen on bothsides of 
the ball and there’s no depth at the skill posi- 
tions. It could be two years or more before the 
Golden Flashes contend for the MAC title 
again. 


QUICK SNAPS 


Seven of the nine conference teams return 
their starting quarterback from ‘88, but run- 
ning backs should be the MAC headline mak- 
ers this year. Eastern Michigan's Bob Foster 
(762 yards rushing in 88), Ohio’s Andrew 
Greer (863), Ball State’s Bernie Parmalee 
(748), Central Michigan’s John Hood (623) 
and Donnie Riley (1,238), Miami’s Chris Alex- 
ander (816) and Toledo’s Neil Trotter (783) 
are all capable of gaining 1,000-plus yards. ., 
While several teams in the MAC play the 
University of Akron on a regular basis, one 
has to wonder why. In the case of Kent State, 
Akron is a backyard rival. But since Akron 
Coach Gerry Faust has made it quite clear he 
wants no part of joining the nine-team league 
—which would make perfect geographic sense 
— Bowling Green and Central Michigan should 
stop making scheduling easy for the former 
Notre Dame coach. ... Several quarterbacks 
in the league will also be under the micro- 
scope, for various reasons. At Miami, senior 
Chris Ondrula, who transferred from Illinois 
two seasons ago, will have to rebound from an 
average season (5 TDs, 11 int). At Bowling 
Green, senior Rich Dackin, who passed for 
2,211 yards and 13 TDs in’87, will be the key. 
He broke his right wrist in the third game last 
season and has been recovering ever since. 
Dackin did not play spring football, so he will 
be watched closely when fall drills begin. And 
at Kent State, sophomore Joe Dalpra will 
take over at quarterback for Crum’s rebuild- 
ing team, with Patrick Young (if available) 
moving to tailback. ... Eight different teams 
have won MAC championships in the past 11 
years. One of them, Northern Illinois, is now 
an Independent. The only teams which haven't 
won a title during that span are Kent State 
and Ohio.

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IVY LEAGUE 


incinnati Bengals linebacker Reggie 
Williams has decided to play another 
year in the NFL. For this, the Ivy 
League can be proud, because Williams, a 
1976 graduate of Dartmouth, is one of the Ivy 
League’s few remaining NFL players. But that 
doesn’t mean the Ivies will fret when Williams 
does retire at the end of the 89 season. 

In the minds of the people who matter in 
this league, Williams’ success in football is 
akin to the success of an Ivy grad in science, 
literature, music or any number of fields. “A 
young man does not go into an Ivy League 
football program with his sights set on the 
NEL,” says Harvard Coach Joe Restic. “That 
type of individual will go to a school that will 
allow him greater concentration on the game. 
Our players more often have their sights on 
graduate school.” 

Still, the Ivy has turned out its fair number 
of pros. In fact, there has been an Ivy repre- 
sentative in each of the last nine Super Bowls. 
This is more than just a coincidence, You will 


find that the teams which usually express inter- 7 


est in an Ivy player are the contending teams, 
looking beyond the big-time college programs 
forasleeper, or a player who doesn't mind fill- 
ing the last spot on a roster. 

“The less successful teams in the (NFL) 
pick only from the cream of the crop — the 
Big Ten or the Pac-10, for example — but 
the premier teams will look elsewhere for 
talent,” says former 49ers running back Der- 
tick Harmon, a Cornell graduate. “They have 
more established players, so they can afford to 
take a chance on players from the lesser-known 
leagues.” 

While the Ivy League has turned out its 
prime-timers, like former Cowboys running 
back Calvin Hill and former Bears safety Gary 
Fencik (both Yale), the league is more likely 
to turn out backup quarterbacks, like Jeff 
Kemp of Dartmouth and the Seattle Seahawks, 
and Bob Holly, a Princeton man who has 
handled a clipboard for the Washington Red- 
skins, Another type of player the Ivies will 
produce is the would-be coach, like David 
Shula (Dartmouth), who played briefly with 
the Baltimore Colts and is now the offensive 
coordinator for the Dallas Cowboys. These 
are players who rank high in the intelligence 
category, but can’t hold a physical candle to 
the typical pro prospect in areas such as speed 
and strength. In fact, most Ivy Leaguers who 
make it in the NFL do so as role players. 

“Ona football team, everybody has a role,” 
says Packers tight end John Spagnola, a Yale 
grad. “A successful team needs some cerebral 
players, guys you can depend on. Ivy League 
players are perfect.” 

As is often the case, Ivy players are hap- 
py to have played in college and turn their 
thoughts towards furthering their education 
or getting jobs. A case in point: Harvard run- 
ning back Tony Hinz, the Ivy’s leading rusher 
in 87. Hinz was considered to have the size (6- 
2, 210) and speed (4.5/40) to give the pros a 
legitimate shot. But as his senior year came to 
a close, you would have been more likely to 
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find Hinz in the library than in the weight 
room. A chemistry major, Hinz was more 
concerned with medical school applications 
than NFL tryout camps. 

“I never gave the NFL that much thought,” 
says Hinz, who turned down a football schol- 
arship at Stanford to attend Harvard. “If the 
opportunity ever came up I would have to 
consider it, but right now, I’ve got other things 
on my mind,” 

While Hinz turned down the scholarship

money to attend Harvard (no athletic 
scholarships in the Ivy), a lot of the 
nation’s top schoolboy talents with 
the grades to get into an Ivy school 
won't choose that road. With tui- 
tion costs soaring every year, the 
pool of athletes is growing smaller. 
“Over time, our league has changed 
to an extent because of the costs,” says 
Restic, whose last pro player, tackle 
Roger Caron, played briefly in 1985 
for the Indianapolis Colts. “More than 
ever, the truly outstanding athletes are 
choosing the scholarship schools. Our 
athletes have different priorities.” 
But don’t expect the league to stop 
producing the occasional pro. Chan- 
ces are, he won't be a drafted player, 
but rather a free agent who impresses a 
coach on acontending team. The coach 
will like the athlete’s work habits and 
his knowledge of the game while the 
outsiders will scratch their heads and

Tellier, also 
a former assistant at Brown, inherits, of all 
things, a one-game winning streak, The Lions 
tacked on their second triumph of the season 
in their finale last year, winning 31-13 over 
Brown. Tellier also inherits a pair of talented 
junior running backs in Solomon Johnson 
and Greg Abbruzzese. Both rushed for oyer 
700 yards in 88.

can be a comfortable world down here 

Division I-AA football, 30 scholar- 

ships or so down the highway from the 

big boys in Division I-A. The competition’s 

good, and there's a national-championship 
playoff system to shoot for. 

So why, then, is Louisiana Tech leaving 
LAA this year for I-A? “To survive,” said 
Tech Athletic Director Paul Miller. “Honest- 
ly, 1 don’t know how some teams survive in 
I-AA. There’s no money in the (road game) 
guarantees.” The Bulldogs are completing the 
transition to Division I-A Independent status 
this season, much like the Akron Zips did two 
years ago. Miller said that last year the school 
picked up $575,000 in guarantees from an 
upgraded schedule that included Mississippi 
State, Houston, Wyoming and Texas A&M 
— about five times what the school would 
earn playing I-AA teams. 

“And the basic cost, in terms of 25 scholar- 
ships and two additional coaches, is $150,000 
for us,” he said. “It was the first time in modern 
history we'd broken even in football.” There 
have been more costs than that $150,000, of 
course. Tech had to enlarge its stadium to 
31,000 seats to meet I-A requirements. But 
Miller says the Bulldogs’ location has made 
the switch possible. 

“Louisiana has a lot of great football 
players,” he said. “There are plenty of 
ballplayers around here. Our recruit- 
ing area doesn’t have to be big, about 
a 300-mile radius. If we had to go 
onthe national scene to recruit, that 
would cost a lot more money. I 
don’t know if we could do it.” 

Miller, hired three years ago off 
the Missouri athletic department 
staff, said he came to work on a 
Monday, and on Tuesday school 
officials told him to begin making 
the move to Division I-A. “You've 
got to work a full day every day, 
no matter what you're doing,” Miller 
said. “I can't say I'd want to go through it 
again, but it’s been a dream come true for the 
school.” 

Miller said the toughest part of the moye is 
getting a schedule in place. But Tech — which 
played for the 1985 I-AA national champion- 
ship — may find the toughest part lies ahead, 
onthe field. Akron, 7-4 in its last year in I-AA, 
went to 4-7 in its first year in I-A. “It’s a long 
process, and a tough process,” said Zips Coach 
Gerry Faust, who coached at the highest level 
of I-A at Notre Dame for five years. “It’s been 
a rough three years.” 

Akron became the first -AA school to make 
the move for the same reason Tech’s the sec- 
ond: money. “The school basically felt the 
cost factor isn’t that much more,” Faust said. 
“They feel the exposure you can get, and the 
bigger gate receipts, are solid reasons — and 
now it’s starting to pay off for us.” The Zips 
improved to 5-6 last season, with four wins 
over I-A clubs — New Mexico, Long Beach 
State, Cal State Fullerton and New Mexico 
State. “And Auburn was only up on us 7-0 
after 2/4 quarters,” Faust said of what eventu- 
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ally was a 42-0 loss. 

Tech, both camps agree, has a better start 
on making the move. “They ve played Division 
I-A teams a lot longer than Akron did,” Faust 
said. “For us it was a completely new thing. 
We're only in our third year of I-A, and our 
fourth year of recruiting for it.” 

Tech's move, meantime, has been happening 
since Miller came on board. “It sounds like 
we're farther ahead, from what we've got in 
place,” Miller said. The Bulldogs beat two 
Division I-A clubs last year, Kansas State and 
Southwestern Louisiana, and downed Kansas 
the year before. Miller predicts Tech will be 
competitive with six of the eight I-A’s on the 
1989 schedule. “You're dreaming when you're 
playing Auburn and Florida,” he said, “but 
‘we can compete with the intermediates.” 

So, now that Akron and Louisiana Tech 
have gone looking for bigger paydays, here’s 
who’s looking for the 1989 NCAA Division I- 
AA national championship: 


a pee 
John Friesz, idaho 


1. Georgia Southern (12-3 in ’88): 
The Eagles have been in I-AA for five years, in 
the playoffs four times and in the champion- 
ship game three times. They've won it all twice. 
They lose just two defensive starters (and have 
three former starters returning from injuries) 
and four offensive starters, only one at a skill 
spot. Start with junior QB Raymond Gross, 
who led Georgia Southern on the ground with 
1,213 yards out of the flexbone. Add in FB 
Joe Ross (944 yards), MLB Darrell Hendrix 
(139 tackles) and DE Giff Smith (11 sacks and 
a total of 28 tackles behind the line). And 
don't forget to figure in Coach Erk Russell, 
63, who turned down Georgia because he didn’t 
want to commit to the Bulldogs for four years. 
It all adds up to a powerhouse. 


2. Furman (13-2): The Paladins beat 
Georgia Southern 17-12 for the national crown 
ayear ago and could do it again, even though 
one of the country’s top defenders, LB Jeff 
Blakenship, must be replaced. Furman is 83- 
32-4 in the last 10 years and has claimed seven 
Southern Conference titles in that time. 
QB Frankie DeBusk came into his own the 
last half of 1988. RBs Bobby Daugherty and 
Dwight Sterling, who split 1,600 yards on the 
ground, as well as LB Kevin Kendrick (194 
tackles) and DE Kelly Fletcher (15'4 sacks), 
all give Furman reason to hope for another 
title. 

3. Idaho (11-2): Keith Gilbertson tired 
of being a head coach and left for an assist 
ant’s job at Washington, so the Vandals wel- 
comed back a former assistant, John L. Smith, 
as head coach. He’s about the only new guy 
on the team. The defending Big Sky Confer- 
ence champions’ leading returnee is QB John 
Friesz, one of the best in I-AA, whose ankle 
injury during last year’s playoffs put a fresh- 
man in the starting role for a semifinal loss to 
Furman. 

4, North Texas (8-4): The Mean Green 
was only third in the Southland Conference in 
°88 and lost in the first round of the playoffs, 
but did manage to beat two Southwest Con- 


ference teams, Texas Tech and Rice. The South- 
land’s Player of the Year, QB Scott Davis, is 
back from a season in which he completed 158 
of 270 passes for 2,409 yards, 

5, Eastern Kentucky (11-3): It’s hard 
to go wrong with the Colonels, even with TB 
Elroy Harris, the leading scorer and rusher in 
I-AA last year, turning pro a year early. They're 
199-74-8 under Coach Roy Kidd, whose team 
lost 21-17 to Georgia Southern in the semis 
last year. LB Chris Coffey (166 tackles) and 
QB Lorenzo Fields (62%, 1,463 yards in a 
ground-dominated program) are back to make 
another run. 

6. Marshall (11-2); Furman knocked the 
Thundering Herd out of the playoffs last year, 
13-9. Which might be a point of pride, given 
that Furman went on to win it all. However, 
Marshall has something better than that: it 
beat Furman 24-10 during the regular season, 
‘The defense needs work, but QB John Gregory 
(56%, 21 touchdowns) and TB Ron Darby 
(two straight 1,000-yard seasons) will give 
Coach George Chaump plenty of offensive 
firepower. 

7. Boise State (8-4): It was a weird year 
for the Broncos. They won three games in the 
last minute, They lost to downtrodden Mon- 
tana State 51-7 one week and beat playoff 
bound Montana 31-28 the next. They lost 
34-28 to cighth-place Eastern Washington one 
week and beat defending champion Weber 
State 31-27 the next. BSU called itself the 
youngest team in the nation last year and can 
consider itself a Top 20 team this year with 
18 returning starters. Sophomore RB Chris 
Thomas is the leading returnee. 


8. Western Kentucky (9-4): Like Ida- 
ho’s Smith, Western Kentucky's Jack Har- 
baugh — former Michigan QB Jim’s father 
—steps into a nice situation, replacing Dave 
Roberts, who left for Northeast Louisiana. 
Harbaugh, previously an assistant at Pitt, will 
have TE Robert Coates (6-2, 235), LB Russell 
Foster (6-1, 220) and C Dan Watterson (6-5, 
260) to work with this season. 

9. Holy Cross (9-2): The Crusaders, who 
don’t take part in the playoffs, carry I-AA’s 
longest current winning streak (eight games) 
into the season. And while Coach Mark Duff- 
ner (his 30-3 record the last three seasons is 
matched only by Oklahoma's Barry Switzer) 
must replace QB Jeff Wiley, there’s still talent 
to work with. CB Dave Murphy is one inter- 
ception shy of the I-AA career record of 24, 
and FB Joe Segregi scored 20 TDs last year, 
placing him third in the country ih scoring, 
even though he was not a starter until the 
fourth game of the year. 

10. Appalachian State (6-4-1): Jerry 
Moore, former head coach at Texas Tech and 
North Texas, and most recently an assistant 
at Arkansas, takes over for Sparky Woods, 
who replaced the late Joe Morrison at South 
Carolina. Moore inherits a nice team that tied 
Wake Forest last year, knocking the Demon 
Deacons out of the Independence Bowl. There 
are three potential stars here — OT Derrick 
Graham (6-6, 303), QB Bobby Fuller and DB 
Keith Collins. 

11. Stephen F. Austin (10-3): A re- 
building year on defense, where only three 
starters are back, keeps the Lumberjacks out 
of the Top 10. A wealth of experience on 
offense, where 10 starters return, keeps them 
in the Top 20. RB Larry Centers, a unani- 
mous All-Southland choice with 833 yards 
rushing and 569 yards in receptions last year, 
tops the list. 


12. Delaware (7-5): The defending co- 
Yankee Conference champs will rely on a 
strong defense, led by senior defensive line- 
men Mike Renna and John Lewis, to return 
to the playoffs. Last year, the Blue Hens fell 
to Furman in the first round, 21-7. Coach 
Tubby Raymond is 189-73-2 after 23 years at 
Delaware, 

13. Northwestern State (10-3); They 
call QB Scott Stoker “an ugly Doug Flutie.” 
He's the same size, and still gets the job done. 
Last year, Stoker threw for 2,404 yards with 
55 percent accuracy while splitting time, believe 
it or not, with two other quarterbacks in the 
Demons’ option attack. Northwestern lost to 
Idaho in last year’s quarterfinals, 38-30, 

14. Montana (8-4): The Grizzlies’ best 
season since twin 10-1 marks in 1969 and ‘70 
included the only regular-season win over 
Idaho, where an opportunistic defense gave 
up 604 yards, but came up with seven Vandal 
turnovers (Idaho gained revenge in the play- 
offs). UM relied on defense and special teams 
last year, and may have to again; Coach Don 
Read enters his fourth year searching for his 
fourth quarterback to run his passing game, 

15. Jackson State (8-1-! he Tigers 
belong here (they've been to the playoffs seven 
times) but it’s hard to rank them any higher, 
They've never won a postseason game. Win- 
ners of 25 straight Southwestern Conference 
games under Coach W.C, Gorden, Jackson 
has 15 starters back, including senior LB Dar- 
ion Conner (6-3, 248), who travels the 40 in 
4,5 seconds, 

16. The Citadel (8-4): The Bulldogs toil 
inthe tough Southern Conference, along with 
Furman and Marshall, but hope to return to 
postseason action behind 14 returning start- 
ers, led by veteran RBs Adrian Johnson and 
Raymond Mazyck. 

17. James Madison (5-6): Losses to 
Navy, Virginia Tech and I-AA toughie Geor- 
gia Southern sent the Dukes tumbling below 
.500, but [8 returning starters could get them 
back in the playoffs. Many are fifth-year 
seniors, James Madison hadn't redshirted 
players until Joe Purzycki arrived as head 
coach; he’s now in his fifth year and his first 
redshirt freshman class has finally caught up 
with him. 

18. Massachusetts (8-4): Two key 
losses here: LB John McKeown, Yankee Con- 
ference Defensive Player of the Year, and QB 
Dave Palazzi, New England Offensive Player 
of the Year, Eight quarterbacks saw action in 
spring practice. But there are plenty of players 
back, including SE Chip Mitchell (33 catches, 
six TDs) and NG Joe Collen. 

19, Nevada-Reno (7-4): The Wolf Pack 
started out 5-0, then lost four in a row, three 
by margins of 6, 3 and I point, to take itself 
out of the Big Sky and playoff picture. But 
Coach Chris Ault’s crew is always a threat to 
horn back in. 

20. Arkansas State (5-6): Injuries didn't 
help the Indians in 1988, and neither did this; 
losses to Memphis State by 2, Mississippi by 
3, Lamar by 4, Southern Illinois by 2 and 
Northeast Louisiana by 3. The return of Fred 
Barnett, Arkansas State's top receiver the past 
two seasons, should help. 


Others to watch: Quite capable of crack- 
ing the national rankings are Middle Tennes- 
see State, Pennsylvania, Florida A&M, How- 
ard, Grambling, Alcorn State and Liberty (the 
latter now coached by Sam Rutigliano, the 
former Cleveland Browns coach).

THE TOP 20 RECRUITING CLASSES

It was a banner year for recruiting in the 
state of Florida. No less than nine of our Top 
20 teams signed players from the Sunshine 
State — and that’s not counting Florida State, 
Miami and Florida. 

And how did Florida State Coach Bobby 
Bowden react to sun-kissed lads journeying to 
Northern schools like Notre Dame, Ohio State, 
Pittsburgh, Penn State and West Virginia? “If 
they don’t want to come here, I want them to 
go as far away as they can and play for people 
not on our schedule,” said Bowden, whose 
own recruiting class ranks as the top incoming 
group in the nation. 

The chief Seminole did some trespassing 
of his own. He went to talent-rich Texas 
(along with Florida’s Galen Hall and ex- 
Miami boss Jimmy Johnson) and, amidst the 
Southwest Conference minefield, discovered 
fellow poachers Notre Dame, UCLA, South- 
ern California, Pittsburgh, Tennessee and 
Nebraska, among others. Of course, Texas 
returned the favor and recruited Johnson out 
of Florida. 

Notre Dame followed up its national title 
with a No. 2 ranking. Fifteen of the 20 teams 
listed here bowled last season, showing how 
the rich get richer, and 16 of them made the 
consensus Recruiting Top 20 for the entire 
decade. 


TOP 20 CLASSES 


1. FLORIDA STATE—Lineman Sterling 
Palmer (6-7, 256, Ft. Lauderdale) leads a star- 
studded group of freshmen into Seminole coun- 
try. They include fellow USA Today defensive 
All-Americans Eric Shaw (LB, Pensacola) and 
John Davis (DB, Pahokee, Fla.), plus Parade 
All-Americans Eric Turral (WR, Tallahassee), 
Clyde Allen (RB, Ft. Myers, Fla.), Kenny 
Felder (QB, Niceville, Fla.) and Marvin Fer- 
rell (TE, Jacksonville). To top itall off, FSU 
landed Florida Player of the Year Matt Frier, 
a wide receiver from Live Oak. 

2. NOTRE DAME—Seven Parade All-Ameri- 
cans are headed to South Bend, led by Rick 
Mirer, a homegrown (Goshen, Ind.) product 
and the nation’s top-rated quarterback. The 
Irish are drooling over monster linemen Jun- 
ior Bryant (6-5, 270, Omaha, Neb.), Todd 
Norman (6-5, 247, Ocean View, Calif.), Chet 
Lacheta (6-3, 262, Chicago) and Stuart Tyner 
(6-5, 262, Tomball, Tex.), plus no fewer than 
six linebackers, some of whom will be learn- 
ing a three-point stance soon. 

3. CLEMSON—Tigers fanatics will probably 
be sweating the classroom progress of RB 
Rudy Harris (Brockton, Mass.), but he’s for 
real with the pigskin, as 4,589 career yards and 
120 TDs attest. Fellow Parade All-American 
Pierre Wilson (DT, Jackson, Miss.) is another 
catch for Coach Danny Ford.

7. MIAMI—Hurricane winds blew strongly 
after Johnson’s departure. All-America LBs 
Jesse Armstead (Dallas) and Darren Krein

both seemed set on Miami in the spring. Pa- 
rade All-Americans QB Bryan Fortay (East 
Brunswick, N.J.) WR Kevin Williams (Dal- 
las) and OL Rudy Barber (Miami) would 
make this a class worth shouting about, even 
if Armstead and Krein were allowed out of 
their commitments. 

8. UCLA—The Bruins took full advantage 
of the upheaval in Texas by signing a four- 
some from the Lone Star state, including 
Galveston DB Patrick Bates and Bedford QB 
Tommy Maddox.

Worth) are the best of the line recruits, 
but Coach David McWilliams needed to cross 
the Red River for his top RB, Oklahoman 
Lamel Foreman of Del City. 


10. USC—Successive Rose Bowl appearances 
have opened a lot of front doors for the Tro- 
jans, notably those of Los Angeles QB Curtis 
Conway and Baton Rouge, La.

215) with speed (4.4). 

15. TENNESSEE—All-American Derric 
Evans of Dallas wasn’t just one of the best 
defensive backs in Texas, but the entire coun- 
try. At 6-3, 200, he’s a load. He could be 
paired with West Virginia’s finest, Keith Jeter 
of Weirton, unless Jeter’s 1,535 yards rushing 
and 120 points as a senior dictate a return to 
running back. Ifso, he'll relish running behind 
OL Corey Louchiey (6-8, 270, Greenville, S.C.). 
16. ALABAMA—With 414 career tackles 
and 11 blocked kicks, Antonio London was 
worth pursuing, even if it meant going into 
Tullahoma, Tenn., to snare the Parade All- 
America linebacker. WR Kevin Lee and OL 
Roosevelt Patterson already have the winning 
attitude from Alabama state champ Prichard 
Vigor HS. 

17. FLORIDA—With so much in-state talent, 
it was surprising to see Coach Galen Hall 
delve into Texas for Donald Douglas, a 6-4, 
190-pound quarterback from Liberty, who 
rates as one of the nation’s top athletes, Darren 
Mickell’s size (6-5, 250) might force the Miami 
product out of his LB position. 

18. ARKANSAS—There might not haye been 
a bigger shocker than RB Ron Dickerson 
leaving University Park, Pa., where his father 
assists Joe Paterno. The Razorbacks also 
signed their state’s No. | performer, LB Shan- 
non Wright of Fort Smith, plus two 4.5 ath- 
letes in Brendan Cook (Little Rock) and Dar- 
win Ireland (Pine Bluff, Ark.). 
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19. WEST VIRGINIA—The Mountaineers 
weren't able to keep Keith Jeter (Tennessee) 
at home, but they didn’t come away empty- 
handed. Pennsylvanian Michael Booth (6-2, 
225, Pittsburgh) ranked among the nation’s 
premier linebackers and is Morgantown- 
bound. To run the WVU offense, there’s Dis- 
trict of Columbia product Al Johnson, 6-2, 
220 with 4.5 speed. 

20. NEBRASKA—Just another bunch of 
no-name linemen, along with some prized 
skill position players who will give Oklahoma 
fits for the next five years. Derek Brown (La 
Habra, Calif.) brings his All-American run- 
ning talents from Southern California. John 
Reece of Houston was one of Texas’ many 
outstanding defensive backs, Minnesota's best 
lineman moved south in Lance Larson of 
Moorhead. 

ALSO WORTH NOTING—Keeping the na- 
tion’s player of the year, RB Terry Kirby of 
Tabb, Va., at home was a major coup for Vir- 
ginia, Colorado didn't fare as well in-state as it 
should have, but continued to draw from the 
rich Southern California talent pool. Califor- 
nia jumped a notch by signing RB Russell 
White of Encino, Calif. Ditto for Arizona in 
keeping RB-DB Michael Bates in Tucson. 
North Carolina appears to be the only ACC 
school gaining ground on Clemson. 


DISAPPOINTMENTS: Problems within Barry 
Switzer’s program didn’t surface publicly until 
after signing day, but rumors were enough to 
scuttle Oklahoma's effort this year, though it 
did land RB Dewell Brewer of Lawton, Okla., 
and TE Joey Mickey of Oklahoma City. Okla- 
homa State, meanwhile, should have parlayed 
Barry Sanders’ Heisman into a bonanza, but 
the Cowboy program is also riding a proba- 
tionary roller coaster. 


RATING THE 
DECADE 


Notre Dame claiming its first national 
championship since 1977 wasn’t any great sur- 
prise for those who closely follow recruiting. 
Granted, the Fighting Irish were long overdue, 
but the mere mention of the school’s name 
conjures up the autumnal madness that is col- 
lege football. Notre Dame has eight national 
crowns to its credit. Neither of the runnerups 
— Oklahoma and Alabama — appear pre- 
pared to gain its sixth for many years. 

No program has been affected ess by schol- 
arship limitations and Proposition 48 than the 
South Bend citadel of academics and athlet- 
ies, The Irish recruiting scope knows no geo- 
graphical boundaries, and there never seems 
to be a lack of cerebral student-athletes who 
want to tread the paths of Rockne, the Four 
Horsemen and the Gipper. Thus it certainly 
came as no shock that a consensus of recruit~ 
ing rankings during the 1980s makes Notre 
Dame a runaway overall victor. 

The Irish appeared in the Top 20 in recruit- 
ing in each of the 10 seasons of the decade, 
and only No. 3 Michigan could match that. 
UCLA finished second without benefit of win- 
ning any particular year, but showed great 
consistency by being rated between second 
and ninth in the nine years they were ranked. 
USC (fourth), Texas (fifth), Pitt (eighth) and 
Georgia (13th) also made the rankings nine of 
the 10 years, 

Notre Dame's win is a superb feat consider- 
ing the downward spiral under Gerry Faust 
(1981-85). Faust certainly recruited good play- 
ers; his first three classes were ranked first, 
second and first. They directly preceded years 
in which the Irish ranked seventh and then 


17th, Faust’s problem: He and his staff didn’t 
know where to play his players, Case in point: 
Frank Stams, a plodding fullback who Lou 
Holtz moved to linebacker and eventually de- 
fensive end. “I've had four position coaches, 
two head coaches and two position changes in 
the four years I've been here,” Stams said 
before his senior season. “I think I've seen it 
all, but I think I've settled down into a nice, 
comfortable position.” 

Stams and fellow fifth-year senior Wes 
Pritchett were members of Faust’s second-to- 
last recruiting class (1984), which included a 
little-known wide receiver from a losing pro- 
gram in Dallas, future Heisman Trophy recip- 
ient Tim Brown. The 1985 class, Faust's last, 
was judged 17th with performers like offen- 
sive tackle Andy Heck and linebacker Ned 
Bolear. 

The most amazing statistic of the Faust 
years is that his initial class was rated the 
nation’s best coming in, Not that players like 
FB Mark Brooks, SE Joe Howard, TB Chris 
Smith and OT Larry Williams weren't worthy 
of such acclaim, but only the strongest of pro- 
grams survives a coaching change. Southern 
California placed second when Ted Tollner 
assumed command, but went unranked for 
Larry Smith, Ditto David McWilliams (Texas 
1987), Mike Gottfried (Pittsburgh °86), Pat 
Dye (Auburn 81), Jimmy Johnson (Miami 
°85) and John Cooper (Ohio State '88), 

Ensuring that didn’t happen to Holtz when 
he arrived on campus in November of 1985 
was Vinny Cerrato, a Minnesota native who 
spent two seasons helping Holtz rebuild the 
Golden Gophers. His secret? “Evaluating the 
right people and trying to outwork everybody,” 
said the 30-year-old Cerrato, “Because of aca- 
demics, we lose out on perhaps 70 percent of 
the Top 100 kids right off the bat in May.”

Cerrato will submit approximately 300 junior 
transcripts to Notre Dame’s admissions direc- 
tor. Grade or class deficiencies will pare Cer- 
rato’s working list to 200 by the fall. Campus 
visits will be offered to 50-60 prospects, 20-25 
will ultimately be awarded scholarships. 

“We sign players exclusively by need,” said 
Cerrato. “There could be a great running back, 
but if we need linebackers, we'll pass.” Occa- 
sionally, the needs escalate to a starting posi- 
tion, as with tight end Derek Brown last season. 
“You fill voids,” said Cerrato.”We had three 
true freshmen start last season — Brown, 
Rocket Ismail and Arnold Ale. After Derek 
was MVP in the Georgia-Florida All-Star 
game, we knew he had to be pretty good. 
When Rocket came in, we had him penciled in 
as the starting split end.” 

The further along the program progresses, 
the less likely that will happen again. The two 
words “Notre Dame,” and the magnetism of 
Holtz, were a winning combination from the 
get-go, and things have snowballed with the 
addition of another national championship. 

“Where can a kid get more exposure than 
Notre Dame? We're on TV every Saturday 
and I think we were in the newspaper almost 
every day last season,” adds Cerrato. “With 
Prop. 48, academics become so much more 
important to parents. I think this year was the 
first time any school ever won the graduation 
rate award as well as the national champion 
ship. What Notre Dame does best is prepare 
the kids for life. Prop. 48 has gotten more kids 
thinking about academics and placed more 
emphasis on academics among the younger 
kids, the ninth graders.” 

UCLA recruiting coordinator Bill Rees takes 
exception to the Bruins’ second-place finish; 


he believes his Bruins and the Irish should be 
tied for first. A more complete appraisal, Rees 
argues, could be made by adding in won-lost 
records, bowl wins and players in the National 
Football League. “That would give youa much 
better end result. Auburn, Clemson and Miami 
should be much higher,” said Rees. 

If Clemson's not far enough up the ladder 
now (they finished 13th), it soon will be, ac- 
cording to Tigers recruiting coordinator Clyde 
Wrenn. Clemson’s recruiting philosophy is 
very ‘simple: “You get the best players and you 
win.” Television exposure caused Clemson to 
expand its area the past two seasons, adding 
Louisiana, Mississippi and Texas to its South 
Carolina-Florida-and-ACC base, with second- 
ary interest in New Jersey and Pennsylvania. 

Clemson is no different than Notre Dame 
or UCLA in filling specific needs. “Normally, 
we're only going to sign one great tailback. 
This year we got two,” Wrenn said. “The hard- 
est position to find is defensive linemen, with 
the size and speed you need to play major col 
lege football today. And academics are hurt- 
ing kids now. I think the guidance people have 
started guiding instead of just placing kids in 
classes. With the (scholarship) limit at 95, you 
better not lose any.” 

Wrenn says Clemson's recruiting philosophy 
has not altered since Danny Ford took over in 
1978. “We want kids with ability, character 
and joy. Character because you're not going 
to play for Danny Ford unless you've got 
pretty dang good character, and joy because 
the way he coaches, you don’t like it, you 
won't play it long. They get after it pretty 
good.” 

Ford is a head coach who relishes the re- 
cruiting process. He and his staff zip around 


the Southeastern states in a twin-engine plane, 
much like salesmen. “We sell our university, 
Coach Ford and our staff to the parents,” said 
Wrenn. “We try to show the parents that we 
care for their sons the way we do our own 
children. Having a family helps in the recruit- 
ing process by being able to identify the fears 
and concerns of the parents.” 

Clemson signed two players (LB Danny 
Ledbetter and FB Greg Burke) out of Norm- 
an, Okla., this year because one of the player’s 
grandparents live in Greenville, 30 miles from 
Clemson, and he inquired about being a Tiger. 
“We have coaches calling and saying, ‘I've got 
a kid who's very much interested in y'all. He 
saw y'all on TV wearing them orange britches.” 
Or the youngster started following us when 
we won the national championship (1981).” 

The undercurrents to all this success are the 
nuances of the game. Try as Notre Dame, 
UCLA and Clemson might, there are no guar- 
antees. Vinny Testaverde and Bernie Kosar 
were in Miami’s same 1982 class, which wasn't 
ranked among the Top 20. Nor was the 83 
group that included Jerome Brown and Alonzo 
Highsmith, or the 85 edition which included 
Steve Walsh. Neal Anderson and John L. 
Williams drew a blank at Florida in 1982, 
while Bo Jackson and Tommie Agee boosted 
Aubum clear up to No. 13. 

Marcus Dupree certainly carried Oklahoma 
to its No. 5 ranking in 1982, but did the name 
Brian Bosworth mean anything in the Soon- 
ers’sixth-ranked class the following year? And 
how about OU's 84 freshmen, tabbed 14th 
with the likes of Keith Jackson, Rickey Dixon 
and a sandy-haired quarterback from Hen- 
ryetta, Okla., named Troy Aikman. You never 
know in recruiting.
